We  have  laid  aside  our  avocation,  and  for  a  brief  season  we  are  to  enjoy 
a  communion  with  each  other,  which  should  elevate  and  give  us  clearer  per- 
ception of  our  duties  as  individual  members  of  a  common  brotherhood, 
which  teaches  us  to  lay  aside  self  for  the  time  ;  and  as  we  grasp  each  brother 
by  the  hand  we  are  brought  closer  together  by  an  invisible  bond  of  affiliation 
which  prepares  us  for  the  performance  of  our  duties  as  Rer)  Men. 

Representatives  and  Past  Sachems,  you  are  assembled  here  to  exercise  the 
highest  functions  of  government — the  establishment  of  rules  for  the  best 
interests  of  your  constiuency.  It  is  my  hope  that  your  labors  may  receive 
the  approval  of  yourself  and  the  sanction  of  those  whom  you  represent., 

During  the  past  great  sun  our  Order  has  increased  beyond  our  most  san- 
guine expectations.  The  seed  planted  by  my  predecessors  have  grown,  and 
we  have  reaped  a  good  harvest,  and  we  should  congratulate  ourselves  that 
the  pale-face  nation  have  seen  the  good  things  waiting  for  them  within  our 
fold,  and  so  conduct  ourselves  as  to  always  merit  their  approbation.  Let  us. 
therefore,  renew  our  exertions  to  grander  achievements,  so  that  council  tires 
shall  be  brightly  burning  in  every  section  of  the  Keystone  State. 

DEPUTY  GREAT  SACHEMS. 

One  of  the  first  duties  devolving  upon  me,  immediately  after  the  quench- 
ing of  the  Great  Council,  was  the  appointment  of  the  Deputies  of  the 
various  Districts.    This  is  a  duty  which  I  consider  should  not  be  done  hastily, 
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and  none  should  be  appointed  but  brothers  who  are  capable  of  giving  good 
advice  and  competent  to  perform  the  functions  of  Great  Sachem  in  the  Dis- 
tricts alloted  to  them.  In  accordance  with  these  views  I  made  my  appoint- 
ments, and  in  the  majority  of  cases  they  have  proven  efficient  workers  in 
the  cause.

DECISIONS. 

1.  On  the  13th  of  Traveling  Moon,  G.  S.  D.,  395,  I  received  the  following 
queries  from  D.  G.  S.  Thomas  Bellis : 
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1st.  In  makiDg  application  for  the  re-lighting  ot  the  council  fire  of  a  Trihe 
that  had  been  out  of  existence  for  more  than  five  great  suns,  is  it  requisite 
that  the  petition  must  contain  the  signatures  of  not  less  than  thirty  persons? 

Answer— Yes. 

2d.  Is  it  requisite  that  the  council  fire  must  he  lit  by  a  Great  Chief? 

Answer — "While  under  the  law  it  is  not  requisite  for  a  Great  Chief  to  be 
present,  as  Section  3d,  Article  XXI,  By-Laws  Great  Council,  specifies  that 
"  the  Tribe  shall  be  instituted  by  the  Great  Chiefs  or  competent  Past  Sa- 
chems," yet  I  believe  it  is  necessary  that  the  correct  instructions  should  be 
given,  and  the  proper  persons  in  my  opinion,  are  the  Great  Chiefs. 

2.  On  the  17th  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.,  395,  I  received  Ihe  following  from  D. 
G.  S.,  S.  B.  Caveny  : 

1st.  If  there  is  no  quorum  at  a  regular  council  sleep  of  the  Tribe,  and  a 
brother  is  reported  as  being  unable  to  follow  the  hunt,  should  the  Chief  of 
Records  note  the  same  upon  the  records. 

Answer — As  there  was  no  quorum,  the  Chief  of  Records  could  not  keep  a 
record  of  the  proceedings,  the  council  fire  not  having  been  kindled. 

2d.  Can  a  salaried  Chief  be  considered  in  good  standing  in  his  Tribe  when 
on  the  sleep  he  is  raised  to  his  stump  he  is  in  arrears  to  the  Tribe  four  feet, 
(40  cents) ;  he  pays  no  dues  until  the  end  of  the  quarter,  then  he  owes  one 
fathom,  nine  teet  and  six  inches,  ($1.96),  an  order  is  granted  him  for  his  sal- 
ary, one  foot,  five  feet  six  inches,  ($1.56) ;  the  amount  due  him  is  placed  to 
his  credit,  but  should  he  become  unab'e  to  follow  the  hunt  before  the  end  of 
the  quarter,  is  the  Tribe  liable  to  sick  benefits  ? 

Answer. — The  brother  would  not  be  entitled  to  sick  benefits  during  any 
sickness  that  he  might  have  after  his  dues  amount  to  more  than  three  moons 
dues,  either  in  that  quarter  or  any  other  time. 

3.  On  the  25th  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D  396, 1  received  from  Passyuuk  Tribe, 
No.  139,  the  following  : 

A  brother,  after  having  given  the  salutation  and  receiving  the  password  of 
the  sleep,  for  the  purpose  of  retiring,  changes  his  mind,  can  he  be  allowed  to 
participate  in  any  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Tribe  without  first  retiring  and 
working  his  way  into  the  wigwam  again  ? 

Answer. — If  a  brother  has  the  right  to  be  in  the  wigwam  he  is  entitled  to 
certain  privileges,  among  which  is  the  right  to  speak,  and  if  he  desires  to 
remain,  even  after  he  has  saluted  the  stumps  and  received  the  retiring  pass- 
word, he  can  do  so. 

4.  On  the  12th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  I  received  the  following  from 
Wawatam  Tribe.  No.  63: 
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Can  a  brother  be  admitted  to  the  wigwam  by  giving  the  retiring  password  ? 

Answer.— No.  See  charge  to  Guards  at  the  kindling  of  the  council  fire. 
*  *  *  *  -phe  pass-word  0f  the  sleep  is  only  to  be  used  in  retiring  before 
the  council  fire  is  quenched. 

5.  From  Pokanoket  Tribe,  No.  178 : 

We  have  a  member  who  is  suffering  from  a  disease  of  an  immoral  nature, 
and  also  with  inflaniatory  rheumatism.  If  the  rLeumalism  does  not  originate 
from  the  other  disease,  is  he  entitled  to  benefits? 

In  reply  to  this  query,  I  referred  them  to  Sec.  5,  Article  XXIV,  Constitu- 
tion of  Tribes,  viz :  "Or  for  any  sickness  or  disability  originating  from  in- 
temperance or  immoral  conduct.'' 

6.  From  Mahanoy  Tribe,  No.  151 : 

1st.  If  a  Chief  enters  the  wigwam  after  the  roll  has  been  called,  can  he  be 
marked  present  by  order  of  the  Sachem. 
Answer. — No. 

2d.  If  the  First  Sannap  enters  the  wigwam  after  the  council  fire  has  been 
kindled,  he  being  a  Past  Sachem,  what  regalia  should  he  wear  ? 

Answer.— He  should  be  clothed  in  a  P.*-st  Sachem's  regalia,  and  on  assum- 
ing his  chieftaincy  then  the  sash  pertaining  to  his  chieftaincy. 

7.  On  the  29th  Worm  Moon,  G.  S.  D.,  396,  from  D-  G.  S.  Thomas  J.  Hig- 
son : 

Is  it  right  to  charge  a  fee  for  a  dispensation  to  propose  and  elect  a  pale-face 
upon  the  same  sleep? 

Answer — If  a  Tribe  wishes  to  propose  and  elect  a  pale-lace  upon  the  same 
sleep,  a  dispensation  is  necessary  and  the  fee  must  be  paid. 

8th.  From  Schuylkill  Tribe,  No.  202 : 

We  have  a  clause  in  our  By-Laws,  fining  our  members  one  fathom  for  not 
attending  funerals,  unless  a  reasonable  excuse  be  given.  Must  the  fines  be 
imposed  ? 

Answer— It  is  the  duty  of  the  Sachem  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Tribe,  and 
this  being  a  law,  the  fine  must  be  imposed,  unless  the  Tribe  accepts  a  reason- 
ble  excuse. 

9.  From  Mohican  Tribe,  No.  127  : 

If  a  member,  at  the  quenching  of  the  council  fire,  was  in  good  standing, 
and  should  he  be  unable  to  follow  the  hunt  before  the  next  council  sleep, 
could  he  become  in  arrears  before  that  council  sleep,  so  as  to  deprive  him  of 
his  benefits? 

Answer — He  could  not. 
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10.  From  Ninesqua  Tribe,  No.  22'i : 

1st.  Can  the  first  Prophet  of  a  new  Tribe  be  elected  Representative  ? 

Answer — The  first  Prophet  of  a  new  Tribe,  if  not  a  Past  Sachem,  cannot  be 
elected  the  Representative. 

2d.  Can  the  first  Prophet  of  a  Tribe  vote  for  Great  Chiefs  and  Representa- 
tives to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  ? 

Answer. — He  cannot,  unless  a  Past  Sachem. 

3d.  In  case  he  is  elected  a  Representative  and  he  is  not  entitled,  will  it  be 
lawful  for  the  Tribe  to  elect  a  Past  Sachem  for  Representative  on  the  coming 
council  ? 

Answer. — If  elected  Representative  his  election  is  illegal,  and  should  be 
declared  mtll  and  void,  and  another  Representative  elected 

4th.  Will  not  the  vote  cast  for  Chiefs  of  the  Great  Council  be  null  and  void 
if  the  Prophet  should  not  be  entitled  to  vote ;  and  if  so,  will  it  be  lawful  for 
the  Past  Sachems,  who  are  in  good  standing,  to  vote  again  on  the  first  council 
sleep  in  Plant  Moon  ? 

Answer.  The  election  would  be  informal  and  could  not  be  counted.  The 
Past  Sachems  would  not  have  the  right  to  vote  upon  the  first  council  of  the 
Plant  Moon,  the  law  specifying  that  the  election  must  take  place  upon  the 
last  council  sleep  of  Worm  Moon. 

5th.  When  does  the  first  Prophet  of  a  Tribe  become  a  Past  Sachem  ? 
Answer.  At  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  raised  up. 

11.  From  D.  G.  S.,  Thomas  Bellis : 

If  a  Tribe  has  a  law  specifying  that  upon  the  decease  of  a  member,  a 
funeral  assessment  shall  be  levied,  how  is  the  assessment  to  be  collected,  and  * 
when  is  it  to  be  charged  as  dues  ? 

Answer — If  the  law  of  the  Tribe  specify  when  funeral  assessments  shall  be 
charged  as  dues,  then  at  said  time  they  are  chargeable,  and  if  they  make  a 
brother  indebted  to  the  Tribe  to  an  amount  of  more  than  three  moon's  dues, 
then  the  brother  would  become  in  arrears  ;  but,  if  on  the  contrary,  the  law 
reads,  "  that  on  the  death  of  a  member,  each  member  shall  be  charged  or 
assessed  so  much  as  funeral  dues,"  then  as  the  Tribe  receives  legal  notice  of 
the  decease  of  a  member,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  C.  of  R.  to  immediately  charge 
said  assessment  or  funeral  dues,  and  the  brother  would  be  liable  under  the 
law. 

12.  From  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67  : 

A  brother  of  our  Tribe  was  reported  unable  to  follow  the  hunt ;  the  Relief

Chiefs  visited  him,  when  a  statement  was  made  by  some  of  the  members  that 
the  complaint  from  which  he  was  suffering  was  contracted  prior  to  his  ad- 
mission into  the  Tribe.  Can  the  Sachem  entertain  a  motion  to  grant  benefits 
under  the  circumstances  ? 

Answer.—  Yes.  The  sick  brother  has  the  right  to  report  himself  to  the 
Tribe,  and  if  the  Tribe  refuses  to  grant  him  benefits  he  has  the  right,  under 
the  law,  to  appeal.  A  Tribe,  when  they  withhold  benefits,  should  notify  the 
brother  of  said  refusal,  with  the  causes  thereof.  A  Tribe  has  no  right,  on  a 
mere  statement,  to  withhold  benefits,  and  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  prove 
that  the  complaint  for  which  he  demands  benefits  was  contracted  prior  to 
his  admission  to  membership.

Buck  Moon,  8th,  G.  S.  D.,  395.  Alexander  E.  Turner  vs.  Poutaxet  Tribe, 
No.  145.  On  examination  of  the  documents  accompanying  the  appeal,  I 
found  that  the  Tribe  had  not  complied  with  Article  XXV,  Constitution,  and 
I  returned  all  the  documents  to  the  Tribe,  on  the  19th  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D., 
395. 

On  the  30th  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  certified  to  a  copy  of  an  appeal  from  P.  S., 
John  C.  Bailey,  of  Peskewah  Tribe,  No.  220,  from  the  action  of  the  Great  Coun- 
cil to  the  Great  Council  of  United  States. 
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On  the  2d  Traveling  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395, 1  received  a  communication  from  the 

G.  C.  of  R.,  Charles  C.  Conley,  informing  me  that  the  Great  Council  of  the 
United  States  had  reversed  the  action  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  the  appeal  of  P.  S. ,  John  C.  Bailey,  of  Peskewah  Tribe,  No.  220,  and 
directed  that  the  brother  be  reinstated. 

I  wrote  on  the  8th  of  the  Traveling  Moon  to  the  Tribe,  directing  them  to 
comply  with  the  mandate  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  which  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  they  have  done,  the  brothers  of  No.  220  believiug 
in  maintaining  the  true  dignity  and  beloved  purposes  of  our  Order. 

On  the  12th  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  received  an  appeal  from  Wm.  T.  Smith, 
from  the  action  of  Mocaponica  Tribe,  No.  149,  in  refusing  to  pay  him  benefits. 
On  examination  of  the  papers  bearing  upon  the  case,  I  found  that  Brother 
Smith  had  failed  to  appeal  within  the  time  specified  by  the  law,  and  I  there- 
fore dismissed  the  appeal,  and  notified  the  brother  accordingly. 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  APPOINTMENTS. 

I  received  the  resignation  of  D.  G.  S.  George  W.  Arier,  of  Perry  county, 
and  appointed  P.  S.  John  Shearer  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

I  also  received  the  resignation  of  P.  S.  Julius  Stoeffier  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Law,  and  appointed  P.  S  Wm.  C.  Conley,  No.  8,  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

I  received  the  resignation  of  P.  S  Seth  Orme  from  the  Committee  .on  the 
State  of  the  Order  and  appointed  P.  S.  M.  P.  Walker,  of  No.  202,  in  his  place. 

I  received  the  resignation  of  Wm.  J.  McClure  from  the  Committee  on  State 
of  the  Order,  and  appointed  P.  G.  S  Thomas  A.  McDowell,  of  No.  30,  to  fill 
the  vacancy. 

Also  the  resignation  of  Davis  Casselberry  from  the  Committee  on  Returns 
and  Reports,  and  appointed  P.  S.  George  S.  Craighead,  of  No.  133,  to  fill  the 
vacancy.

THE  PUBLIC  PRESS. 

For  several  great  suns  my  predecessors  have  endeavored  to  bring  our  be- 
loved Order  prominently  before  the  outside  world,  by  issuing  pamphlets 
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giving  our  objects,  aims  and  principles.  In  some  localities  good  results  have 
been  accomplished.  In  my  opinion,  if  we  take  advantage  of  the  press  of  our 
reservation,  having  in  every  issue  events  that  have  transpired  in  our  Order, 
our  growth  would  be  more  rapid,  and  the  pale- face  nation  would  be  anxiously 
making  inquiries  as  to  our  organization ;  and  I  would  suggest  that  each 
brother  would  have  items  of  this  character  published  in  the  daily  or  weekly 
journals  of  their  locality,  so  that  due  notice  could  be  taken  thereof. 

APPEOPRIATIONS  TO  GREAT  CHIEFS. 

On  the  score  of  economy,  it  is  always  well  not  to  make  large  appropriations, 
but  when  we  review  the  past,  and  take  a  glance  at  the  advancement  that 
sister  organizations  have  made,  it  is  time  that  we  lay  aside  this  false  economy 
and  make  liberal  appropriations,  so  that  the  Chiefs  of  this  Great  Council 
would  be  enabled  to  give  not  only  the  proper  attention  to  the  Tribes,  but  that 
in  case  it  is  necessary  that  one  of  them  should  visit  a  locality  for  the  purpose 
of  explaining  our  principles,  then  he  could  be  properly  remunerated  for  his 
time  and  expense  of  traveling. 

THE  BENEFICIARY  FUND. 

I  feel  a  deep  solicitude  for  this  feature  of  our  Order,  and  it  is  worthy  of 
our  encouragement,  and  nothing  would  plea=e  me  more  than  to  see  every 
member  of  our  Order  connect  themselves  with  the  beneficiary  feature,  and 
thus  make  arrangements  for  their  loved  ones. 

CORRESPON  DENCE. 

My  correspondence  during  the  past  great  sun  has  been  somewhat  voluminous. 
I  have  endeavored  to  be  prompt  in  answering  all  inquiries,  and  in  many  cases 
a  study  of  the  laws  of  the  Order  by  some  of  my  correspondents  would  have 
saved  me  time  and  the  Great  Council  expense.  I  would  call  the  attention  of 
the  members  of  the  Great  Council  to  the  fact  that  the  Great  Sachem  has  no 
right  to  make  an  official  ruling,  unless  the  communication  comes  through  the 
proper  channel,  viz :  under  the  signature  of  the  C  of  R.  and  seal  of  the  Tribe. 

A  FALLEN  CHIEF. 

"In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death."  It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  note 
the  calling  away  of  P.  S.  Samuel  B.  Taylor,  of  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  who, 
after  a  long  and  severe  illness,  and  in  the  prime  of  life,  passed  the  dark  river 
that  flows  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  of  life. 

Brother  Taylor  was  adopted  a  member  of  Chippewa  Tribe,  No,  51,  so  that 
he  could  be  a  charter  member  of  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  whose  council  fire 
was  lit  on  the  18th  of  Hunting  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376,  when  he  was  raised  to 
the  stump  of  Junior  Sagamore,  passed  the  different  stumps,  and  was  admitted 
to  the  Great  Council  in  G.  S.  D.  378,  at  which  time  he  was  appointed  Great 
Sannap.    He  represented  the  Great  Council  in  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
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States,  and  was  always  active  and  energetic  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men.    What  is  our  loss  we  trust  is  his  gain. 

OFFICIAL  DOCUMENTS. 
Complaints  have  come  to  me  from  some  of  the  Deputies  that  Tribes  will 
not  receive  communications  from  them  unless  the  same  has  the  seal  of  the 
Great  Council  attached,  and  I  would  recommend  that  all  official  papers  for 
the  use  of  Deputies  have  impressed  thereon  the  seal. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 
During  the  past  great  sun  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  the  Committee  on 
Law  have  had  some  difficulty  in  having  translated  documents  from  German 
Tribes,  and  this  has  caused  delay  in  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  said  cases, 
and  I  would  recommend  that  the  Great  Council  enact  some  rule  by  which  all 
communications  from  Tribes  or  members  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction 
addressed  to  the  Great  Council,  Great  Chiefs,  or  committees,  be  written  in 
English,  so  that  they  can  be  promptly  attended  to. 

SPECIAL  COUNCILS. 
Special  Councils  were  held  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburg,  for  the  admis- 
sion of  Past  Sachems  and  the  exemplification  of  the  unwritten  work. 

CHIEFTAIN'S  LEAGUE. 
The  idea  of  an  advanced  degree  of  our  Order,  is  one  that  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  veterans  of  our  Order  for  many  great  suns,  and  the  same 
has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States 
upon  several  occasions  and  always  adverse  action  taken  thereon.  Two  great 
suns  ago,  a  proposition  from  Michigan  was  submitted,  looking  towards  the 
formation  of  a  semi-military  branch  of  our  Order.  This  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  who  at  the  last  council  of  said  body,  presented  a  report 
containing  a  ceremony  and  rules  for  the  government  of  a  higher  branch  of 
our  Order,  to  be  known  as  the  "  Chieftain's  League  of  the  Improved  Order 
of  Red  Men,"  to  be  composed  of  members,  who  had  been  exalted  to  the 
Chief 's  Degree. 

You  will  observe  in  my  Long  Talk,  under  Leagues  Instituted,  that  the 
members  of  our  Order  in  this  reservation,  have  taken  advantage  of  this 
new  branch  of  our  Order,  and  in  various  sections  their  council  fires  have 
been  lit.  We  have  now  in  Pennsylvania,  eleven  leagues  with  a  membership 
of  eight  hundred,  and  a  petition  winch  will  be  presented  at  this  council, 
containing  the  names  of  over  fifty  more,  thus  showing  that  our  members  are 
alive  to  the  fact  that  we  must  attract  the  attention  of  the  pale-face  nation  if 
we  wish  to  keep  pace  with  others.  I  would  reccommend  that  our  Repre- 
sentatives to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  be  instructed  to  vote  in 
favor  of  all  propositions  tending  to  increase  the  usefulness  and  permanency  of 
the  Chieftain's  League. 
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DEGREE  OF  POCAHONTAS. 

In  addition  to  the  Chieftain's  League,  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States  have  adopted  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  the  same  to  be  conferred 
upon  those  who  have  received  the  Chief's  Degree,  and  their  competent 
female  relatives  ;  and  from  what  I  can  glean  from  those  who  have  been  ac- 
tive in  its  success,  the  ceremony  is  one  that  will  commend  itself  to  the  Order, 
and  Councils  should  be  organized  in  every  Tribe  of  our  reservation,  and  by 
this  means  bring  our  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  as  co-workers  in  the  cause 
of  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity.  I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  the 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  ,  recommend  some  plan  by  which  the  ob- 
jects of  this  degree  may  be  more  fully  explained,  and  that  a  special  commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  prepare  rules  for  the  government  of  those  Councils  that 
may  be  organized  in  our  reservation. 

CONCLUSION. 

Brothers,  my  duty  as  your  Great  Sachem  will  soon  end,  and  I  shall  surren- 
der to  my  successor  the  Tomahawk  of  authority,  which  you  placed  in  my 
hands  one  great  sun  ago,  as  bright  and  untarnished  as  I  received  it,  and  I 
should  be  doing  violence  to  the  dictates  of  my  heart  if  I  did  not  return  my- 
earnest  and  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  which  I  have  re- 
ceived at  your  hands  during  my  chieftaincy.  There  has  been  times,  when  on 
account  of  the  immense  amount  of  labor  attending  the  chieftaincy,  that  I 
would  gladly  have  laid  the  burden  down,  but  the  kind  words  of  encourage- 
ment, the  warm  expressions  of  brotherly  interests,  have  made  it  lighter  to 
bear  and  I  have  struggled  to  the  end,  in  laboring  in  my  humble  way  for  the 
advancement  of  our  beloved  Order.  I  ask  for  him  who  will  assume  the 
chieftaincy  of  Great  Sachem,  your  warmest  support ;  exert  your  influence 
to  make  his  term  a  successful  one.  His  duties  will  be  arduous,  time  and  ex- 
pense are  the  attendants,  and  even  these  are  unsuccessful  unless  you  encour- 
age, support  and  uphold  him. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Great  Chiefs  and  members  of  the  various  com- 
mittees who  have  labored  gratuitously  in  your  behalf.  Upon  the  committees 
much  depends,  and  services  rendered  by  them  have  much  to  do  with  the 
permanency  and  advancement  of  our  organization. 

To  quote  from  the  language  of  P.  G.  I.  Litchman,  '-May  the  Great  Spirit 
bless  and  prosper  our  Order,  extend  it  through  the  land,  until  like  the  leaves 
of  the  forest,  our  braves,  warriors  and  chiefs  shall  be  legion  and  the  smoke 
of  our  council  fires  shall  arise  from  every  portion  of  our  commonwealth,  and 
the  songs  of  its  praise,  coming  from  grateful  hearts  that  have  received  its 
bounty,  be  wafted  on  every  breeze."    I  have  clone.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GREAT  SENIOR  SAGAMORE, 

DEPUTY  GEEAT  SACHEM  FOR  PHILADELPHIA. 


Wilkesbaebe,  Pa.,  17th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396. 
To  John  W.  Cable,  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania. 

Worthy  Chief  :  I  am  pleased  to  report  for  the  jurisdiction  over  which, 
by  your  courtesy,  I  have  had  the  honor  to  preside,  that  while  &  lively  interest 
is  manifested  and  steady  growth  of  membership  exhibited  in  individual 
Tribes,  little  of  special  import  has  transpired  in  the  past  great  sun. 

I  have  been  barred  the  pleasure  of  an  universal  visitation  of  Tribes  intrusted 
to  my  care.  The  details  of  my  vocation  are  such  as  require  personal  super- 
vision and  occur  usually  at  an  hour  most  unpropitious ;  thus,  while  supposed 
to  be  master  of  time,  I  am  but  the  creature  of  circumstance. 

A  fire  was  kindled  in  the  wigwam  63d  and  South  streets,  and  Tuckahoo, 
No.  271,  started  auspiciously. 

The  following  Degree  Councils  were  merged  into  the  Chieftain's  League : 
Leni  Lenape,  No.  1;  Tecumseh,  No.  2;  Apache,  No.  8,  and  Micanopy,  No. 
No.  14.  Instituted  Wenonah  Council,  No.  1,  Degree  of  Pocahontas.  I  take 
occasion  to  add  a  word  commendatory  of  this  last  degree,  and  express  the 
hope  that  this  social  feature,  of  Pocahontas,  may  receive  favorable  consider- 
ation and  prompt  action  at  the  hands  of  the  fraternity. 

The  sad  feature  of  this  repo't  records  the  demise  of  Past  Sachem  Wm.  H. 
Dennan,  upon  the  1st  sun  of  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395.  Brother  Dennan  was 
an  indefatigable  worker,  zealous  of  good,  an  ardent  admirer  of  the  principles 
of  our  Order,  as  demonstrated  in  his  active  participation  in  public  affairs, 
and  fruitful  efforts  in  instituting  Passyunk,  No.  139,  and  Logan,  No  25,  living 
monuments  to  perpetuate  his  worth  and  memory. 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  29th  sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395,  Winnemucca,  No.  235,  writes: 

Brother  Smythe  became  a  member  of  our  Tribe.  In  six  (6)  moons  after 
he  became  a  monomaniac;  was  put  in  the  Nonistown  Asylum,  is  there  at 
present,  supposed  to  be  dying.  When  taken  sick  he  was  indebted  to  the 
Tribe  $3.00  ;  his  family  paying  up,  he  is  now  in  good  standing. 

Question.— In  case  of  death,  can  his  family  claim  benefits? 

Answer. — In  the  absence  of  any  Article  in  your  By-Laws,  I  refer  you  to 
Sec.  5,  Article  XXIV  of  the  Constitution  of  Tribes,  which  says:  "That  a 
member,  if  unable  to  follow  the  hunt,  when  in  arrears  to  the  Tribe  to  the 
amount  of  three  moons  dues  cannot,  by  payment  of  such  arrearage,  become 
entitled  to  benefits  during  that  sickness  or  disability." 
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In  view  of  the  article  quoted, -I  decide  that  the  brother's  family  cannot 
claim  funeral  benefits. 

A  communication  from  Narragansett  Tribe,  No.  43,  bearing  date  23d  sun, 
Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395,  makes  inquiry  relative  to  Sec.  2,  Article  XXV : 
"And  particularly  specify  the  date  of  the  offence  and  the  place  where  com- 
mitted, a  copy  of  -which  shall  be  furnished  him  by  the  C.  of  E.  before  the 
next  council  sleep." 

Must  we  proceed  strictly  in  accordance  with  Article  XXV  to  try  this  con- 
victed thief? 

To  which  answer  was  made  :  Yes;  you  must  appoint  your  committee  and 
proceed  to  try  the  case  in  accordance  with  Sec.  2,  Article  XXV.  Tbe  law 
does  not  contemplate  that  you  must  state  the  exact  time  and  place  of  the 
deed,  but  get  as  near  to  it  as  you  can :  furthermore,  it  is  not  necessary  that 
you  should  notify  the  brother,  from  the  fact  that  a  notice  would  not  reach 
him  on  account  of  his  incarceration.  I  therefore  recommend  that  you  pro- 
ceed to  appoint  your  committee  and  take  such  evidence  as  you  can  procure 
upon  tbe  case. 

Pouemah  Tribe,  No.  239,  desires  your  decision  on  the  following  question  : 

Oar  Junior  Sagamore,  when  raised  to  his  stump,  was  indebted  to  the  Tribe 
one  fathom  seven  feet ;  has  since  paid  5  feet ;  was  reported  unable  to  fol- 
low  the  hunt  4th  sun  of  Hot  Moon,  reference  to  our  By-Laws,  Art.  X,  Sec.  3, 
last  clause,  entitling  sitting  Chiefs  to  one  foot  five  inches  every  seven  suns  as 
compensation.  The  ground  upon  which  he  bases  his  claim  is  the  provision 
of  said  Sec.  3,  Art.  X,  to  prevent  his  falling  in  arrears.  Is  the  brother  enti- 
tled to  benefits  ? 

To  which  we  respond :  The  brother  is  not  entitled  to  benefits,  for  reasons, 
to  wit:  He  had  not  presented  his  bill  for  services  rendered,  as  per  article 
quoted,  and  cannot  claim  the  benefit  of  said  section  as  an  offset  to  his  dues 
and  thus  entitle  him  to  benefits. 

Under  date  23d  sun,  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395,  Naragansett  Tribe,  No.  43, 
propounds  questions : 

1st.  Interpret  Sec.  3,  Article  XXIV  of  the  Tribal  Constitution  :  "A  member 
unable  to  follow  the  hunt,  residing  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Relief 
Chiefs,  desiring  to  receive  seven  suns  benefits  shall  cause  to  be  presented  to 
his  Tribe  a  written  application,  accompauied  by  his  physician's  certificate 
stating  the  time  in  attendance  and  the  nature  of  his  sickness  or  disability," 
&c,  &c,  &c. 

2d.  Sec.  5,  Article  XXIV.  Extract :  "A  member,  if  unable  to  follow  the 
hunt  when  in  arrears  to  the  Tribe  to  the  amount  of  three  moons  dues  and 
fines  cannot,  by  payment  of  such  arrears,  become  entitled  to  benefits  during 
that  sickness  or  disability." 
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Please  reconcile  Sec.  5,  "  to  the  amount  of  three  moons  dues  and  fines," 
and  Sec.  8,  "  over  three  moons  dues  and  fines. " 

How  is  the  Tribe  to  consider  a  member  in  arrears ;  is  it  three  moons  dues 
and  fines,  (three  moons  in  our  Tribe  $1.95),  or  is  it  over  three  moons'  dues 
and  fines,  $1.96? 

Replying  to  the  communication  of  Narragansett  Tribe,  No.  43 : 

A  careful  reading  and  study  of  your  question  fail  to  show  where  the  Article 
referred  to  has  any  connection  whatever  at  this  time.  The  sick  brotbar,  by 
permission  of  the  Tribe  or  Relief  Chiefs,  goes  to  the  country,  and  at  the  same 
time  is  visited  by  one  or  two  of  the  Relief  Chiets  once  every  seven  suns, 
therefore  I  cannot  see  the  necessity  for  a  doctor's  certificate. 

The  brother  may  remain  away  any  length  of  time  so  long  as  the  Relief 
Chiefs  can  visit  him.  'Should  the  sick  brother  become  so  ill  and  unable  to 
see  the  Relief  Chiefs,  then  the  law  referred  to,  Article  XXIV,  Sec.  3,  must  be 
complied  with. 

And  to  the  2d  question,  relative  to  Sec.  5,  Article  XXIV  :  That  a  brother 
who  owes  one  quarter's  dues,  say  $1.95,  when  the  council  fire  is  quenched  is 
in  arrears. 

A-nd  the  3d  question,  found  in  Sec.  8,  Article  XXV,  reply :  This  Article 
prescribes  the  penalty  to  be  imposed  for  non-payment  of  dues,  therefore  does 
not  apply  to  sick  benefits. 

Hiawatha  writes  the  Dep.  Gt.  Sachem  on  the  18th  sun,  Traveling  Moon, 
305,  seeking  information  : 

Query  No.  1. — Does  the  new  Constitution  for  the  government  of  Tribes, 
adopted  at  the  session  held  at  Pottsville,  12th  sun  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D. 
394,  annul  the  By-Laws  of  a  Tribe,  which  were  made  in  conformity  vvith 
the  old  Constitution  and  prior  to  the  Pottsville  session  ? 

Query  No.  2. — Is  it  lawful  or  in  other  words,  has  a  Tribe  the  right  to 
work  under,  or  be  governed  by  By-Laws  which  are  not  in  conformity  with 
the  present  new  Constitution  adopted  by  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  ? 

Query  No.  3. — Must  a  Tribe  revise  its  By-Laws  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
new  Constitution  adopted  at  Pottsville  ? 
Answer  to  query  No.  1. — It  does. 

Answer  to  query  No.  2. — It  is  unlawful  and  the  Tribe  has  no  right  to 
make  use  of  any  By-Law  that  conflicts  with  the  Constitution  of  Tribes. 

Answer  to  query  No.  3. — Yes,  Tribes  must  revise  their  By-Laws  to 
conform  with  that  adopted  at  Pottsville. 

And  Wawatam,  No.  03,  seeks  solution  of  two  points,  in  a  communication 
dated  23d  sun,  Corn  Moon,  G.  S,  D.,  395  : 


No,  i.  When  a  brother  retires  from  the  council  sleep,  is  it  necessary  for 

him  to  give  the  retiring  password  to  the  Guard  of  the  Forest  ? 

Answer.  It  is  necessary,  and  would  simply  refer  you  to  the  second  com- 
mand of  the  Sachem  upon  the  kindling  of  the  council  fire— see  page  9  of  the 
Ritual. 

Xo.  3.— Can  a  brother  be  elected  to  the  Junior  Sagamore's  stump  before 
he  has  taken  the  Chief's  Degree,  and  will  said  election  entitle  him  to  be 
elevated  to  said  stump,  provided  he  takes  his  degree  after  he  has  been 
elected  ? 

Answer.— He  cannot.  Article  VI,  Sec.  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  Tribes, 
reads,  "No  brother  shall  be  eligible  for  the  position  of  Junior  Sagamore 
uuless  he  shall  have  received  the  Chief's  Degree."  Therefore,  the  brother 
cannot  be  placed  in  nomination,  until  lie  first  attains  the  Chief's  Degree.  ■

The  Great  Chief  of  Records  read  his  report  as  follo'ws  : 

"vTilkesbakre,  Pa.,  18th,  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396 
To  the  Great  Sachem,  Representatives  and  Members  of  the  Great  Council  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Imp'd  O.  of  R.  31.  : 
Accept  my  fraternal  greeting,  and  with  it  a  brief  short  talk  of  my  official 
acts  since  last  we  met, 

We  distributed  the  Proceedings  the  last  of  Hot  Moon. 

We  had  10.000  circulars  printed,  explanatory  of  our  Order,  &c.    To  Great 
Sachem  Carle,  the  Deputy  Great  Sachems,  and  every  Tribe  in  the  State  were 
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forwarded  a  large  number,  and  to,  this  fact  can  be  attributed  much  of  our 
success  during  the  past  great  sun. 

The  new  Digest  was  prepared  and  printed  in  good  time  and  every  Tribe 
duly  notified.  I  regret  to  say  the  number  sold  does  not  come  up  to  our  ex- 
pectations. 

By  direction  of  Great  Sachem  John  W.  Carle,  special  councils  for  the  ad- 
mission of  Past  Sachems  and  exemplification  of  the  Unwritten  Work  were 
kindled  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  11th  sleep  of  Cold  Moon,  and  in  Pittsburgh, 
on  the  21st  sleep  of  Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396.  Both  councils  were  well  at- 
tended. 

The  Beneficiary  Fund  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  is  still 
doing  a  great  good  and  practical  service  in  the  cause  of  suffering  humanity. 
During  the  past  eight  moons  there  has  been  six  death  assessments  levied  and 
settled.  The  members  in  this  reservation  have  not  given  this  important 
branch  of  our  Order  the  support  it  deserved. 

In  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395,  the  wigwam  of  Wiconisco  Tribe,  No.  229,  at 
Old  Forge,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  I  forwarded  them  a  supply  of  the  neces- 
sary books,  ritual,  &c.  I  trust  your  honorable  body  will  approve  of  my 
action. 

On  the  4th  of  Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  a  subpoena  was  served  upon  your 
Great  Chief  of  Kecords  by  order  of  the  Hon.  J.  I.  Clarke  Hare,  President  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No.  2,  at  Philadelphia,  to  produce  all  papers, 
documents,  &c ,  in  the  appeal  case  of  Wm.  Rogers  vs.  Wingohocking  Tribe, 
No.  33,  and  to  bear  testimony  as  a  witness  in  said  case.    This  was  done. 

THE  ADVANCED  DEGREES. 

The  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  at  the  council  kindled  in  Detroit, 
Michigan,  in  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395,  adopted  and  ordered  the  promulgation 
upon  the  1st  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  of  the  two  new  advanced  Degrees 
of  our  Order. 

FIRST. 

The  Chieftain's  League.    I  herewith  append  its  constitution: 

ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Chieftain's  League  of  the  Improved 
Order  of  Red  Men. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  composed  exclusively  of  members  of  the  Order  who 
have  been  exalted  to  the  Chief's  Degree,  and  in  good  standing  in  their  re- 
spective Tribes. 
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Sec.  2.  A  member  suspended  or  expelled  from  his  Tribe  forfeits  bis  mem- 
bership in  a  League,  but  on  bis  restoration  to  membership  in  a  Tribe  he  re- 
sumes bis  membership  in  the  League;  provided,  that,  a  member  taking  his 
withdrawal  card  from  a  Tribe  shall  not  forfeit  his  membership  until  six  moons 
after  the  date  of  his  card. 

AETICLE  III. 

OBJECT. 

Its  object  shall  be  the  elevation  and  improvement  of  the  members,  their 
instruction  in  the  higher  mysteries  of  the  Aborigines,  the  promotion  of  fra- 
ternal, social  intercourse  among  the  brethren,  to  extend  the  usefulness  and 
advance  the  general  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Order,  and  to  afford  addi- 
tional assistance  to  brothers  in  distress  or  unable  to  follow  the  hunt. 

AETICLE  IV. 

CHARTERS. 

Charters  may  be  granted  to  Great  Councils  to  establish  Leagues  in  their 
jurisdictions  upon  the  application  of  not  less  than  twenty  members  of  the 
Chief 's  Degree  ;  the  fee  for  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  fathoms. 
They  shall  be  under  the  government,  direction  and  control  of  the  Great 
Council  within  whose  jurisdiction  they  may  be  located,  except  as  is  herein- 
after provided  for.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  repiesentation  in  their  Great 
Council,  and  the  Past  Chiefs  shall  be  entitled  to  the  honor  and  rank  of  Past 
Sachems. 

In  jurisdictions  where  no  Great  Councils  exists,  applications  must  be  made 
to,  and  charters  granted  by  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  XIII,  By-Laws  Great  Council  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  V. 

COUNCILS. 

Leagues  shall  kindle  their  council  fires  at  least  once  in  every  moon.  In 
addition  to  their  work,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  advance,  raise  and  exalt 
to  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's  and  Chief 's  Degree  such  members  of  the  Order  as 
may  present  certificates  from  their  Tribes,  authorizing  or  requesting  the  same 
to  be  done. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

CHIEFS. 

Sec.  1.  The  elective  Chiefs  shall  be  a  Bashaba,  Senior  and  Junior  Paniese, 
Mishinewa,  Prophet,  Keeper  of  Records  and  Keeper  of  Wampum,  who  shall 
be  chosen  by  ballot  to  serve  for  one  great  sun.  The  Mishinewa,  Prophet, 
Keeper  of  Records  and  Keeper  of  Wampum  shall  be  eligible  to  re-election. 
The  Bashaba  shall  preside  at  all  council  fires,  and  appoint  the  Sannap.  The 
Senior  or  Junior  Paniese  in  the  o  der  of  their  rank  shall  preside  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Bashaba,  and  in  their  absence  the  Senior  Past  Chief  present 
highest  in  rank  shall  preside. 

Sec.  2.  After  a  League  has  been  instituted  three  terms,  no  brother  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  stump  of  Bashaba  unless  he  has  served  one  term  as  Senior 
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Paniese,  nor  to  the  stump  of  Senior  Paniese  unless  he  has  served  one  term  as 
Junior  Paniese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MISHINKWA. 

The  Mishinewa  shall  have  command  of  the  uniformed  members  at  all  drills 
or  public  parades.  He  shall  be  competent  and  qualified  to  instruct  and  drill 
in  marching  and  in  the  manual  of  arms,  and  appoint  such  assistants  as  he 
may  be  authorized  to  do.  He  shall  see  that  the  council  house  is  secure  and 
protected  from  intrusion,  appoint  the  guards,  and  supervise  the  admission  of 
members  and  visitors.  When  two  or  more  uniformed  Leagues  parade  together 
the  Mishinewa  highest  in  rank  or  longest  in  service  shall  take  command. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ADMISSION  FEES  AND  DUES. 

The  admission  fee  shall  not  be  less  than  three  fathoms,  and  the  dues  not 
less  than  four  fathoms  per  great  sun. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

REGALTA  AND  UNIFORM. 

The  regalia  shall  be  of  the  same  shape,  size  and  color  as  is  prescribed  for 
the  Chief's  Degree.  The  emblems  or  badge  of  rank  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
corresponding  Chieftaincies  in  Tribes,  but  shall  be  surrounded  or  enclosed  by 
a  parallelogram  and  worn  upon  the  frontlet.  The  Prophet's  regalia  shall  be 
white,  and  the  Mishinewa  shall  wear  the  uniform  hat  instead  of  a  frontlet. 
The  uniform  shall  be  a  black  felt  hat  turned  up  on  the  right  side  and  a  buck 
tail  attached,  a  red  leather  belt,  black  coat,  pants  and  vest.  The  we  ipon 
carried  by  the  members  shall  be  a  plain  spear,  six  feet  long,  1}  inch  in  diam- 
eter at  the  butt,  tapering  to  three-fourth  of  an  inch  at  the  end,  where  the 
spear  head  is  attached.  The  spear  head  shall  be  nickle-plated,  fouHnches 
long  and  two  inches  at  the  base.  The  Mishinewa  shall  carry  a  spear,  same 
size  and  dimensions,  tipped  with  a  scalp  lock. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Any  Beneficial  Degree  Council  or  other  chartered  organization,  composed 
of  qualified  members  of  the  Order,  may  accept  the  provisions  of  these  laws 
and  become  a  League  without  application  for  a  charter  or  the  payment  of  any 
fee,  except  the  price  of  the  ritual  or  ceremonies.  They  may  retain  their  pres- 
ent numerical  position,  and  all  Past  Chiefs  in  good  standing  therein  shall  be 
Past  Chiefs  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

GREAT  LEAGUES. 

Whenever  in  any  jurisdiction  five  Leagues  are  in  existence,  with  an  aggre- 
gate membership  of  not  less  than  one  hundred,  they  may  apply  to  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States  for  a  charter  for  a  Great  League,  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  relative  to  Great  Councils.  Upon  the  institution  of  a  Great 
League  all  Leagues  within  their  jurisdiction  shall  be  under  its  government 
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and  control.  Great  Leagues  shall  have  full  power  to  grant  charters  for  new 
Leagues,  and  enact  and  put  in  force  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  necessary  for  then  proper  government,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval 
of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with  Article  XIV, 
General  Laws  for  the  government  of  Great  Councils. 

Great  Leagues  shall  pay  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  such  tax 
and  assessments  as  are  paid  by  Great  Councils.  They  shall  be  entitled  to 
Representatives  thei  ein,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing  representation 
from  Great  Councils. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

CHIEFS  OF  GREAT  LEAGUES. 

Sec.  1.  The  Elective  Chiefs  of  a  Great  League  shall  be  a  Great  Bashaba, 
Great  Paniese,  Great  Mishiuewa,  Great  Prophet,  Great  Keeper  of  Records  and 
Great  Keeper  of  Wampum, who  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  to  serve  for  two 
great  suns.  The  Great  Mishiuewa,  Great  Prophet,  Great  Keeper  of  Records 
and  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum  shall  be  eligible  to  re-election. 

The  appointed  Chiefs  shall  he  a  Great  Guard  of  the  Council  and  a  Great 
Guard  of  the  Forest. 

Sec.  2.  The  Great  Ba-haba  shall  be  the  executive  Chief  of  the  Great  League; 
he  shall  preside  at  all  its  councils,  enforce  its  laws  and  commands,  and  appoint 
the  sub-chiefs.  At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  Chieftaincy  the  Great 
Bashaba  shall  be  entitled  to  the  honor,  rank,  rights  aud  privileges  of  a  Past 
Great  Sachem. 

Sec.  3  The  Great  Paniese,  in  the  absence  of  the  Great  Bashaba,  shall  pre- 
side. In  case  ot  the  death,  resignation  or  other  disqualification  of  the  Great 
Bashaba,  the  Great  Paniese  shall  be  invested  with  all  his  authority  and  power  ; 
he  shall  serve  to  the  end  of  the  term,  and  be  entitled  to  all  the  honor,  rank, 
rights  and  privileges  as  though  he  had  been  elected  to  the  Chieftaincy.  In 
the  absence  of  the  Great  Chiefs  authorized  to  preside,  the  Senior  Past  Great 
Chief  of  the  Order  highest  in  rank  who  may  be  present  shall  preside. 

Sec  4.  The  Great  Mishiuewa  shall  have  command  of  all  uniformed  Leagues 
or  members  when  on  parade,  issue  such  orders  and  instructions  as  may  be 
necessary  for  their  direction  and  control,  and  see  that  discipline  and  good 
order  is  maintained.  He  shall  shall  see  that  the  Council  House  of  the  Great 
League  is  securely  guarded  and  safe  from  intrusion,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  laws  and  ceremonies  may  direct. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  new  branch  of  our  Order  has  proved  a 
complete  success,  and  that  Degree  Councils  Nos.  1,  2,  4,  5,  7  and  8  have  ac- 
cepted the  provisions  of  the  above  laws  and  been  successfully  merged  into 
Chieftain's  Leagues.  Efforts  are  on  foot  to  merge  Degree  Council  No.  3  and 
to  relight  the  old  fires  of  Degree  Councils  Nos.  6  and  9  preparatory  to  their 
merging.  In  addition  to  this  flattering  success,  new  Leagues  have  been  insti- 
tuted as  follows : 
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No.  10,  Wichicomoca,  at  Connellsville. 
No.  11,  Wapatha,  at  Columbia. 
No.  12,  Susquehanna,  at  Wilkesbarre. 
No.  13,  Bald  Eagle,  at  Scranton. 
No.  14,  Micanopy,  at  Philadelphia. 

And  during  this  moon  Wawa,  No.  15,  will,  with  your  permission,  be  organ- 
ized at  Chester. 

SECOND. 

Degree  of  Pocahontas.    The  laws  of  which  I  here  insert : 

EULE  I. 

TITLE. 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  of  the  Im- 
proved Order  op  Red  Men. 

RULE  II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  who  has  been  exalted  to 
the  Chief's  Degree,  and  is  in  good  standing  in  his  Tribe,  and  the  wife,  widow, 
sister  or  daughter  of  such  member  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  any 
Council  of  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  but  said  daughter  or  sister  must  not  be 
less  than  eighteen  great  suns  old. 

RULE  III. 

OBJECTS. 

Among  the  objects  of  this  Degree  shall  be  the  moral  advancement  of  the 
members  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  and  their  families,  the  promo- 
tion of  social  enjoyment  among  the  members  of  the  Degree,  and  the  general 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Order. 

RULE  IV. 

CHARTERS. 

Charters  may  be  granted  by  Great  Councils  to  establish  Councils  in  their 
jurisdictions,  upon  the  application  of  not  less  than  twenty  persons,  ten  of 
whom  shall  be  members  who  have  been  exalted  to  the  Chief's  Degree.  The 
charter  fee  shall  be  fifteen  fathoms,  for  which  the  Council  shall  receive  the 
charter,  rituals  and  unwritten  work  of  the  Degree. 

Councils  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Great  Council  within  whose  ju- 
risdiction they  may  be  located. 

In  jurisdictions  where  no  Great  Council  exists  applications  must  be  made 
to  and  charters  granted  by  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  XIII,  By-Laws  Great  Council  of  the  United  States. 

RULE  V. 

COUNCILS. 

Councils  shall  kindle  their  council  6res  at  lea«t  once  a  moon. 
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RULE  VI. 

CHIEFS. 

The  elective  Chiefs  shall  be  Pocahontas,  Wenonah,  Powhatan,  Keeper  of 
Records  and  Keeper  of  Wampum,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  to  serve  for 
one  great  sun.  The  appointed  Chiefs  shall  be  such  as  are  laid  down  in  the 
ritual,  to  be  appointed  by  Pocahontas.  Councils  may  select  an  Assistant 
Keeper  of  Reeords  to  keep  the  wampum  accounts  of  the  Council. 

The  retiring  Pocahontas  shall  fill  the  stump  of  Prophetess  at  the  institu- 
tion of  a  Council ;  the  sister  selected  as  Prophetess  shall  receive  the  honors 
of  a  Past  Chief. 

RULE  VII. 

ADMISSION  AND  FEES 

The  admission  of  members  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing 
the  application  for  membership  and  balloting  therefor,  as  are  laid  down  in 
the  Constitution  of  Tribes  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  in  the  juris- 
diction where  located. 

The  admission  fee  shall  not  be  less  than  one  fathom,  to  accompany  the 
application. 

RULE  VIII. 

BY-LAWS. 

Councils  may  establish  By-Laws  for  their  own  government,  provided  they 
do  not  contravene  these  rules,  and  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order,  but  the 
same  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  they  receive  the  approval  of  the  proper 
authority  under  whose  jurisdiction  they  are.  'Councils  may  enact  laws 
establishing  a  benefit  system. 

RULE  IX. 

DUTIES  OF  CHIEFS. 

The  Chiefs  shall  perform  the  duties  of  similar  Chiefs  as  are  laid  down  in 
the  Constitution  governing  Tribes  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

WENONAH  COUNCIL,  NO.  1. 

Wenonah  Council,  No.  1,  was  instituted  at  the  Red  Men's  Hall,  928  Race 
street,  Philadelphia,  upon  Monday's  sleep,  28th  sun,  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D. 
396,  by  Great  Senior  Sagamore  R.  P.  Morton  and  other  Great  Chiefs,  with  65 
petitioners,  and  bids  fair  to  prove  a  valuable  aid  to  our  Order. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  Great  Council  in  fitting  manner  commend  the 
action  of  our  higher  body  in  giving  us  the  opportunity  to  cope  with  sister 
organizations  in  meriting  the  approval  of  the  great  pale-face  nation. 

INSTITUTION  OF  TRIBES. 

Notwithstanding  the  additional  labor  imposed  by  the  new  Degrees,  we 
have  not  faltered  in  the  good  work  of  lighting  and  relighting  the  council 
fires  of  Tribes.    Nine  fires  that  had  smouldered  for  a  number  of  great  snns, 


we  are  proud  to  announce,  are  at  this  time  again  burning  brightly,  and  nine 
new  Tribal  Council  fires  have  been  lighted  during  the  great  sun,  to  aid  in 
illuminating  the  great  reservation  and  teaching  the  great  principles  of  our 
Order. 

On  the  15th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S  D.  396,  in  compliance  with  the  law,  offi- 
cial notice  was  given  to  Past  Sachems  Wm.  H  Hartley,  No.  8 ;  Samuel  E. 
Farrington,  No.  43,  and  Jos.  B.  Winmill,  No.  145,  that  they  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  arrange  the  ticket  for  the  coming  election,  which  duty  they 
performed  satisfactorily. 

On  the  12th  of  Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  the  Great  Sachem  appointed  an 
election  board  to  count  the  vote  of  Great  Chiefs  and  Representatives,  which 
they  did  on  the  6th  of  the  present  moon  They  notified  me  to  inform  a 
number  of  Tribes  of  their  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  and  to  send  the 
proper  blanks,  for  them  to  do  so.    The  following  sun  1  performed  that  duty. 

On  the  9th  sun  of  Flower  Moon,  P.  S.  John  Dnmbell,  of  Chattahoochee 
Tribe,  No.  17,  called  at  the  office  and  handed  us  the  following  communication  : 

Charles  C.  Conley,  Esq.,  G.  C.  of  E.  of  Penna. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother  :  It  is  the  desire  of  the  family  of  the  late  Morris 
H.  Gorham,Past  Great  Ineohonee  ot  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States, 
to  present  to  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  the  accompanying  photo- 
graph, knowing  lull  well  that  it  could  not  be  intrusted  to  belter  hands.  We 
respectfully  ask  you  to  present  the  said  Great  Council  with  the  same  for  the 
family.

Brother  Dumbell  handed  over  some  books  and  seals  that  had  been  found 
among  the  effects  of  our  departed  brother. 

I  tendered  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  kindly  remembrance,  and  during  this 
Great  Sun's  burning  shall  officially  present  them. 

future  prospects  of  our  order. 

Immediately  after  the  great  panic  of  1873,  which  spread  over  our  whole 
great  reservation,  our  Order  commenced  to  decline  in  membership,  and  so 
continued  until  1879,  when  a  change  was  effected,  and  from  that  date  until 
the  present  we  have  gradually  increased,  not  ODly  in  membership,  but  in  in- 
fluence, and,  I  trust,  in  wisdom.  Now  we  number  over  21,000  brothers, 
nearly  double  the  membership  of  eight  great  suns  ago.  I  feel  that  the  Order 
should  be  proud  of  this  result,  when  they  recollect  that  younger  organiza- 
tions have  entered  the  arena  and  are  seeking  public  recognition.  The  field 
is  a  large  one,  and  there  is  ample  material  for  every  humanitarian  Order  to 
prosper.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  in  the  near  future  eight  Tribes  will  he 
instituted  in  various  sections  of  our  State.    I  have,  as  far  as  in  my  power, 
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aided  in  the  relighting  of  extinct  tires  instead  of  kindling  new  ones,  and 
arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  our  Order  is  more  solid  this  sun  than  ever  before. 

A  PLAIN  TALK. 

The  Past  Sachems  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  have  for  great 
suns  spoken  in  no  uncertain  sound  their  continued  approbation  and  confi- 
dence in  their  Great  Chief  of  Records.  For  this  I  tender  you  all  the  thank- 
ful pulsations  of  an  honest  heart. 

A  brother  should  never  think  that  an  elective  position  in  our  Order  belongs 
to  him.  He  should  rather  feel  that  he  belongs  to  the  Chiettaincy,  and  ac- 
complish all  the  good  in  his  power  while  holding  such. 

I  feel  that  the  time  has  come  when  I  should  say  to  your  honorable  body, 
that  has  so  many  great  suns  confided  in  me.  that  it  would  be  better  that  they 
should  select  some  other  brother  as  their  Great  Chief  of  Records.  I  fully 
appreciate  the  high  honor  you  have  done  in  electing  and  re-electing  me  for 
ten  great  suns  to  this  stump,  and  never  can  be  more  honored  no  matter  to 
what  position  in  life  I  may  attaiu. 

I  fully  realize  the  weight  of  my  own  ideas  on  this  grave  question,  important 
to  you  and  1,  and  respectfully  suggest  that  during  the  coming  great  sun  you 
select  a  successor  to  your  humble  servant. 

I  shall  supplicate  the  Great  Spirit  to  give  me  health  of  body,  vigor  of  mind 
and  stoutness  of  heart,  to  do  my  whole  duty  to  our  beloved  Order  in  the  noble 
old  Keystone  State,  and  in  the  great  reservation,  and  may  Kishe  Manitou 
bless  us  all  and  keep  us  steadfast.

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The  amount  paid  to  Hall  Trust  of  ODe  thousand  fathoms,  in  accordance 
with  resolution  adopted  at  Bethlehem  last  great  sun,  is  included  in  the 
amount  paid  out. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Great  Council  on  the  20th  of  Flower 
Moon  last,  in  the  case  of  Hart  vs.  Comanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  I,  on  the  22d  of 
the  same  moon,  paid  over  to  the  proper  party  the  sixty-five  fathoms  which 
had  been  placed  in  my  hands  pending  the  appeal. 

On  the  24th  of  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395,  I  forwarded  to  Uncas  Tribe,  No. 
101,  the  sura  of  one  fathom  nine  feet,  which  they  had  sent  me,  as  per  Sec.  7, 
Art.  VI,  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  as  no  other  wampum  had  been 
received  and  no  edict  issued,  I  deemed  it  about  as  well  to  return  the  same. 


The  great  sun's  report  of  The  Trust  was  read,  as  follows : 


To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Beothees  :  We,  "  The  Trust  "  for  Hall,  No.  928  Eace  Street, 
City  of  Philadelphia,  herewith  present  our  great  sun's  statement: 

The  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum,  in  accordance  with  resolution  of  the  Great 
Council,  paid  over  to  us  the  sum  of  one  thousand  fathoms. 

We  have  paid  off  and  cancelled  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the  amount 
of  fifteen  hundred  fathoms,  which  leaves  the  amount  now  outstanding  six 
thousand  fathoms,  (§6,000),  which  amount  will,  no  doubt,  be  very  much  re- 
duced during  the  great  sun.

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jjpTonr  committee  have  had  before  them  the  laws  of  Narragansett  Tribe,  No. 
43,  in  which  they  desired  to  enact  a  law  debarring  members  irom  receiving 
benefits  who  were  indebted  to  the  Tribe  for  three  moons  dues,  basing  their 
action  upon  grounds  that  the  printed  iaws  as  forwarded  to  the  Tribes,  (see 
Sec.  5th.  Article  XXIV,  Constitution  of  Tribes),  reads:  "A.  member,  if  una- 
ble to  follow  the  hunt,  when  in  arrears  to  the  Tribe  to  the  amount  of  three 
moons'  dues  and  fines,  cannot,"  &c.  The  committee  refused  to  approve  of 
this  law.  on  the  grounds  that  the  law  quoted  as  printed  is  incorrect,  the  Great 
Council  having,  by  its  action  at  Pottsville,  while  the  laws  were  under  consid- 
eration, enacted  laws  that  a  member  to  be  deprived  of  benefits  must  be  more 
than  three  moons  in  arre  Irs."  See  Sec  8th  Art.  XXV,  Constitution  of  Tribes. 
Also  Digest;  see  Decisions  Nos.  84  and  113. 

In  view  of  the  above,  the  committee  would  ask  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  That  the  construction  that  the  Great  Council  put  upon  the  law 
in  reference  to  the  penalty  that  deprives  a  member  of  benefits,  is  that  he  must 
be  indebted  to  an  amount  that  would  bring  him  more  than  three  moons  in 
arrears. 

The  committee  have  had  presented  to  them  various  laws  in  which  fines 
were  imposed  for  the  violation  of  certain  laws.  We  have  always  approved 
of  said  laws,  but  the  query  has  arisen  as  to  whether  said  fines  could  be  col- 
lected, or  should  they  be  added  to  the  seven  suns  dues  and  thus  make  a  brother 
liable  to  become  in  arrears.  Section  5,  Article  XXIV,  and  Sec.  8,  Article 
XXV,  Constitution  of  Tribes,  refers  to  "  dues  and  fines,"  and  in  order  to  have 
a  proper  construction  upon  said  law,  we  would  present  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  words  "dues  and  fines"  mean  the  amount  which  a 
brother  may  owe  for  fines  and  dues;  when  the  same  shall  equal  the  amount 
of  more- than  three  moons  dues  they  will  subject  him  to  the  penalties  a3  laid 
down  in  Sec.  8,  Article  XXV,  Constitution.

G.  G.  of  W.,  Henk  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  be  made  to  have  the  Laws  of  this  Great 
Council  and  Tribes  translated  into  German  and  have  1,000  copies  of  the  same 
printed  for  distribution. 

Rep.  Edwards,  No.  50,  moved  its  adoption.  Carried. 
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P.  G.  L,  Baker,  on  behalf  of  the  Representatives  to  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States,  presented  the  following  report, 
which,  on  motion  of  Rep.  Boyle,  No.  19,  was  received  : 

Wilkesbaree,  18  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.,  396. 
To  The  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania: 

Respected  Chiefs  and  Brothers:  The  undersigned,  your  Representa- 
tives to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  present  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  Great  Council  assembled  in  council  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
on  the  14th  sun  of  Com  Moon  last,  all  the  elective  and  appointed  Great 
Chiefs  and  a  large  number  of  Representatives,  including  all  of  yours,  being 
present. 

The  Long  Talks  of  the  Great  Incohonee  and  Great  Chief  of  Records,  show- 
ing the  business  and  progress  of  the  Order,  contained  much  of  interest  and 
information.  Very  many  of  the  decisions  of  the  Great  Incohonee,  were  ap- 
plicable only  to  Tribes  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Great  Coun- 
cil of  the  United  States,  or  upon  local  laws  of  other  jurisdictions  and  not  of 
general  application.  We  have  omitted  any  mention  of  them  so  as  to  prevent 
misunderstanding  and  confusion. 

An  answer  to  a  communication  from  the  Great  Sachem  ot  our  Great  Coun- 
cil in  reference  to  the  law  relative  to  aged  or  infirm  members  of  defunct 
Tribes  (Art.  VI,  Sec.  7,  Constitution  G.  C.  U.  S.),  is  as  lollows: 

1st.  The  law  applies  only  to  members  of  defunct  Tribes  who  have  been  bal- 
loted for  and  again  received  into  membership. 

2nd.  No  Tribe  can  refuse  to  accept  a  nu  mber  of  a  defunct  Tribe  on  account 
of  old  age  or  infirmity  if  otherwise  worthy,  provided  application  be  made 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

3rd.  If  the  application  of  a  member  of  a  defunct  Tribe  is  rejected,  said 
applicant  is  not  entitled  to  any  benefits  whatever  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

4th.  Each  and  every  member  of  the  Order  in  the  jurisdiction  wherein 
Tribes  have  received  and  accepted  worthy  aged  and  infirm  members  of  defunct 
Tribes  are  liable  to  and  should  lie  assessed  two  inches  of  wampum  per  great 
sun,  as  the  law  provides. 

The  Great  Incohonee  very  feelingly  alluded  to  the  death  of  Past  Great  In- 
cohonee William  Beesly  Davis,  of  our  Great  Council.  A  report  of  the  special 
committee  thereon  will  be  found  on  page  97  of  the  Record. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund  (pages  44-47),  is  of 
importance  to  every  member  who  desires  to  provide  something  for  his  family 
in  case  of  his  death.    The  changes  in  the  law  is  also  of  interest  to  all  who  are 
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now  members  or  contemplate  connecting  themselves  therewith  and  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

"  Sec  1  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund  Law  to  be  altered  to  read  as  follows  : 
After  the  words  '  between  the  aires  of  21  to  40,  (inclusive),  for  entrance,  two 
fathoms  ;  40  to  45,  (inclusive),  for  entrance,  three  fathoms  ;  45  to  50,  (inclu- 
sive), for  entrance,  five  fathoms;  50  to  55,  (inclusive),  for  entrance,  ten  fath- 
oms,'and  that  55  great  suns  be  substituted  for  50,  of  which  amount  the  C.  of 
R..  or  some  brother  authorized  by  the  Tribe  or  State  Great  Council,  shall 
receive  one  fathom  for  each  application  secured  and  accepted  by  the  Trustees. 

"  Sec.  2  read  as  follows  : 

"Sec.  2.  The  Beneficiary  payment  shall  be  1000  fathoms  of  wampum, or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  realized  from  the  assessments,  not  exceeding  1000 
fathoms,  after  deducting  20  per  cent.,  to  be  added  to  the  Reserve  Fund,  as 
hereinafter  provided  The  assessments  shall  be  collected  by  the  Great  C.  of 
R.  of  the  U.  S.  from  members  holding  certificates  of  membership,  as  here- 
after provided.  Upon  receipt  of  an  assessment  the  Great  C.  of  R.  of  he  U.  S. 
shall  forward  in  return  a  postal  card  receipt,  stating  therein  the  condition  of 
the  account  of  the  Beneficiary  up  to  that  date,  whether  paid  in  full  and  what 
may  be  yet  due.  The  amount  to  be  paid  on  each  assessment  by  applicants 
shall  be  for  members  between  the  age  of  21  and  40  great  suns,  one  fathom  ; 
40  and  45  great  suns,  one  fathom  two  feet  five  inches;  45  and  50  great  suns, 
one  fathom  five  feet;  50  to  55  great  suns,  two  fathoms  ;  provided,  that  the 
assessment  of  members  now  enrolled  shall  not  be  increased. 

"  Each  and  every  member,  when  admitted,  shall  pay  his  admission  fee  and 

in  addition  thereto  one  assessment  in  advance. 

"  Sec.  3,  the  words  in  parenthesis  (except  on  adoption  of  these  laws,  when 

they  shall  serve  only  during  the  balance  of  the  term  of  the  Great  Incohonee 

who  may  appoint  them)  be  stricken  out. 

"  To  Sec.  11  be  added,  after  the  words  '  Board  of  Trustees,'  Provided,  That 

not  more  than  20  assessments  shall  be  issued  in  any  one  great  sun,  and  in 

case  the  number  of  deaths  of  beneficiary  members  should  exceed  20  in  any 

one  great  sun  the  benefits  for  such  excess  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Reserve 

Fund. 

'See.  14  be  amended  by  striking  out '  50 '  and  inserting  '  55  '  great  suns. 

"Sec.  26  be  stricken  out 

"  Sec.  27  be  changed  to  See.  26." 

A  decision  of  the  Great  Incohonee  ia  reference  to  Beneficiary  Funds  organ- 
ized in  States  is  of  importance  and  is  in  substance  as  follows: 

"No  other  Beneficiary  Fund  than  that  authorized  by  the  Great  Council  of 
the  United  States  can  use  the  name  of  the  Order,  or  be  recognized,  con- 
trolled, or  established  by  any  Great  Council." 
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The  appeal  of  John  C.  Bailey,  of  No.  220j  from  the  action  of  our  Great 
Council  in  the  case  of  his  appeal  from  the  action  of  his  Tribe,  after  due 
examination  by  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances,  was  by  them  re- 
ported adversly  to  the  decision  of  our  Great  Council.  The  appeal  was  sus- 
tained and  John  C.  Bailey  directed  to  be  reinstated. 

The  following  from  the  reports  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  being  of  gen- 
eral application,  are  reported  herein  for  the  information  of  all  our  Tribes; 

"  Can  a  brother  over  three  moons  in  arrears  and  without  the  password, 
be  admitted  to  a  seat  around  the  council  fire  ?  Respectfully  report  that  the 
question  submitted  is  not  clear  and  definite.  We  report  that  a  member  is 
entitled  to  a  seat  around  the  council  tire  of  his  Tribe,  so  long  as  his  mem- 
bership continues,  whether  the  amount  owing  by  him  is  large  or  small,  but 
that  a  brother  can  not  be  admitted  to  a  seat  around  the  council  Are  of 
another  Tribe,  unless  he  is  in  posession  of  the  password,  even  though  his 
dues  were  paid  in  advance." 

"Must  the  application  for  membership  of  a  brother,  by  card,  be  referred 
to  a  committee  ?  respectfully  reply  that  it  must.  See  Digest  of  G.  C.  U.  S. 
Decision,  No.  160." 

"  It  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  the  Order,  its  principles  and 
teachings,  that  Tribal  councils  should  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  Tribal 
business,  and  for  the  cohfering  of  Secret  Work  of  the  Order  on  the  Sabbath 
Day." 

"  It  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  Laws  of 
the  Order,  that  a  Tribe  can  appropriate  wampum  from  its  Belt  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  admission  fee,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  Adoption, 
Degrees,  or  for  the  Reinstatement  of  members." 

"The  business  of  the  Great  Council,  as  well  as  the  labors  of  this  com- 
mittee, would  be  greatly  advanced  if  Great  Chiefs  and  others,  before  asking 
for  decisions,  would  examine  the  Digest  and  Laws  of  the  Order,  and  of  their 
Great  Councils,  and  endeavor  to  acquaint  themselves  therewith.  Among 
some  of  the  questions  submitted  for  decisions  are  several  that  are  so  clearly 
set  forth  in  the  Laws,  Rituals  and  decisions,  that  it  is  surprising  that  any 
Great  or  Tribal  Chief  should  not  be  acquainted  with  them." 

CHIEFTAIN'S  LEAGUE  AND  DEGREE  OF  POCAHONTAS. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  Great  Council  was  the  adoption  of  the 
Chieftain's  League  and  Degree  of  Pocahontas. 

The  first  is  a  Degree  or  branch  of  the  Order,  the  want  of  which  had  long 
been  felt.  The  object  and  ideas  had  on  a  number  of  occasions  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council,  but  heretofore  without  success. 
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It  is  another  branch  of  the  Order  which,  its  advocates  claim,  will  result  in 
attracting  attention  to  the  Order,  strengthening  it,  adding  additional  interest, 
and  binding  the  membership  more  firmly  thereto,  as  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing extract  from  the  law  creating  it: 

"  Its  object  shall  be  the  elevation  and  improvement  of  the  members,  their 
instruction  in  the  higher  mysteries  of  the  Aborigines,  the  promotion  of  fra 
tenia!,  social  intercourse  among  the  brethren,  to  extend  the  usefulness  and 
advance  the  general  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Order,  and  to  afford  addi- 
tional assistance  to  brothers  when  in  distress  or  unable  to  follow  the  hunt." 

It  gives  to  those  who  desire  a  distinctive  uniform,  an  opportunity  to  have 
one,  and  enables  us  1o  compete  with  other  institutions  who  have  this  feature 
to  allure  and  attract  a  large  number  of  applicants  for  membership. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  this,  we  deem  it  proper  to  allude  to  it  at  greater 
length  than  the  usual  brief  reference  in  reports  of  this  character. 

We  hope  the  membership  will  appreciate  and  eneoitrage  this  new  Degree, 
and  that  all  may  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  becoming  members 
thereof. 

The  Degree  of  Pocahontas  is  also  one  that  has  been  demanded  by  the  wants 
of  the  Older,  and  is  intended  for  the  wives,  sisters  and  daughters  of  the 
members,  enabling  them  to  join  with  and  assist  our  brothers  in  the  benevo- 
lent and  chari  i  able  work  of  the  Order  and  to  propogate  a  more  social,  friendly, 
fraternal  feeling  among  us  all. 

A  proposition  to  change  the  Regalia  of  Great  Prophets  of  State  Great 
Councils  was  submitted  and  lays  over  for  further  action. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER. 

There  are  twenty-four  Great  Councils,  and  in  addition  there  are  Tribes  in 
eleven  other  States.  Our  council  fires  are  burning  in  thirly-five  States  of 
our  Union.  The  whole  number  of  Tribes  is  six  hundred  and  seven,  and  the 
entire  membership  over  fifty  thousand.  The  increase  during  the  great  sun 
past  being  seven  thousand  five  hundred. 

The  amount  expended  for  the  relief  and  assistance  of  members  and  their 
families  during  the  great  sun  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-eight  thousand, 
seven  hundred  and  seven  fathoms  and  five  feet,  (178,707.50.) 

The  next  session  of  the  Great  Council  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Wilming- 
ton, Delaware,  in  Corn  Moon,  next.

We  have  in  the  foregoing  endeavored  to  inform  you  of  the  business  and 
work  of  the  Great  Council,  to  properly  represent  therein  the.  views  and  in- 
terest of  the  Great  Council  and  of  the  Tribes  under  your  jurisdiction,  aud 
for  the  advancement  and  permanent  prosperity  of  the  Order,  and  trust  that 
our  acts  may  meet  your  approval.

Thomas  vs.  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67.  Rep.  Matter,  No.  67, 
moved  it  be  referred  back  to  the  Tribe  for  a  rehearing.

P.  G.  S.,  McDowell,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  State  of 
the  Order,  presented  the  following,  which,  on  motion  of  Rep.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Your  committee  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  increase  of  our 
Order  is  nnretarded,  and  its  progress  is  still  onward  and  upward  ;  although 
not  of  rapid  growth,  yet  we  believe  the  accessions  to  our  membership  are  of 
a  permanent  character,  and  that  the  brothers  in  a  large  part  of  onr  reserva- 
tion are  awake  to  the  importance  of  placing  our  Order  on  the  high  pedestal 
to  which  it  is  entitled  and  are  willing  to  labor  to  attain  that  end. 

Tbe  change  in  the  laws  adopted  at  Pottsville,  G.  S.  D.  394,  giving  to  the 
Great  Sachem  the  appointment  of  his  Deputies,  we  believe  has  worked  advan- 
tageously, and  we  would  enjoin  all  Deputies  to  render  full  reports  to  him 
every  great  sun  of  the  work  done  and  the  condition  of  the  Tribes  in  their 
respective  reservations. 

The  new  features  of  the  Order,  the  Chieftain's  League  and  the  Degree  of 
Pocahontas,  under  the  laws  governing  the  same  adopted  by  the  Great  Coun- 
cil of  the  United  States,  we  believe  to  be  of  prominent  importance  and  emi- 
nently calculated  to  bring  this  Order  to  the  foremost  rank,  and  would  re- 
commend that  it  be  the  earnest  endeavor  of  all  brothers,  'as  far  as  lay  in  their 
power,  to  promote  the  success  of  these  new  and  beautiful  features.  We  agree 
with  the  Great  Sachem  in  recommending  a  full  explanation  of  the  objects  of 
the  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  and  would  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
special  committee  of  five  brothers  to  prepare  rules  for  the  government  of  this 
branch  of  our  Order 

We  fully  agree  with  the  Great  Sachem  in  his  remarks  on  the  public  press, 
and  believe  that  a  jndicious  use  of  "  printer's  ink  "  would  be,  and  has  been, 
of  vast  benefit  to  our  organization,  and  in  support  of  this  belief  we  would 
recommend  the  Finance  Committee  to  offer  a  liberal  appropriation  for  print- 
ing, to  enable  our  Great  Chiefs  to  keep  our  Order  prominently  before  the 
pale-face  world. 

We  believe,  without  recommendation,  that  some  step  should  be  taken  to 
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provide  for  the  payment  of  necessary  remuneration  for  time  of  a  Depnty  in 
instituting  new  Tribes. 

We  commend  the  Great  Sachem  for  his  promptness  in  answering  corres- 
pondence, and  would  impress  upon  the  brothers  to  bear  in  mind  his  saying, 
"that  in  many  cases  a  study  of  the  laws  of  the  Order  would  have  saved  him 
time  and  the  Great  Council  expense." 

As  many  objections  have  been  made  in  the  different  Tribes  to  receiving 
communications  from  a  Deputy  Great  Sachem  without  the  seal,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  be  instructed  to  have  a  sufficient 
supply  of  official  paper  prepared,  with  (he  seal  thereon,  to  supply  all  Deputies 
with  all  that  will  be  necessary  for  their  use  for  the  ensuing  great  sun. 

We  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Great  Sachem  in  relation  to  com- 
munications to  Great  Chiefs  and  committees,  and  would  recommend  that  all 
communications  to  them  should  be  written  in  English,  so  that  they  may  be 
promptly  attended  to  without  being  translated  after  reception. 

We  congratulate  the  Great  Sachem  and  the  Great  Council  on  the  increase 
of  membership  in  our  reservation,  and  bespeak  continued  work  by  Great 
Chiefs  and  brothers  everywhere  to  keep  on  in  the  good  work.

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  have  examined  that  part  of  the  Great 
Sachem's  Long  Talk  in  which  his  dispensations  and  decisions  are  found  and 
arrive  at  the  following  conclusions : 

First— That  the  dispensations  granted  have  been  strictly  in  accordance 
with  the  law. 

Second— That  decisions  No.  1,  query  No.  2  of  decision  No.  2,  Nos.  3,  4,  5, 
6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  are  correct  and  the  committee  approve  of  the  same.

In  reference  to  decision  No.  2,  the  answer  to  query  No.  1,  the  committee 
cannot  approve,  the  same  being  at  variance  with  Decisions  Nos.  94  and  560. 

To  the  answer  given  to  query  No.  12  the  committee  would  suggest  the 
striking  out  of  the  clause,  "A  Tribe  has  no  right,  on  a  mere  statement,  to 
withhold  benefits,  and  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  prove  that  the  complaint 
for  which  he  demands  benefits  was  contracted  prior  to  his  admission  to  mem- 
bership," and  insert,  "  That  a  Tribe  has  the  right  to  withhold  benefits,  but  it 
is  their  duty  to  immediately  proceed  to  an  investigation."

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of 
the  Great  Senior  Sagamore's  Long  Talk  in  which  his  dispensations  and  rulings 
are  found,  would  respectfully  report  having  examined  the  same  and  recom- 
mend the  approval  of  the  dispensations  granted,  and  the  answers  to  Pone- 
mah  Tribe,  No.  239 ;  also  to  the  first  query  to  Narragausett  Tribe,  No.  4'i. 
dated  2d  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  395;  tint  to  Hiawatha  Tribe,  No.  36,  and  the 
ruling  in  the  case  of  Wawatam  Tribe,  No.  63. 

To  the  query  from  Winnemucca  Tribe,  No.  236,  the  committee  cannot  agree, 
as  the  law  referred  to  has  reference  to  the  penalty  for  being  more  than  three 
moons  in  arrears,  and  particularly  refers  to  seven  suns'  benefits. 

The  ruling  of  the  Great  Council  has  been  that  "a  brother  dying  before  the 
expiration  of  the  probationary  named  in  the  laws  forfeits  the  claim  for  funeral 
benefits."  (See  Decision  No  380,  Digest).  It  necessarily  follows  that  if  a 
brother  was  in  good  standing,  served  his  probationary  period,  and  dies,  the 
person  specified  would  be  entitled  to  funeral  benefits. 

In  reference  to  the  answer  to  the  query  from  Narragansett  Tribe,  No.  43, 
whether  it  is  necessary  for  the  C.  of  R.  to  furnish  a  copy  of  charges  to  an 
accused  member,  the  committee  cannot  agree  with  his  ruling,  as  the  law  is 
imperative  and  commandatory  upon  the  C.  of  R.  to  furnish  him  a  copy,  and 
the  mere  fact  that  he  was  incarcerated  would  not  warrant  the  Tribe  in  violat- 
ing the  plain  letter  of  law,  and  a  copy  of  charges  sent  or  left  at  the  late  resi- 
dence of  the  brother,  as  it  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  C.  of  R.,  would  be 
sufficient. 
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The  ruling  to  the  query  from  No.  43,  about  Section  5,  Article  XXIV  and 
Section  8,  Article  XXV,  is  fully  covered  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  oil 
Law  and  Usage  adopted  at  this  Council.

The  committee  would  answer  the  question  in  the  affirmative,  on  the  grounds 
that  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  have  ruled  "  that  every  Tribe  is 
obligated  to  make  provisions  for  the  relief  of  brothers  unable  to  follow  the 
hunt,"  and  it  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  the  Order  that  a  fund  must  be 
raised  and  maintained  from  which  all  the  benefits  must  be  paid,  and  if  a 
member,  for  many  great  suns,  -obeys  the  laws  of  the  Tribe  by  paying  hisseven 
suns'  dues  it  would  be  au  injustice  to  a  member  to  debar  him  from  receiving- 
seven  suns'  benefits  on  account  of  old  age.

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question 
from  Caughnewago  Tribe,  No.  228,  "Whether  a  brother  is  entitled  to  seven 
suns  benefits,  who  has  been  adopted  one  moon,  becomes  unable  to  follow  the 
hunt,  at  the  expiration  of  six  moons,  the  Tribe  having  adopted  no  By-Laws." 
The  Committee  would  report  that  the  Great  Council  have  ruled  that  Tribes 
must  provide  in  their  By-Laws  for  the  payment  of  benefits,  and  that  Tubes 
may  enact  a  By  -Law  to  pay  benefits  after  six  moons'  membership.  The  Con- 
stitution for  Tribes  defines  that  brothers  must  be  members  of  the  Tribe  six 
moons  before  they  are  entitled  to  benefits.  It  necessarily  follows  that  Tribes 
must  enact  By-Laws  prior  to  the  expiration  of  six  moons  after  their  Council 
fire  has  been  lit,  so  that  the  ruling  of  this  Great  Council  can  be  lived  up  to- 
And  if  a  brother  is  unable  to  follow  the  hunt  after  the  expiration  of  six 
moons,  the  By-Laws  specifying  that  he  must  be  a  member  six  moons,  and  he 
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is  in  good  standing,  not  liable  under  the  penalties  laid  down  in  the  By-Laws, 
he  would  be  entitled  to  benefits.

The  members  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  assembled 
at  the  Court  House,  at  the  9th  run  30th  breath,  rising  of  the 
above  sun,  and  were  called  to  order  by  P.  S.  Walter  White,  No. 
93,  who  introduced,  in  a  few  pertinent  remarks,  Daniel  K.  Noell, 
Mayor  of  the  city.,  who,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens,  welcomed  the 
members,  and  P.  S.  George  E.  Sherwood,  No.  37,  on  behalf  of 
the  Tribes  in  this  District. 

The  addresses  of  welcome  were  responded  to  by  Great  Senior 
Sagamore~Thomas  D.  Tanner  and  Great  Chief  of  Records  Charles 
C.  Conley. 

Great  Senior  Sagamore  Thomas  D.  Tanner  stated  that  Great

Yoke,  Pa.,  15th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  : 

Another  year,  with  its  joys  and  sorrows,  its  tropes  and  fears,  its  expecta- 
tions and  realizations,  has  past  away  since  last  we  met  in  Great  Sun  Council, 
and  to-day  we  stand  upon  the  threshold  of  a  new  great  sun. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  harmony  and  prosperity 
which  has  marked  the  great  sun  now  closed,  and  to  express  the  hope  that 
the  ensuing  great  sun  may  be  fraught  with  still  greater  results;  that  with  the 
Great  Spirit's  blessing  on  our  labors,  His  wisdom  guiding  us,  and  His  power 
strengthening  us,  our  Order  shall  be  protected  and  directed  in  its  future 
for  His  glory,  and  ever  continue  to  be  a  blessing  to  all  who  may  come  within 
its  fold. 

Our  motto,  as  understood,  expresses  and  conveys  all  that  is  required  as  to 
its  object  and  design,  and  numberless  pages  of  elaboration  will  not  add 
strength  or  force  to  the  words  "  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity."  They 
in  themselves  are  sufficiently  expressive. 

Our  Order  is  approaching  a  permanent  basis,  and  the  duty  of  the  hour  is

One  of  the  most  requisite  essentials  to  attaining  a  reasonable  assurance  of 
permanency  is  careful  discrimination  and  sound  judgment  in  the  matter  of 
dues  and  benefits,  a  subject  to  which  the  attention  of  all  members  and 
Tribes  is  earnestly  invited. 
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I  have  endeavored  to  preserve  and  enforce  the  laws  of  the  Order,  and 
though  I  may  have  erred  in  many  instances,  I  feel  and  know  that  whatever 
errors  I  have  committed  have  been  the  result  of  a  lack  of  judgment  rather 
than  intent  or  design.

G.  I.  Baker,  P.  G.  S.  Donnalley,  and  many  Past  Sachems,  I  feel  very  grate- 
ful for  assistance  rendered. 

To  the  several  D.  G.  Sachems  I  am  also  under  obligations  for  their 
hearty  and  prompt  attention  to  all  matters  referred  to  them. 

To  the  members  of  the  standing  committees  I  am  also  indebted  for  the 
satisfactory  performance  of  their  onerous  and  laborious  duties — duties  the 
assumption  of  which  are  prompted  alone  by  love  for  the  Order.  In  addition 
to  the  visits  made  throughout  the  reservation,  I  visited  frequently  the  Great 
Council  office  and  found  the  Great  Chief  of  Records,  Brother  Conley,  ever 
ready  to  assist  me,  and  for  his  many  acts  of  kindness  I  shall  ever  be  grateful. 
The  arrangement  for  official  work  in  the  office  is  thorough  and  systematic, 
showing  conclusively  that  its  management  has  been  in  the  hands  of  one  who 
has  the  welfare  of  the  Order  at  heart,  and  as  our  worthy  Brother,  Charles  C. 
Conley,  retires  from  the  office  of  Great  Chief  of  Records,  to  him  can  be  ap- 
plied, "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant." 

COUNCIL  FIRES  KINDLED. 

TOBYHANNA  TRIBE,  No.  274. 

On  the  21st  sleep,  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  the  council  fire  of  Tobyhanna 
Tribe,  No.  274,  was  kindled  at  Edwardsdale,  Luzeme  county,  by  Great  Chief 
of  Records  Charles  C.  Conley,  assisted  by  D.  G.  S.  Wm.  Bromage,  P.  S.

DISPENSATION  REFUSED. 
On  the  13th  sun,  Hunting  Moon,  G  S.  D.  396,  I  received  from  Oniska 
Tribe  No  40  the  following:  Last  summer  our  whole  neighborhood  became 
financially  embarrassed.  We  had  twenty-eight  (28)  failures  in  and  about 
town,  among  them  our  Keeper  of  Wampum  and  two  of  the  Trustees,  and 
out  of  our  treasury  of  $800  we  will  only  save  about  $277.  There  were  none  of 
the  brothers  discouraged;  all  felt  like  taking  a  fresh  start,  but  now  comes  a 
something  that  may  ruin  our  Tribe.  The  hall  we  occupy  has  been  sold  and 
the  man  who  bought  it  talks  of  changing  it  into  something  else.  We  have 
made  a  proposition  to  buy  it,  as  it  is  the  only  place  in  town  that  can  be  got 
that  is  a  proper  place,  and,  with  the  permission  of  the  Great  Sachem,  we 
would  like  to  send  out  an  appeal  to  our  sister  Tribes  for  aid.  Our  Tribe, 
since  its  reorganization,  was  never  in  a  more  flourishing  condition  as  at  pres- 
ent but  am  afraid,  if  we  have  to  leave  our  hall  it  will  be  the  death-blow  to 
the' Tribe  I  am  not  exaggerating,  but  the  question  is,  from  brother  to 
brother,  what  will  we  do.    I  advised  this  mode  of  procedure,  and  it  was 
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unanimously  agreed  that  I  should  write  and  see  what  could  be  doue  and  how 
to  proceed. 

I  replied :  In  answer  I  would  say  that  I  know  of  no  law  either  in  favor  of 
or  against  the  granting  of  a  dispensation  for  the  purpose  named  in  your  com- 
munication, but  am  of  the  opinion  that  one  granted  for  such  an  object  as 
yours  would  prove  very  detrimental  to  the  Order,  under  such  very  distressing 
circumstances  as  related  in  your  letter.  You  inform  me  that  there  has  been 
twenty-eight  failures  in  business  in  and  around  your  hunting  grounds,  and 
that  your  Keeper  of  Wampum  and  two  Trustees  have  failed,  and  your  Tribe 
has  lost  800  fathoms  through  them  and  that  you  have  left  about  277  fathoms. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  you  should  husband  the  wampum  of  the  members  of 
your  Tribe  in  such  a  way  that  your  K.  of  W.  could  not  fail  without  your 
Tribe  being  secure  from  loss,  no  matter  if  he  should  fail  in  business.  Again, 
under  such  circumstances,  it  is  absurd  to  think  of  purchasing  real  estate  to 
place  in  jeopardy  the  wampum  of  the  Tribe,  so  that  perhaps  the  sick  may 
have  to  go  without  benefits;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  under  the  very 
depressed  state  of  business  affairs  in  our  hunting  grounds,  a  petition  for  such 
a  purpose  would  be  fruitless,  and,  with  these  facts,  I  respectfully  decline  to 
grant  a  dispensation  for  said  purpose.  You  have  my  best  wishes  for  success 
and  that  your  Tribe  will  live  and  prosper. 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  24th  sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  I  received  from  Cohocksink 
Tribe,  No.  126,  the  following  question:  If  a  brother  owing  1  fathom  9  feet 

5  inches  ($1.95)  at  the  last  council  sleep,  and  he  pays  the  sum  of  2  feet  5 
inches  (25  cents),  or  more,  before  the  quenching  of  the  next  council  sleep, 
is  he  debarred  or  entitled,  under  Section  9,  Article  X  of  our  By-Laws,  which 
says:  "  Any  member  indebted  to  the  Tribe  to  the  amount  of  1  fathom  9  feet 

6  inches  ($1.96)  shall  be  considered  as  not  in  good  standing  and  debarred 
from  receiving  seven  suns'  and  funeral  benefits."  The  By-Laws  further 
prescribe :  ' '  He  must  pay  a  sum  sufficient  to  bring  him  less  than  three  (3) 
moons  in  arrears." 

Answer. — He  is  entitled  to  benefits. 

On  the  17th  sun,  Sturgeon  JMoon,  G-.  S.  D  396,  I  received  the-  following 
from  Yemasse  Tribe,  No.  134,  asking  for  my  decision  on  the  following  ques- 
tion: A  brother  from  a  sister  Tribe,  who  had  been  suspended  for  non-pay - 
paymeut  of  clues  several  great  suns  ago,  was  admitted  into  our  Tribe  on  a 
dismissal  certificate  and  I,  by  direction  of  our  Sachem,  charged  him  the  full 
adoption  fee.  Some  of  our  brothers  are  of  the  opinion  our  Sachem  and 
Chief  of  Records  erred  and  he  should  have  been  charged  only  half  the 
adoption  fee.    Were  we  right  or  wrong? 
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Answer  -Having  failed  to  find  any  article  in  your  By-Laws  bearing  upon 
the  auISon  of  dismissal  certificates,  I  decide  that  it  is  entirely  optional 
with  the  T! "be  as  to  the  amount  to  he  charged,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
y^rSachem  was  right  in  directing  the  full  amount  of  adopts  fee  to  he 
charged. 

On  the  13th  sun,  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  I  received  from  Canawacta 
Tribe,  No.  246,  the  following  question  for  my  decision:  The  stump  oi  Junior 
Sagamore  was  declared  vacant,  according  to  Article  XVII  Section  2  of  the 
Coition,  and  another  was  elected  accordingly.  The  Great  Sac  em  of 
the  reservation  of  New  York  State  being  present  by  reque  i^ed  up 
the  newly  elected  Chief.  The  question  is,  was  the  Chief  duly  or  kgally 
raised  up,  as  the  Great  Cbief  performing  the  ceremony  was  from  anothei 
great  reservation  ? 
Answer. — Yes. 

On  the  24th  sun  of  Travelling  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  I  received  from 
chocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  the  following  question  for  my  decision :  Apale-tace 
wTp  oposed  and  elected  in  our  Tribe;  when  he  presented  himself  for  adop- 
tion the  usual  questions  were  asked  him  (in  reference  to  Ins  health)  1^ 
stated  he  was  suffering  with  catarrh  in  the  head  very  badly.  The  lnbe, 
Ser  the  circumstanced,  objected  to  his  admission.  Is  there  any  constitu- 
tional  law  that  governs  such  cases  ? 

'Answer.-I  fail  to  find  any  law  or  decision  bearing  on  a  similar  case  in 
question,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  have  done  right ^^Tl  he 
^ale-face  at  this  time,  and  that  if  his  disease  is  one  that  is  known  to  be 
curable,  and  he  presents  himself  again  for  adoption  within  the  time  sp eritad 
in  Section  4  Article  XIX  of  the  Constitution,  and  answers  all  questions 
Isflctorily,  he  must  be  adopted.  Then,  should  it  appear  that  he  has 
~8e  answers  to  all  questions  propounded,  ther i  he ,  ha, 
amenable  to  the  law  laid  down  in  Section  5,  Article  XXIV  of  the  Constitu 
tion  of  Tribes. 

On  the  10th  sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Nemanauk 
Tribe  No  249,  the  following  questions  for  my  decision:  What  authority  has 
the  Great  Senior  Sagamore  of  Pennsylvania  to  adopt  a  pale-face  from  another 
Tribe  without  the  consent  of  the  Tribe  in  which  the  pale-face  was  elected  ? 

Answer. — No  authority. 

2nd  -Can  a  counter  charge  be  sustained  by  a  Tribe  when  the  brother  who 
brought  the  counter  charge  was  suspended  from  the  Tribe  on  charge,  after 
the  committee  was  drawn  and  sentence  conferred  ? 

Answer. — No. 
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On  the  sun  of  Snow  Moon,  G,  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Starrucca 
Tribe,  No.  272,  for  my  decision  the  following  question:  Has  the  Sachem 
the  authority  to  have  the  Tribe  twig  the  second  time  on  a  pale-face,  as  there 
being  one  black  twig  cast  in  the  first  ballot,  he  thought  it  was  a  mistake  and 
so  ordered  the  second  ballot,  and  in  the  second  ballot  the  Junior  Sagamore 
said  he  dropped  one  black  twig  through  a  mistake,  so  the  Sachem  ordered  a 
third  ballot  and  the  pale-face  was  elected.    Is  that  right  or  not  ? 

Answer.— In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  Sachem  erred  in  authorizing  a 
second  ballot,  as  the  law  is  plainly  laid  down  in  Article  XIX,  Section  3  of 
the  Constitution. 

On  the  10th  sun,  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Starrucca 
Tribe,  No.  272,  the  following  questions  for  my  decision  :  1st.  If  Brother  B 
fell  sick  on  January  25th,  at  noon,  and  reported  on  the  25th,  at  night,  when 
did  his  disability  commence  so  as  to  draw  benefits.  And  then,  Brother  B 
commenced  work  again  on  February  9th.  Was  Brother  B  entitled  to  any 
benefits  last  council,  February  8th  ? 

2nd.  Is  it  right  to  set  the  twig  box  between  the  Council  Brand  and  the 
Sachem  ? 

Answer.— In  answer  to  your  first  question  I  would  say,  that  I  have  care- 
fully read  your  By-Laws  and  decide  that  Brother  B  is  not  entitled  to  benefits. 
See  Article  81  on  page  18  of  Digest. 

Answer.— To  your  second  question  I  would  say,  that  it  is  not  right  to  place 
the  twig  box  between  the  Council  Brand  and  Sachem. 

On  the  29th  sun,  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Lappawinzoe 
Tribe,  No.  154,  the  following  question  for  my  decision:  A  pale-face  waB 
proposed  for  membership  in  our  Tribe  on  the  22d  of  July,  elected  on  the 
27th  of  July,  and  adopted  on  the  5th  of  August,  1887.  He  paid  no  weekly 
dues  until  the  5th  of  February,  1888;  he  then  paid  2  fathoms  5  feet  10 
inches.  When  does  he  become  beneficial,  according  to  Article  XII,  Sections 
1  and  5  of  our  By-Laws  ? 

Answer.— Having  examined  your  By-Laws  carefully,  I  would  decide  that 
the  brother's  benefits  commence  on  the  27th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 

On  the  18th  sun,  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,1  received  from  Ninesqua  Tribe, 
No.  223,  the  following  application  lor  a  dispensation  :  Ninesqua  Tribe,  No 
223,  desire  you  to  grant  them  a  dispensation  allowing  them  to  Adopt  and 
Confer  Degrees  on  pale-faces  for  the  sum  of  six  fathoms  for  the  term  of  six 
moons. 

Answer— In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  Great  Sachem  has  not  the  power 
to  grant  a  dispensation  to  change  the  By-Laws  of  a  Tribe.  Should  you  de- 
sire  to  change  the  amount  charged  you  must  have  it  done  by  an  amendment.  - 
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On  the  6th  sun,  Plant  Moon,  6.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Octarora  Tribe, 
No. -91,  the  following  question  for  my  decision  :  Can  a  brother  hold  two  elec- 
tive Chieftaincies  at  the  same  time.  For  instance,  can  the  Keeper  of  Wam- 
pum be  the  Representative  of  the  Tribe  ? 

Answer. — He  can,  provided  he  is  a  Past  Sachem. 

On  the  6th  sun,  plant  moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Otsego  Tribe 
No.  59,  the  following  question  for  my  decision :  Otsego  Tribe,  No.  59,  has 
suspended  one  of  its  members  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  member 
for  the  period  of  two  great  suns.  Now  a  question  arises :  Can  this  suspended 
member  require  me,  as  Chief  of  Records,  to  receive  and  credit  his  account 
with  dues  at  any  time  he  chooses  to  pay,  the  same  as  other  members  can;  or, 
can  he  only  pay  up  his  dues  as  accrued  at  the  ending  of  his  term  of  suspen- 
sion ? 

Answer. — A  Tribe  has  no  right  to  receive  the  dues  of  a  suspended  member 
until  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  his  suspension. 

On  the  20th  of  Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  Yemassee  Tribe, 
No.  134,  the  following  question  for  my  decision  :  The  new  elected  Junior  Sag- 
amore of  our  Tribe  has  resigned,  and  can  we  go  into  an  election  to  fill  the 
vacancy  without  first  having  your  consent,  as  his  name  is  now  on  our  books 
as  Junior  Sagamore  and  yet  he  is  not  ? 

Answer.— In  answer  I  refer  you  to  Section  3,  Article  XVII  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Tribes.

Moll  vs.  Mineola,  and  paid  the  amount 
to  the  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum. 

On  the  25th  sun,  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  from  His  Honor, 
Thomas  K.  Finletter,  President  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  a 
peremptory  mandamus,  directing  me  to  give  Jos.  V.  S.  West,  a  suspended 
member  of  Hiawatha  Tribe,  No.  36,  the  advantage  of  the  laws  of  the  Order, 
that  the  said  Bro.  West  claiming  he  had  not  received.  I  have  notified  the 
.  Tribe  to  send  me  all  matter  connected  with  the  case. 
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RESIGNATIONS  AND  APPOINTMENTS. 
On  the  26th  sun  of  Buck  Moon  I  received  the  resignation  of  Isaac  A.Davis, 
of  No.  3,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and  appointed  James  Maloney, 
of  No.  87,  in  his  place. 

On  the  6th  sun  of  Corn  Moon  I  received  the  resignation  of  Theodore  Gil- 
bert, a  member  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and  appointed  Bro.  David  Conn,  of 
No.  236,  in  his  place. 

I  appointed  Bro.  George  W.  Chapman,  of  No.  36,  on  the  Board  of  Finance, 
in  place  of  Charles  Heideman,  deceased. 

IN  MEMORIAL. 

It  becomes  a  sad  duty  upon  me  to  report  to  you  the  very  sudden  demise  of 
Brother  Past  Sachem  Charles  Heideman,  of  Pocahontas  Tribe,  No.  5,  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Finance,  whose  death  took  place  on  the  13th  sun  of 
Sturgeon  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396.  Let  us  pray  that  our  loss  is  his  eternal  and 
everlasting  gain. 

COMMITTEE  TO  PREPARE  THE  TICKETS  TO  BE  VOTED  IN  WORM 

MOON. 

On  the  4th  sun  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  1, 
Article  XVI.,  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council,  I  appointed  Bro.  Solomon 
Rittenhouse,  of  No.  4;  Charles  R.  Baker,  of  No.  43,  and  Joseph  Allison,  of  No. 
79,  a  committee  to  arrange  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  Great  Chiefs  and 
Representatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  U.  S. 

ELECTION  BOARD. 

On  the  24th  sun,  Plant  Moon,  in  accordance  with  Sec  3,  Article  XVI.,  of 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council,  I  appointed  the  following  brothers  to  open 
and  count  the  returns  of  the  election  held  in  Worm  Moon  last  for  Great 
Chiefs  and  Representatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  U.  S. :  P.  G.  S. ,  Joseph 
W.  Clymer,  of  27,  Judge;  Clement  H.  Smith,  of  23,  Clerk;  Charles  Seider,  of 
43,  Clerk;  Bayard  G  Price  of  116,  Teller  ;  William  J.  Cain,  of  20,  Teller. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  I  will  say  during  the  past  great  sun  the  number  of  Tribes  and 
the  aggregate  roll  of  membership  has  increased.  I  am,  therefore,  enabled  to 
surrender  my  trust  unimpaired,  which  result  is  due  to  the  assistance  rendered 
by  the  membership  generally,  for  which  I  thank  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GREAT  SENIOR  SAGAMORE. 

York,  Pa.,  15th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 
To  Robert  P.  Morton,  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania. 

Respected  Chief:  In  presenting  this  report  of  my  stewardship  tor  the 
past  great  sun,  permit  me  to  rejoice  with  you  inthe  advancement  our  Order 
has  made,  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  in  appointing  me  Deputy  of 
Northampton  County,  and,  through  you,  to  thank  the  brethren  m  general  for 
their  many  acts  of  kindness  and  the  assistance  rendered  me  in  the  perform- 
ance of  my  official  duties.  All  the  Tribes  in  this  District  are  in  a  flourishing 
condition  and  harmony  reigns  within  the  wigwams. 

By  your  permission  I  have  been  permitted  to  light  the  council  brands  of 
Tribes  Nos  276  and  280,  and  to  relight  the  council  brands  of  Tribes  Nos_  102 
201,  204  and  230 ;  also,  to  assist  in  lighting  the  fire  of  No.  281,  for  which  1 
return  thanks  for  the  confidence  reposed. 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  great  sun  I  have  been  called  upon  to  render  but  one  official  de- 
cision, as  follows : 

On  the  22d  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  I  received  the  following 
query  from  Tah-gah-jute  Tribe,  No.  217 : 

The  Tribe  would  like  to  know  whether  a  member  who  is  drawing  seven 
suns'  benefits  must  present  a  physician's  certificate  every  iour  seven  suns,  if 
he  continues  unable  for  such  periods,  or  whether  one  certificate  is  sufficient 
for  the  whole  disability.  Section  3,  Article  XXIV,  does  not  make  it  clear. 
Furthermore,  the  Tribe  would  like  to  know  how  it  is  with  a  brother  who  is 
in  charge  of  a  sister  Tribe  in  that  respect. 

I  answered  as  follows : 

\  brother  residing  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Relief  Chiefs  and  desiring  ben- 
efits must  forward  to  his  Tribe  a  properly  signed  physician's  certificate,  and 
is  not  entitled  to  benefits  for  more  than  four  seven  suns  prior  to  the  date  of 
said  certificate.  This  certificate  must  be  attested  by  the  Sachem  and  Chief 
of  Records  of  a  Tribe,  or  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  must  be  forwarded 
to  the  Tribe  of  which  he  is  a  member,  even  though  he  be  placed  under  the 
care  of  another  Tribe,  and  should  be  renewed  every  four  seven  suns,  unless 
under  the  charge  of  a  Tribe,  when  a  report  from  the  Relief  Chiefs,  under  seal 
of  said  Tribe,  is  sufficient. 

DISPENSATIONS  GRANTED.

EE  PORT  OF  THE  GBEAT  JUNIOR  SAGAMORE. 

York,  Pa.,  15th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 
Robert  P.  Morton,  Esq.,  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania  : 

Respected  Chief  :  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  jurisdiction  in  which 
I  was  appointed  deputy  has  had  a  large  increase  of  membership. 

I  have  personally  visited  all  the  Tribes  under  my  charge,  and  they  are  all 
in  a  flourishing  condition. 

Nothing  of  special  importance  has  occurred  in  my  district.  Tacomah 
Tribe,  No.  277,  was  instituted  at  Tacony  on  the  sleep  of  the  4th  Sun  of  Beaver 
Moon ;  also  Gawanese  Tribe,  No.  281,  on  the  6th  of  Worm  Moon. 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  7th  sun  of  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396,  Brother  P.  S.  Eph.  Harner,  of 
No.  21 ,  writes  as  follows  : 

On  the  10th  sun  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  396,  Montezuma  Tribe,  No.  21, 
appointed  a  committee  of  five  brothers  to  make  arrangements  for  the  Tribe 
to  take  part  and  participate  in  the  parade  of  the  Order  at  Wilmington,  on  the 
13th  sun  of  Corn  Moon,  396. 

On  the  17th  sun  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  396,  the  Tribe  adopted  a  motion  not  to 
parade,  and  discharged  the  committee. 

On  the  31st  sun  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  396,  a  motion  was  adopted  to  rescind  the 
motion  to  discharge  the  committee,  adopted  on  the  17th  sun  of  Sturo-eon 
Moon,  396.  ° 

I  therefor  respectfully  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Tribe  in  rescinding 
that  motion.  I  claim  that  the  matter  had  passed  beyond  the  control  of  the 
Tribe,  two  seven  suns  having  passed  since  the  committee  had  been  dis- 
charged, and  it  was  then  too  late  to  make  arrangements  tor  the  parade.

Answer. — I  decided  that  the  Tribe  had  erred  in  allowing  the  motion  to 
rescind  to  be  adopted,  and  sustained  the  appeal. 

On  the  21st  sun  of  Corn  Moon,  396,  Peshkewah  Tribe,  No.  220,  a  member 
under  limited  suspension  for  conduct  unbecoming  a  Red  Man,  is  it  the  duty 
of  the  Tribe  to  pay  per  capita  tax  for  him  ? 

2d.  He  is  now  in  arrears  for  dues  §1 6. 65,  and  his  suspension  is  not  half  ex- 
pired, can  he  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  during  his  suspension  for 
misconduct  ? 

To  which  I  replied : 

1st.  If  the  member  is  still  on  the  books  of  the  Tribe,  and  his  dues  are 
charged  up  against  him,  the  Tribe  must  pay  per  capita  tax. 

2d.  Decision  714  of  the  Digest  states  a  member  suspended  for  a  stated  time 
cannot  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  until  after  his  term  of  sus- 
pension has  expired,  and  an  opportunity  given  him  to  pay  his  dues. 

On  the  26th  sun  of  Beaver  Moon,  G-.  S-  D.  396,  Wingohocking  Tribe  writes 
as  follows : 

One  of  our  members,  named  James  Wall,  a  member  in  good  standing,  com- 
mitted suicide.    The  Sachem  ruled  that  under  the  circumstances  his  widow 
was  not  entitled  to  funeral  benefits  according  to  Article  IV.,  Sec  5,  of  By- 
Laws  (provided  such  death  is  not  the  result  of  intemperance  or  immoral  con- 
duct.) 

The  following  motion  was  unanimously  passed:  That  the  case  of  Bro. 
James  Wall,  a  member  of  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  Improved  0.  E.  M., 
having  committed  suicide  by  shooting  himself  in  the  head,  said  member 
being  in  good  standing  in  the  Tribe  at  the  time,  be  referred  to  the  Great 
Sachem  for  his  decision,  whether  the  Tribe  is  compelled  to  pay  the  funeral 
benefits  as  per  Art.  IV.,  Sec.  5  ot  the  By-Laws. 

Answer.— Your  By-Laws  cannot  be  construed  in  that  manner.  Decision 
376,  of  Digest,  states  a  Tribe  cannot  enact  a  By-Law  refusing  to  pay  funeral 
benefits  of  a  member  who  commits  suicide 

On  the  27th  of  Hunting  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  396, 1  received  the  following  from 
Cohocksink  Tribe,  No.  126  : 

If  one  or  more  brothers  enter  the  wigwam  during  the  time  a  recess  is  de- 
clared by  the  Sachem,  is  it  necessary  or  compulsory  for  the  brothers  who  have 
thus  entered  to  retire  into  the  forest  and  work  their  way  into  the  wigwam,  or 
should  they  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  wigwam,  and  the  Sachem  instruct 
the  first  Sannap  to' take  up  the  password. 

Answer. — A  recess  is  virtually  a  quenching  of  the  Council  fire  for  the  time 
being,  during  which  brothers  may  enter  or  retire,  at  the  conclusion  of  which 
the  Sachem  should  direct  the  password  to  be  taken  up.

On  the  4th  sun  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  the  following  from 
Wawatam  Tribe,  No.  63 : 

1st  — Can  a  Chief  retire  before  the  Council  fire  is  quenched,  without  first 
asking  permission  of  the  Sachem  ? 

2d.  If  there  is  a  law  compelling  a  Chief  to  ask  permission,  where  can  it  be 
found  ? 

Answer. — 1st.  Itis  the  duty  of  every  Chief  of  a  Tribe,  and  the  members  also, 
to  assist,  by  their  presence  at  least,  in  transacting  the  business.  A  Sachem  has 
the  right  and  authority  to  decline  to  recognize  a  brother,  which  is  equivalent  to 
denying  permission  to  retire,  and  if  he  does  recognize  him  then  he  has  per- 
mission. 

2d.  There  is  no  law  bearing  on  the  subject. 

On  the  8th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  the  following  from 
Wissahickon  Tribe,  No.  32: 

A  brother  joined  the  Tribe  in  the  year  1857,  with  the  understanding  he 
was  to  pay  no  dues  and  receive  no  benefits,  or  as  an  honorary  member.  Being 
a  medical  doctor,  he  sought  the  practice  of  the  members.  About  the  year 
1860  he  drew  his  card  and  went  to  Mechanicsburg,  and  never  connected  him- 
self with  the  Order.  He  now  asks  for  a  dismissal  certificate,  in  order  to  join 
another  Tribe.  The  opinion  of  some  of  the  members  is  that  he  waived  his 
right  to  a  dismissal  certificate  by  having  a  withdrawal  card.  Or  is  he  en- 
titled to  his  certificate? 

Answer. — Your  Tribe  erred  in  adopting  a  pale  face  as  an  honorary  member. 
(See  Sec.  303,  Digest  G.  O  of  U.  S.)  Your  Tribe  having  adopted  him  to  be- 
come a  Red  Man,  entitled  him  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order.  The 
Tribe  having  granted  him  a  withdrawal  card,  which  severed  his  connection 
with  the  Tribe.  Not  having  been  suspended,  the  brother  is  not  entitled  to  a 
dismissal  certificate.  Sec.  764,  Digest  G.  C.  of  Pa.,  states:  A  Tribe  may 
grant  a  second  withdrawal  card  to  a  brother  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  the 
loss  or  destruction  of  the  first,  but  should  be  endorsed  upon  the  face  :  Dupli- 
cate in  place  of  one  granted  sun,  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  3 — . 

On  the  10th  sun  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  the  following  from 
Shakahappo  Tribe,  No.  138 : 

On  last  quarter  night  a  brother  owed  a  full  quarter's  dues  and  failed  to 
make  any  payment ;  on  the  second  meeting  night  following  he  paid  $2.00. 
On  the  first;  of  Snow  Moon  he  was  reported  sick.  Is  he  or  will  he  be  entitled 
to  any  benefits  under  the  following  law  :  Section  7,  Article  XII  of  our  By- 
Laws  reads :  "Any  member  who  shall  allow  his  seven  suns  dues  to  remain 
unpaid  for  three  moons  shall  be  deprived  of  his  usual  benefits  for  two  seven 
suns;  for  four  moons,  three  seven  suns,  &c,  (and  thus  graded  to  ten  moons)  ; 
in  all  cases  the  dues  to  be  fully  paid  up  to  bring  the  brother  in  good  standing. 
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If  taken  sick  or  disabled  while  in  arrears  he  shall  not  he  entitled  to  benefits 
dnr£such  sickness  or  disability."  Oar  dues  are  14  cents  per  seven  suns,  or 
$1.82  per  quarter. 

Answer.-Decision  285,  Digest  G.  C.  of  Pa  states  that  a  fiscal  seven  suns 
commences  at  the  kindling  of  the  council  fire  and  ends  at  the  quenching 
thereof. 

Decision  274,  Digest  of  G.  C.  of  Pa.,  states  that  dues  shall  not  be  charged 
as  arrears  until  after  the  quenching  of  the  council  fire. 

By  the  payment  of  two  (2)  fathoms  on  that  council  sleep  the  brother  be- 

in  good  standing  and  entitled  to  benefits.

What  decisions  I  rendered  were  all  subject  to  your  approval  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  Order,  as  follows : 

One  from  No.  34,  asking  if  a  member  of  the  Independent  Order  could  join 
the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men.    I  decided,  as  per  Digest,  that  he  could  not 

From  the  C.  of  E.  of  No.  81,  asking  if  he  was  not  entitled  to  a  Past  Sa- 
chems's  Certificate,  as  be  had  served  as  C.  of  R  four  (4)  great  suns,  and  served 
the  unexpired  term  of  Brother  Mooney,  which  would  make  the  five  (5)  great 
suns.  I  decided  that,  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  of  Tribes  and  By- 
taws  of  the  Great  Council,  he  was  entitled  to  it  and  directed  the  Tribe  to 
grant  the  same. 

I  would  say,  in  conclusion,  that  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  in  West 
Philadelphia  was  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  and  hope  that  it  will  be  con- 
tinued, as  it  creates  a  recognized  head,  and  the  Tribes  look  to  him  for  guid- 
ance.   I  found,  in  my  visitations,  that  we  had  a  variety  of  ways  of  doing  the 
same  thing  that  had  but  one  way  of  doing  it,  and  we  have  corrected  many 
of  them  ;  and  the  desire  of  all  the  Tribes  west  of  the  river  is  to  have  a  uni- 
form way  of  working  and  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  Order  as  near  as  we  can. 
We  are  all  doing  well  and  are  happy.    We  now  have  a  series  of  combination 
visitations— all  Tribes  combining  and  visiting  a  sister  Tribe  on  some  appointed 
sleep ;  and  we  are  deriving  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  also  benefit  from 
them,  as  we  are  all  getting  better  acquainted  with  one  another  and  by  that 
means  we  are  advancing  the  principles  of  the  Order.    We  expect  to  see  the 
appointment  of  a  Deputy  for  West  Philadelphia  a  permanent  thing  for  the 
future,  unless  the  Great  Chiefs  desire  to  visit  us  themselves  in  the  future,  and 
if  they  do,  we  will  expect  to  see  them  oftener  than  we  have  in  the  past,  as  it 
has  been  many  great  suns  since  they  have  visited  any  Tribe  in  West  Phila- 
delphia. 
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Hoping  that  my  actions,  as  yonr  Deputy,  will  prove  satisfactory  to  you, 
and  thanking  you  for  the  honor  conferred,  I  remain,

The  Great  Chief  of  Records  read  his  report  as  follows  : 

York,  PA.,  15th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Brothers:  I  tender  you  a  fraternal  greeting,  prompted  by  thankful  feel- 
ings tinned  perhaps  with  reflections  of  regret  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand 
when  I  must  cease  to  be  your  Great  Chief  of  Records  and  to  wield  no  more 
your  pen  of  authority.  Ten  great  suns  have  marked  their  changes  upon  the 
pages  of  time  since- first  vou  placed  me  upon  this  stump.  I  am  thankful  to 
your  body  for  its  continued  confidence  and  trust,  and  I  am  sad  to  think  that 
no  more  shall  I  transcribe  the  illustrious  history  of  your  legislative  delibera- 
tions. 

I  said  to  you  one  great  sun  ago,  "A  brother  should  never  think  that  an 
elective  position  in  our  Order  belongs  to  him.  He  should  rather  feel  that  he 
belongs  to  the  Chieftaincv,  and  accomplish  all  the  good  in  his  power  while 
holdin-  such.  This  I  think  I  have  done."  I  further  said:  "  I  feel  that  the 
time  has  come  when  I  should  say  to  your  honorable  body,  that  has  so  many 
great  suns  confided  in  me,  that  it  would  be  better  that  they  should  select 
some  other  brother  as  their  Great  Chief  of  Records.  *  *  *  I  fully  realize 
the  weight  of  my  own  ideas  on  this  grave  question,  important  to  you  and  I, 
and  respectfully  suggest  that,  during  the  coming  great  sun,  you  select  a  suc- 
cessor to  your  humble  servant." 

Upon  the  above  fads  being  made  known,  a  number  of  the  brothers  in  va- 
rious parts  of  the  reservation  wrote  to  me,  and  many  others  called  m  person, 
requesting  that  I  should  consent  to  remain  as  your  Great  Chief  of  Records, 
and  several  of  those  who  since  have  been  candidates  for  the  position  gener- 
ously did  the  same.  I  thank  them  all.  I  was  certainly  placed  in  an  embar- 
rassing position.  The  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  unsolicited  on  my 
part  upon  the  death  of  the  lamented  Brother  Joshua  Maris,  elevated  my 
humble  self  as  his  successor.  I  assumed  that  stump  with  the  understanding 
that  I  was  not  to  immediately  leave  your  services,  and  I  felt  as  would  an 
officer  in  an  army  or  a  foreman  of  an  industrial  establishment,  that  it  would 
be  ungrateful  on  my  part  to  leave  your  services  and  not  warn  you  to  secure 
another  servant  in  my  place  equal  to,  if  not  better,  than  myself.  This  I 
trust  you  have  done,  and  I  hope  none  will  censure  me  for  devoting  my  whole 
time  and  ability  to  the  interests  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States. 
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In  the  ten  great  suns  as  Great  Chief  of  Records  of  Pennsylvania  I  have 
never  been  absent  a  day  from  your  office  through  sickness  or  death,  only  on 
account  of  absence  from  the  city  officially.    For  this  I  thank  the  Great  Spirit. 

The  Order  during  the  past  twelve  moons  has  continued  on  its  trail  of  pros- 
perity in  capturing  warriors,  in  saving  wampum,  and  in  learning  wisdom, 
and  this  great  sun  stands  higher  in  the  estimation  of  the  pale-faced  world 
than  ever  before. 

The  records  of  the  last  Great  Council  were  distributed  in  Hot  Moon. 

Great  Sachem  Robert  P.  Morton  directed  a  Special  Council  of  this  Great 
Council  fire  to  be  kindled  on  the  sleep  of  15th  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  G.  S.  D. 
396,  which  was  numerously  attended. 

I  trust  you  will  pardon  me  if  I  call  upon  you  to  join  in  a  retrospective 
glance  over  our  Order  during  the  past  twenty  great  suns.  Our  aggregate

So  popular  was  this  new  branch  of  our  Order  that  an  application  from 
twelve  Leagues  was  made  to  Great  Incohonee  Ralph  S.  Gregory  for  the  kind  - 
ling  of  a  council  fire  of  the  Great  League  of  Pennsylvania,  which  was  insti- 
tuted on  the  26th  sleep,  Buck  Moon,  G  S.  D  396,  and  has  proved  a  great 
success* 

DEGREE  OF  POCAHONTAS. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  every  Tribe  in  the  reservation  of  Pennsylva- 
nia was  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Laws  and  blank  applications  for  Councils 
of  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  I  regret  to  announce  that  ouly  three  have  up  to 
this  writing  been  organized : 

Wenonah,  No.  1,  Philadelphia. 

Paxtang,  No.  2,  Steel  ton. 

Minnehaha,  No.  3,  Easton. 
All  doing  well.    Let  us  hope  that  in  the  near  future  a  council  of  this  beau- 
tiful branch  of  our  Order  shall  kindle  its  fire,  in  every  wigwam  in  the  Great 
Reservation.    Societies,  as  well  as  man,  can  only  hope  to  flourish  when  aided 
and  cheered  by  gentle  woman. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  settled  all  wampum  accounts,  I  stand  ready  to  surrender  this  stump, 
with  all  properties,  books  and  effects  in  my  possession,  immediately  to  my 
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successor  when  duly  raised  up,  and  trust  that  I  have  merited  and  may  receive 
your  commendation. 

Brothers  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  you  have  given  fame  and 
honor  to  the  name  I  bear,  and  I  have  given  you  the  honest,  devoted  and  de- 
termined services  of  many  of  the  best  years  of  my  life.  Let  us  hope  it  has 
been  well  for  both. 

It  is  meet  that  this  last  official  Long  Talk  should  close.  But  ere  it  be  so 
'  mark  well  my  parting  words  :" 

Let  Peace  and  Harmony  prevail, 
Nor  selfish  motives  predominate, 
And  make  Truth  and  Courtesy 
Fixed  inhabitants  in  all  your  wigwams.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men  : 

Your  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  present  the  following  report  of  their 
action  during  the  past  great  sun  : 

We  have  had  submitted  to  us  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Nos .10,  19, 
25  32  35  41  43,  44,  46,  50,  63,  64,  78,  104,  122,  127,  132,  139,  156,  159,  163, 
178,  215,  236,  238,  243,  249,  250,  257,  261,  264,  266,  267  and  268,  all  of  which, 
except  those  of  Nos  163  and  243,  were  approved. 

We  have  also  had  under  consideration  full  codes  of  laws,  from  Nos.  11,  22, 
36.  38,  40,  54,  71.  102,  109,  129,  132,  139,  155,  171,  186,  217,  223,  228,  244,  247 
251  262  269,  272,  273,  274,  275,  276,  277,  279  and  280,  and  Paxtang  Council 
No' 2  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  which,  after  corrections  to  make  them  conform 
to  the  Constitution,  were  approved,  except  No.  280,  which  were  returned  for 
corrections,  to  conform  with  present  Constitution.  Those  of  No.  109  and  275 
were  returned  to  the  Tribes  for  remodeling  after  the  necessary  corrections  as 
pointed  out  by  the  committee,  should  be  acted  upon  by  said  Tribes.  They 
were  subsequently  approved. 

One  of  the  proposed  laws  of  No.  276  provided  for  the  funeral  benefits  to  be 
paid  by  assessment,  at  the  rate  of  one  fathom  per  each  member  not  over  six 
moons  in  arrears.  This  the  committee  could  not  approve,  for  the  reason  that 
it  is  an  established  principle  of  the  Order  that  benefits  must  be  on  a  uniform 
basis.  Each  member's  family  of  the  Tribe  is  entitled  to  receive  a  fixed  sum, 
in  case  of  death,  which  must  be  definitely  stated  in  the  By-Laws,  and  not  be 
subject  to  the  fluctuations  of  membership.  This  we  believe  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  Article  XXIV.,  of  the  Constitution. 
The  amendment  to  the  laws  of  No.  163  was  not  approved,  because  it  was 
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made  an  absolute  requisite  that  a  disabled  member  should  send  a  physician's 
certificate  with  his  application,  or  be  debarred  from  all  benefits,  and  the 
Eelief  Committee  would  not  visit  the  applicant. 

According  to  the  laws  of  the  Order,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Eelief  Chiefs 
to  visit  all  brothers  reported  to  them,  or  to  the  Tribe,  as  unable  to  follow  the 
hunt,  except  in  cases  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  provided  the 
applicants  reside  within  the  bounds  as  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws.  It  is 
also  the  duty  of  said  committee  to  report  whether  the  applicant  is  so  dis- 
abled as  to  be  entitled  to  benefits.  They  are  the  judges.  In  cases  where 
there  are  reasonable  doubts,  a  physician's  certificate  could  be  required. 

The  amendment  to  the  laws  of  No.  243,  which  was  not  approved,  provided 
that  members  should  take  all  the  degrees  before  becoming  entitled  to  benefits, 
and  all  who  did  not  do  so  before  the  expiration  of  three  moons  after  the 
adoption  of  said  amendment,  should  be  considered  delinquent  and  non- 
beneficial,  although  after  explanation  the  Tribe  withdrew  the  amendment. 
Your  committee  think  the  subject  of  sufficient  importance  to  bring  before  the 
Great  Council  for  its  consideration.  If  the  committee  has  put  a  right  inter- 
pretation on  the  law,  to  approve  of  its  action  ;  if  not,  then  to  enact  a  clearly 
defined  law  on  the  subject. 

It  has  been  decided  that  there  canuot  be  two  classes  of  members  in  a  Tribe, 
honorary  and  beneficial.  The  G.  C  U.  S.  has  steadfastly  refused  to  enact  a 
law  making  it  compulsory  on  members  to  take  the  degrees,  or,  in  other 
words,  making  it  compulsory  on  Tribes  to  work  in  the  Chief's  Degree.  A 
pale-face  is  told  on  his  adoption  that  he  is  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges, 
etc.,  of  a  Eed  Man.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  after  passing  the  probationary 
period,  and  being  in  good  standing,  if  unable  to  follow  the  hunt  he  is  entitled 
to  receive  benefits,  and  this  construction  we  believe  to  be  fully  in  accord  with 
Section  2,  Art.  XXIV.,  of  the  Constitution. 

Several  laws  submitted  to  your  committee  provided  that  in  addition  to  a 
member  having  belonged  one  great  sun,  he  shall  have  paid  one  great  sun's 
dues,  to  entitle  him  to  benefits.  The  constitution,  Article  XXIV.,  Sec.  5,re- 
quires  that  a  member  must  be  in  good  standing,  and  have  belonged  to  the 
Tribe  at  least  six  moons,  to  entitle  him  to  benefits.  It  also  empowers  the 
Sachem  to  keep  a  member  in  good  standing  while  in  the  charge  of  the  Tribe, 
and  a  Tribe  may  enact  a  law  requiring  the  amount  due  a  disabled  member  to 
be  deducted  from  the  first  benefits,  but  it  cannot  exact  a  law  requiring  a  full 
great  sun's  dues  to  be  paid  before  becoming  entitled  to  benefits. 

The  committee  would  therefore  ask  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  this  Great  Council  construe  the  law  in  reference  to  funeral 
benefits,  as  provided  in  Art.  xxiv.,  Sec.  4,  to  mean  that  said  benefits  must  be 
uniform  as  to  amount  paid,  the  sum  to  be  definitely  stated  in  the  By-Laws ; 
that  all  beneficiaries  under  similar  circumstances  shall  receive  a  like  sum. 
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becoming  beneficial.  ...  „

These 
laws  are  in  themselves  exceedingly  plain  in  the  direction  as  to  how  to  pro- 
ceed, and  it  is  certainly  unjust  to  expect  brothers  to  waste  valuable  time  (to 
them)  in  handling  cases  where  there  is  an  utter  disregard  of  all  law  and 
usage,  for  it  is  generally  in  cases  of  this  kind  that  the  brothers  harbor  unkind 
and  bitter  feelings  towards  the  members  of  the  Board  who  decide  them, 
whether  favorable  or  unfavorable."

GENERAL  LAWS  FOB  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  COUNCILS  OF  THE  DEGREE  OF 

POCAHONTAS. 

1.  This  Council  shall  be  known  as  Council,  No.  — ,  Degree  of 

Pocahontas,  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

2.  Any  member  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  who  has  been  exalted 
to  the  Chiefs  Degree  and  is  in  good  standing  in  his  Tribe  and  any  woman 
over  18  years  of  age  and  of  good  moral  character  shall  be  eligible  to  member- 
ship in  any  council  of  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas. 

3.  The  elective  chiefs  of  a  council  shall  consist  of  Pocahontas,  Wenonah, 
Powhatan,  Keeper  of  Records  and  Keeper  of  Wampum.  Councils  may  elect 
an  Assistant  Keeper  of  Records. 

4.  The  retiring  Pocahontas  shall  fill  the  stump  of  Prophetess.  At  the  insti- 
tution of  a  council  the  sister  selected  as  Prophetess  shall  receive  the  honors  of 
a  Past  Chief. 

5.  The  chiefs  appointed  by  the  Pocahontas  shall  be  First  and  Second  Scout, 
First  and  Second  Runner,  Guard  of  Wigwam  and  Guard  of  Forest,  and  such 
others  as  the  ritual  may  define. 

6.  Female  members  only  shall  be  eligible  to  the  chieftaincies  of  Pocahontas 
and  Wenonah,  and  to  be  eligible  to  the  position  of  Pocahontas  a  member 
must  have  served  one  term  in  an  elective  chieftaincy. 

7.  No  chief  resigning  or  who  may  be  removed  from  a  chieftaincy  previous 
to  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  they  may  be  elected,  unless  it  be  to 
fill  a  higher  position,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  honors ;  but  the  chief  who  shall 
serve  the  residue  of  the  term  shall  be  entitled  to  the  honors  thereof. 

8.  The  election  of  chiefs  shall  take  place  on  the  last  stated  council  in  the 
Worm  Moon,  and  the  nominations  shall  be  made  at  a  previous  council,  except 
there  are  no  nominees  for  any  particular  chieftaincy,  when  the  same  may  be 
made  on  the  sleep  of  the  election. 

9.  The  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice. 

10  The  raising  up  of  chiefs  shall  take  place  on  the  first  council  sleep  in 
Plant  Moon. 
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11.  No  member  shall  be  eligible  to  any  chieftaincy  who  is  indebted  to  an 
amount  equalling  three  moons'  dues. 

12.  The  Pocahontas  shall  enforce  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  laws  and  ritual 
of  the  Order,  give  the  casting  vote  whenever  the  council  may  be  equally 
divided  on  any  question  before  it,  sign  all  orders  for  wampum  that  may  be 
ordered  by  the  council,  appoint  a  majority  of  all  committees  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  convene  special  councils  whenever  requested  in  writing  by  five 
members,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  laws  or  a 
vote  of  the  council 

13  The  Wenonah  shall  assist  in  preserving  order,  appoint  a  minority  of  all 
committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Pocahon- 
tas, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  laws  or 
required  by  the  council. 

14  The  Powhatan  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Pocahontas  and 
Wenonah.    In  the  absence  of  all  of  these  chiefs  the  senior  P.  C.  shall  preside. 

15  The  Keeper  of  Records  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  council,  have  charge  of  the  seal,  keep  accounts  between  the  council  and 
its  members,  receive  all  wampum  due  the  council  and  pay  the  same  over  to 
the  K  of  W.,  taking  a  receipt  therefor,  attest  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  K.  of 
W  make  out  within  one  seven  snns  after  the  first  council  sleep  in  Plant 
Moon  a  report  of  the  membership,  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  furnish 
the  same  to  the  G.  C.  of  R. 

16.  Councils  may  elect  an  Assistant  K.  of  K.,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  the  wampum  accounts,  and  act  for  K.  of  R.  when  absent. 

17  The  K.  of  W.  shall  receive  from  the  K.  of  R. ,  (or  A.  K.  of  R. )  all  wam- 
pum received  for  the  Council,  giving  receipts  therefor;  keep  a  correct 
account  of  all  wampum  received,  and  paid,  and  report  the  condition  of  the 
belt  at  the  end  of  each  term ;  pay  all  orders  authorized  by  the  council, 
attested  by  the  Pocahontas  and  the  Keeper  of  Records ;  have  the  accounts 
ready  for  settlement  on  the  first  council  sleep  of  each  term,  and  shall  deliver 
to  the  successor  (or  to  a  committee  appointed  to  receive  the  same)  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term,  resignation  or  removal ,  all  wampum  in  the  belt,  and  all 
books  papers  or  other  matters  belonging  to  the  chieftaincy.  The  person 
elected  to  the  chieftaincy  shall,  prior  to  being  raised  up,  give  such  security  as 
the  council  may  require. 

18  At  the  regular  election  three  trustees  shall  be  elected,  whose  duty  shall 
be  to  hold  the  bond  of  the  K.  of  W.,  and  have  a  general  supervision  over  the 
investments  and  property  of  the  Council.  They  shall  invest  such  wampum  as 
may  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  and  deposit  the  vouchers  with  the  K. 
of  W. 

19  The  G.  of  F.  shall  have  charge  of  the  regalia  and  other  paraphernalia 
of  the  council,  see  that  it  is  in  proper  order  and  ready  for  use  at  each  council. 
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20.  Any  elective  or  appointed  chief  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  attend  the 
council  for  four  consecutive  council  sleeps  may  he  removed  by  a  vote  of  the 
council,  provided  that  said  chief  has  been  notified  by  the  K.  of  K.,  under  seal. 

21.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  election  or  appointment,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  chieftaincy. 

22.  The  fee  for  adoption  into  a  council  shall  not  be  less  than  one  fathom. 

23.  An  application  for  adoption  must  be  recommended  by  two  members  in 
good  standing,  and  accompanied  by  not  less  than  one  fathom.  The  applica- 
tion shall  be  read  in  the  council  and  then  referred  to  a  committee  of  three, 
who  shall  make  strict  investigation  of  the  health,  character  and  fitness  of  the 
applicant,  and  report  at  the  next  council.  An  application  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee cannot  be  withdrawn.  A  person  cannot  be  proposed  and  elected  upon 
the  same  sleep,  except  by  dispensation. 

24.  Upon  the  report  of  a  committee,  a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  il  one  or 
more  black  twigs  shall  have  been  deposited,  the  case  shall  be  deferred  until 
the  next  council,  when  a  second  ballot  shall  be  had,  and  if  more 
than  three  black  twigs  are  cast,  the  applicant  shall  be  declared  rejected,  and 
the  fee  returned  to  the  member  who  recommended  the  applicant;  no  applica- 
tion from  said  rejected  person  shall  be  received  until  after  the  lapse  of  six 
moons  from  the  date  of  such  rejection. 

25.  A  card  member  wishing  to  become  a  member  of  this  council  must  pre- 
sent a  card  or  dismissal  certificate,  accompanied  by  not  less  than  one  fathom, 
the  application  to  be  recommended  by  two  members  of  the  council,  which 
shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  for  investigation,  who  shall  report  at 
the  next  council,  as  to  character  and  fitness  Upon  the  report  a  ballot  shall 
be  had,  and,  if  not  more  than  three  black  twigs  are  cast,  the  applicant  shall 
be  declared  elected. 

26.  No  application  for  membership  can  be  withdrawn  after  it  has  been 
referred  to  a  committee. 

27.  A  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  reinstated  upon 
written  application,  the  vote  in  all  cases  to  be  by  ballot,  and,  if  four  black 
twigs  appear,  the  application  shall  be  refused  The  fee  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  great  sun's  dues. 

28.  A  member  suspended  or  expelled  from  his  Tribe  forfeits  his  member- 
ship in  a  council,  but  on  his  restoration  to  membership  in  a  Tribe  he  resumes 
his  membership  in  the  council ;  provided,  that  a  member  taking  his  with- 
drawal card  from  a  Tribe  shall  not  forfeit  his  membership  until  six  moons 
after  the  date  of  his  card. 

29.  A  member  suspended  for  a  definite  time,  for  improper  conduct,  shall  be 
reinstated  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  they  were  suspended,  and 
shall  be  liable  for  all  dues  accruing  during  the  term  of  suspension. 
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30.  A  member  who  owes  less  than  three  moons  dues  shall  be  considered  in 
good  standing. 

31  Any  member  may  withdraw  from  this  council  by  paying  all  dues  and 
demands  against  them  on  the  books,  together  with  a  fee  of  two  feet  for  the 
card  ;  provided  there  be  no  charges  pending  against  them. 

32.  Every  member  shall  pay  as  dues  such  sums  as  the  by-laws  may  pre- 
scribe ;  not  less  than  ten  inches  per  moon. 

33  A  member  indebted  to  an  amount  equalling  three  moons'  dues  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  benefits,  to  vote,  to  the  password,  or  hold  a  chieftaincy. 

34  Any  member  indebted  to  an  amount  equalling  one  great  sun's  dues 
shall  be  immediately  notified  by  the  K.  of  R,  and  if  they  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  such  arrearages  within  one  moon  thereafter  they  shall  be  suspended, 
except  otherwise  directed  by  the  council. 

35.  Councils  may  enact  laws  establishing  a  beneficial  system,  but  said  laws 
must  be  in  accordance  with  Article  24th,  Constitution  of  Tribes. 

36.  The  manner  of  preferring  charges,  and  the  procedure  of  the  same,  shall 
be  as  laid  down  in  Art.  25th,  Constitution  of  Tribes. 

37.  A  member  who  has  been  expelled  cannot  be  restored  to  membership, 
except  by  permission  of  the  Great  Council. 

38  No  concert,  festival  or  other  public  assemblage,  except  funerals,  shall 
be  allowed  without  permission,  through  a  dispensation  granted  by  the  Great 
Sachem.    The  fee  in  such  cases  shall  be  25  inches. 

39.  The  council  fire  shall  be  kindled  at  least  once  a  moon. 

40  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, and  no  council  shall  be  dissolved  as  long  as  seven  members  are  willing 
to  continue  it. 

41.  Should  this  council  be  dissolved,  all  books,  wampum,  papers,  regalia 
and  other  private  matter  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  G.  C.  of  R. 

42.  By-Laws  may  be  made  for  the  special  government  of  this  Council,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  repeat  or  contravene  these  rules  and  the  general  laws,  and 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  of  the  Great 
Council.  •  ■ 

43  The  provisions  of  these  laws  shall  be  construed  according  to  their  most 
plain  and  obvious  meaning,  and  should  any  doubt  arise,  it  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Great  Sachem,  whose  decision  shall  be  final,  unless  reversed  by  the  Great 
Council. 

44.  No  alteration  or  amendment  can  be  made  to  these  laws,  unless  the 
same  be  offered  in  writing  at  a  regular  stated  council  of  the  Great  Council, 
read  twice,  and  receive  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  Representatives 
present.

RULES  OF  ORDER . 

1.  The  Pocahontas,  having  taken  her  seat,  the  chiefs  and  members  shall 
clothe  themselves  with  appropriate  regalia,  take  their  respective  seats,  and 
at  the  sound  ot  the  tomahawk  there  shall  be  general  silence. 

2.  The  business  shall  be  proceeded  with  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
Charge  Book. 

3.  The  Pocahontas  shall  preserve  order,  and  pronounce  the  decision  of  the 
council  on  all  subjects ;  she  shall  decide  questions  ot  order  without  debate, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  council  by  any  three  members— on  which  appeal 
no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  when  the  question  before  the  council 
shall  be  :  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Pocahontas  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
council  ?"  which  question  shall  be  taken  by  the  Wenonah. 

4.  During  the  reading  of  the  records,  communications  and  other  papers,  and 
when  a  member  is  addressing  the  Pocahontas  or  council,  silence  shall  be 
observed  in  the  wigwam. 

6.  Any  member  who  shall  misbehave  in  the  council,  disturb  the 
order  or  the  harmony  thereof,  either  by  abusive,  disorderly  or  profane 
language,  or  shall  refuse  obedience  to  the  Pocahontas,  shall  be  admonished  of 
their  offence ;  and  if  they  offend  again  they  shall  be  excluded  from  the 
teepee  for  the  sleep,  and  afterwards  dealt  with  as  the  By-Laws  prescribe. 

6.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except  it  be  to  be  called 
to  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 

7.  If  a  member,  while  speaking,  be  called  to  order,  they  shall,  at  the  request 
of  the  Pocahontas,  take  their  seat  until  the  question  of  order  is  determined 
and  permission  given  them  to  proceed. 

8.  Every  member  when  speaking  or  offering  a  motion  shall  rise  and  respect- 
fully address  the  Pocahontas.  Members  speaking  shall  confine  themselves  to 
the  question  under  debate  and  avoid  all  personality  and  indecorous  language. 

9.  If  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time,  the  Pocahontas 
shall  decide  which  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question  until  all 
the  members  wishing  to  speak  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  nor 
more  than  twice  without  permission  of  the  Pocahontas.  Each  member,while 
speaking,  shall  designate  the  chief  or  member  spoken  of  by  their  proper  rank 
or  title,  according  to  their  standing  in  the  Order. 

11.  No  motion  shall  be  subject  to  debate  until  it  shall  have  been  seconded 
and  stated  from  the  chair.  It  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  at  the  request  of 
any  member. 

12.  When  a  question  is  before  the  council  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except 
to  quench  the  council  fire,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to 
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postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  for  a  certain  time,  to  ^^Wn 
to  amend,  which  motions  shall  severally  have  precedence  m  the  order  herein 
arranged. 

13  No  member,  except  a  chief  of  the  Great  Council  or  a  member  of  the 
council,  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  without  permission  of  the  Pocahontas. 

14  On  the  call  of  three  members,  a  majority  of  the  council  Remand 
the  previous  question,  which  shall  always  be  put  in  this  form :  SteYLtte 
main  question  be  now  put?"  and  until  it  is  decided  shall  preclude  all  further 
amendments  and  debate. 

15  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  upon  the 
highest  sum  or  number  and  the  longest  and  latest  time  proposed. 

16  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  when  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible, 
except  at  the  option  of  the  mover. 

17  Before  putting  the  question  the  Pocahontas  shall  ask,  "  Is  the  council 
ready  for  the  question  ?"  If  no  member  rises  to  speak  the  Pocahontas  shall 
rise  and  put  it,  and  after  she  has  risen  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak. 

18  All  communications,  petitions  and  memorials  shall  be  presented  through 
a  member  of  this  council  or  by  the  Pocahontas.  A  brief  statement  of  their 
contents  shall  be  entered  on  the  records. 

19  Any  member  may  be  excused  from  serving  on  a  committee  if  at  the 
time  of  their  appointment  they  are  on  two  other  committees  No 
member  can  be  appointed  on  a  committee  when  absent  from  the  council. 

20  The  member  first  named  on  a  committee  shall  act  as  chairman  until 
another  is  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  committee.  The  mover  of  a  resolu- 
tion referred  to  a  special  committee  is  usually  the  first  named  thereon. 

21.  No  committee  can  be  finally  discharged  until  all  the  debts  contracted 
by  it  shall  have  been  paid. 

29  A  motion  to  quench  the  council  fire  is  always  in  order,  after  the  regular 
business  has  been  gone  through,  which  motion  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  decided  in  the  affirmative  it  is  not  quenched  until  the  council  is 
closed  in  due  form. 

23.  A  motion  to  lie  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

24.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely  it  shall  not  be  acted  on  dur- 
ing that  or  the  next  succeeding  stated  council. 

25  A  motion  to  reconsider  the  vote  upon  any  question  in  a  council  must  be 
made  at  the  same  council,  but  its  consideration  may  be  postponed  to  a  subse- 
quent council,  but  cannot  be  received  unless  made  by  a  member  who  voted 
with  the  majority  in  the  first  instance. 
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26.  No  brother  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  or  vote  unless  clothed  in  regalia 

27.  On  the  call  of  three  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered,  when 
every  member  shall  vote,  and  the  names  and  manner  of  voting  shall  be  entered 
on  the  records. 

Re]).  Edwards,  No.  50,  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted,  and 
the  laws  be  read  and  acted  upon.    Agreed  to. 

The  laws  were  then  read. 

Eep.  Edwards,  No.  50,  moved  that  they  be  adopted  as  read. 
•Carried. 

Eep.  Fossnot,  No.  67;  Eep.  Matlack,  No.  104,  and  Eep.  E.  C. 
Beans,  No.  261,  asked  to  be  excused,  and  their  request  was  com- 
plied with. 

P.  Gr.  I.,  Baker,  No.  7,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Order,  reported  as  follows  : 

York,  Pa.,  16th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  the  request  of 
Mahanoy  Tribe,  No.  151,  that  the  Great  Council  set  apart  a  day  for  the  pur- 
pose of  celebrating  the  anniversary  of  the  Order,  respectfully  report  that  the 
Great  Council  of  United  States  has  adopted  Tammany  Day,  the  12th  of 
Flower  Moon,  as  an  anniversary  day  for  the  Order,  and  to  be  celebrated  in 
such  appropriate  manner  as  may  be  agreeable  to  them.  We  therefore  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  make  any  recommendation  in  the  matter,  and,  for  informa- 
tion, present  the  following  extract  from  Digest  of  Great  Council  TJ.  S.  : 

"The  various  Great  Councils  and  Tribes  are  recommended  to  assemble  in 
their  wigwams,  or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  designated  by  dispensation 
for  the  celebration  of  Tammany  Day,  in  commemoration  of  the  Great  Chief 
whose  virtues  have  won  for  him  au  honorable  place  in  history."  See  Vol.  Ill  , 
143,  157,  163,  165.  Fraternally  yours,

Eep.  Maloney,  No.  87,  moved  that  it  be  adopted  as  road. 
Agreed  to. 

Rep.  Edwards,  No.  113,  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  As  Brother  Charles  C-  Conley  is  about  retiring  from  the  Chief- 
taincy of  Great  Chief  of  Records,  and  having  faithfully  served  for  ten  great 
suns,  therefore,  be  it — 
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Resolved  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  drafting 
suftaWe  resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the  Great  Canned  upon  Ins 
retirement. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  instructed  to  have  the  same  suitably  en- 
grossed and  framed,  to  be  presented  at  some  future  time. 

P.  G.  S,  Moss,  No.  70,  moved  the  adoption  of  the  same. 
Unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  G  Sachem  appointed  the  following  committee  :  Jos.  P. 
Edwards,  No.  113;  Walter  B.  White,  No.  93;  Harry  E  Shaw, 
No.  9;  Max.  Steinmacks,  No.  83;  John  E.  Poore,  No.  116. 
Pep.  Edell,  No.  64,  profounded  the  following  query  : 
Is  a  Tribewho  has  adopted  aged  members  of  defunct  Tribes  and  forwarded 
their  dues  to  the  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum  liable  to  pay  per  capita  ta,  for  the 
same  to  the  Great  Council,  and  are  all  Tribes  having  such  members  required 
to  pay  such  dues  to  the  Great  Council? 

The  Great  Sachem  ruled  that  Tribes  are  not  liable  to  pay  per 
capita  tax  to  the  Great  Council  in  such  cases. 

Rep  Maloney,  No.  87,  moved  that  the  Great  Council  resolve 
'itself  into  secret  session,  for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying  the  un- 
written work.  Carried. 
The  Great  Council  then  went  into  secret  session. 
The  Great  Sachem  appointed  P.  G.  I.,  Andrew  J.  Baker  and 
G.  C.  of  R.,  Charles  C.  Conley  to  exemplify  the  same. 
The  Great  Council  receded  from  secret  session. 
The  Great  Sachem  stated  that  he  had  received  the  appeal  of 
R.  P.  Jones,  Sr.,  vs.  Nemanauk  Tribe,  No.  249,  in  suspending 
him  for  an  indefinite  time. 

The  Great  Sachem  ruled  that  the  Tribe  erred  in  suspending 
Bro  R  P.  Jones,  Sr.,  for  an  indefinite  time,  the  action  of  the 
Tribe  being  in  conflict  with  the  rulings  of  this  Great  Council. 

Rep  Schurch,  No.  181,  moved  that  this  Great  Council  endorse 
the  ruling  of  the  Great  Sachem,  and  that  the  G.  C.  of  R  notify 
No.  249  to  this  effect.  Carried. 

The  question  in  relation  to  the  selection  of  a  place  for  holding 
the  next  Council  of  the  Great  Council  was  considered. 
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Eep.  Ludwig,  No.  246,  moved  that  the  next  great  sun's 
council  be  held  at  "  Scranton." 

Eep.  Stafford,  No.  56,  moved  to  strike  out  "Scranton"  and 
insert  "Allentown." 

Eep.  Greenwood,  No.  155,  moved  to  further  amend  to  say 
"  Shenandoah."    Not  agreed  to. 

A  vote  was  then  taken  upon  the  amendment  of  Eep.  Stafford. 
Yeas,  96  ;  nays,  50;  and  it  was  agreed  to. 

The  motion,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted'and  the  next  great 
sun's  Council  will  be  held  in  the  City  of  Allentown. 

P.  S.  Hollis,  No.  50,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and 
Usage,  reported  as  follows  : 

York,  Pa.,  16th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Your  Committee  on  Law  and  TJs3ge,to  whom  was  referred  those  portions  of 
the  Long  Talk  of  the  Great  Sachem  in  reference  to  dispensations  and  decisions, 
respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined  the  same  and  believe  that  all  the 
dispensations,  with  the  exceptions  of  those  granted  to  Nos.  19  and  25,  allow- 
ing them  to  kindle  their  council  fires  at  a  different  run  from  that  fixed  by 
their  by-laws,  and  those  granted  to  Nos  220  and  36,  to  dispense  with  kind- 
ling their  council  fires,  which  we  had  to  be  in  conflict  with  decision  No.  126, 
Digest  of  the  G.  C.  of  Pa.,  and  therefore  cannot  approve. 

Decisions  Nos.  1,  3,  4,  the  first  answer  to  query  No.  5  and  decisions  Nos.  6, 
8,  9  and  10  your  committee  believe  to  be  correct  in  principle,  but  would  add 
that  a  Representative  is  not  a  Chief  of  a  Tribe.  See  decision  No.  179,  Digest 
of  G.  C.  of  Pa. 

Decisions  Nos.  11  and  12  we  find  to  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Decision  No  2,  in  answer  to  the  query  of  No.  134,  your  committee  cannot 
approve,  for  the  reason  that  a  dismissal  certificate  is  a  card,  and,  as  the  by- 
laws of  No.  134,  sec.  3,  Art.  II.,  says  that  "a  brother  depositing  his  card  shall 
pay  one-half  the  adoption  fee,  according  to  age,  and  five  feet  additional  if  he 
has  taken  any  of  his  degrees,"  fully  settles  the  question. 

Answer  No.  2  to  the  questions  propounded  by  No.  249,  in  decision  5,  we 
cannot  approve,  believing  the  same  to  be  in  conflict  with  decision  No.  325, 
Digest  of  the  G.  C.  of  the  U.  S.,  and  would  decide  that  a  suspended  brother 
has  the  right  to  prefer  charges. 

The  answer  to  question  1  from  No.  272,  contained  in  decision  7,  we  are 
reluctantly  compelled  to  disapprove  as  not  being  in  accord  with  former  deci- 
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sions  on  this  point  and  also  in  conflict  with  the  law  of  No.  272  on  that  sub,  ect. 
There  are  not  two  Saturdays  in  a  seven  suns.  The  by-laws  of  No.  272  pro- 
vide that  no  benefits  shall  be  paid  for  the  first  seven  suns'  disability.  It 
Brother  B  was  reported  on  the  25th  of  Cold  Moon  and  went  to  work  on  the 
9th  of  Snow  Moon,  his  two  seven  suns  expired  on  the  7th  sun,  and  he  was 
clearly  entitled  to  one  seven  suns'  benefits. 

The  answer  to  the  second  question  of  No.  272,  in  decision  7,  about  the 
proper  place  for  the  twig  box,  we  do  not  believe  to  be  in  strict  accordance 
with  usa-e.  There  is  no  direct  law  on  the  subject,  but  your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  so  long  as  the  twig  box  is  placed  in  front  of  the  Sachem  it 
makes  no  difference  whether  it  be  in  front  or  back  of  the  council  brand.

Rep  Hancock,  No.  157,  moved  to  amend  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  that  an  appropriation  of  100  fathoms  be 
made  to  the  Great  Sachem,  for  the  purpose  of  disseminating  the 
principles  of  the  Order  through  the  public  press.  Carried. 

Rep.  Kern,  No.  7,  moved  that  the  report,  as  amended,  be 
adopted  as  a  whole.    Agreed  to. 

Rep  Clymer,  No.  27,  moved  that  the  Great  Council  direct  the 
"Trust  of  the  Hall"  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  janitor  from 
150  fathoms  to  300  fathoms  per  great  sun. 

P  G  S  McDowell,  No.  30,  moved  to  amend  that  150  fathoms 
of  the  appropriation  to  the  trust  to  pay  off  the  bonds  of  the  hall 
be  made  to  the  janitor,  Bro.  John  Duke. 
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G.  S.  S.,  Meyers  raised  the  point  of  order  that  as  the  appro- 
priation to  the  Trust  had  already  been  adopted  by  this  Great 
Council,  and  for  a  specific  purpose,  cannot  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose. 

The  Great  Sachem  decided  the  point  of  order  well  taken,  and 
ruled  the  amendment  not  in  order. 

P.  G.  S.,  T.  A.  McDowell,  No.  30,  moved  to  amend  Brother 
Clymer's  motion  as  follows  :  "  That  150  fathoms  be  appropriated 
to  the  trust  for  that  purpose,"  which  Rep.  Olymer  accepted,  and 
it  became  the  original  motion. 

A  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  motion,  and  it  was  carried. 

P.  G.  I.,  Baker,  Chairman  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order, 
presented  the  following  :

Respected  Great  Chiefs  :  The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  respect- 
fully report  that,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  6,  Art.  IV..  they  carefully  examined 
so  much  of  the  Long  Talk  ot  the  Great  Sachem  as  is  referred  to  them  by  the 
said  section. 

Whilst  hut  a  small  portion  of  the  Long  Talk  contains  matter  for  review  by 
your  committee,  yet  we  feel  that  congratulation  is  due  the  Order  for  its  pro- 
gress aud  advancement  during  the  past  great  sun,  in  the  institution  of  new 
Tribes  and  the  relighting  of  the  council  fires  of  a  number  formerly  extin. 
guished,  and  also  of  the  increase  of  1,727  in  the  membership  and  the  relief 
extended  by  the  expenditure  of  over  92,000  fathoms  for  benefits. 

Pennsylvania  still  maintains  the  lead  in  the  number  of  Tribes,  membership 
and,  we  hope,  in  usefulness,  and  yet  there  is  room  and  opportunity  for  a  larger 
increase,  in  greater  influence  and  a  wider  extension  ot  the  Order. 

One  thing  that  to  a  great  extent  has  retarded  the  progress  of  the  Order  has 
been  the  loud  and  boisterous  manner,  the  careless  aDd  inefficient  way  and  the 
wide  departure  from  the  instructions  of  the  ritual  with  which  the  ceremonies 
are  performed  by  some  Tribes  and  the  impressions  thereby  created  in  the 
minds  of  pale  faces  as  well  as  upon  those  who  are  adopted  into  the  Order,  in 
some  instances  so  disgusting  the  latter  as  to  prevent  many  from  ever  return- 
ing to  the  wigwam  and  preventing  the  former  from  making  application  for 
membership.  It  is  no  answer  to  say  that  it  only  affects  the  Tribes  directly 
concerned  in  this  departure  from  the  directions  of  the  ritual,  for  its  evil  influ- 
ences e\tend  over  and  around  all,  and  keeps  out  of  the  Order  many  worthy, 
influential  and  creditable  pale  faces  who  might  be  attracted  to  it. 
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We  regret  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  a  violation  of  the 
commands  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  in  the  unlawful  exposure 
oWhe  costumes  in  public.  See  Digest,  No.  207.  Not  only  is  tins  a  violation 
of  the  rules  of  the  Order,  but  makes  it  an  object  of  ridicule  and  the  subject  of 
jibes  and  sneers  of  the  public. 

There  has  also  been  two,  three  or  more  violations  of  the  command  of  this 
Great  Council  by  the  circulation  of  unauthorized  petitions  or  appeals  for  pecu- 
niary aid,  and  we  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Tribes  to  this  matter,  so 
that  their  liberality  and  charity  may  not  be  imposed  on,  and  to  advise  them 
to  refuse  all  appeals  to  them  that  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  provision  of 
the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Great  Council.    See  Digest,  No.  54. 

We  also  regret  to  notice  the  illness  of  Great  Sachem  Morton  and  Great 
Prophet  Carle,  who  have  been  prevented  thereby  from  attending  this  council, 
and  recommend  that  the  sympathies  of  the  Great  Council  in  their  affliction 
and  the  hope  for  their  speedy  recovery  be  communicated  to  them. 

The  death  of  Brother  Past  Sachem  Charles  Heidman,  ot  Pocahontas  Tribe, 
No  5  came  so  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  as  to  lead  us  all  to  seriously  reflect 
upon' the  uncertainty  of  life  and  to  be  prepared  for  the  final  summons  to 
which  we  must  all  respond.  Brother  Heidman  was  an  active,  intelligent 
member  of  his  Tribe  and  a  useful  member  of  the  Great  Council. 

The  Great  Chieftains'  League  of  Pennsylvania  having  been  instituted  on 
the  26th  of  Buck  Moon  last,  the  government  and  control  of  the  Chieftains 
Leagues  was  by  that  action  taken  from  this  Great  Council,  and  therefore  their 
progress  or  success  does  not  come  directly  under  the  notice  of  this  report.  It 
was  hoped  that,  through  the  attention  and  exertions  of  chiefs  specially 
authorized  and  entrusted  with  the  management  of  this  branch  of  the  Order, 
it  would  become  a  very  valuable  and  efficient  assistant  in  attracting  and 
retaining  membership.  This  branch  of  the  Order,  if  properly  sustamed,would 
be  of  great  advantage,  and  should  and  ought  to  receive  the  aid  and  encourage- 
ment of  every  member. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  notice  the  institution  of  two  Councils  of  the  Degree 
of  Pocahontas,  and  hope  that  this  new  branch  of  the  Order  may  meet  with 
that  encouragement  which  we  think  it  deserves,  and  believe  its  success  will 
be  of  material  assistance  in  advancing  the  prosperity  of  the  Order.

Great  Sachem  Tanner  addressed  the  Great  Council  as  follows  : 

Great  Chiefs,  Representatives  and  Past  Sachems  :  By  the  consent 
of  the  Past  Sachems  of  this  great  Reservation  the  mantle  of  Great  Sachem  has 
this  sun  fallen  upon  my  shoulders  and  into  my  care  for  the  ensuing  great  sun 
has  been  placed  the  tomahawk  of  executive  authority.  The  wisdom  displayed 
in  thus  honoring  me  I  trust  will  be  fully  and  beneficially  realized  when  that 
which  you  have  this  sun  placed  in  my  keeping  shall  pass  to  that  of  my  suc- 
cessor Stony  indeed  would  be  the  heart  that  would  refuse  to  return  thanks 
to  those  who  bestowed  honors  upon  one  as  you  have  honored  me,  and,  although 
the  tongue  may  utter  faulty  words  of  thanks,  the  heart  overflows  with  grati- 
tude to  you  all  for  the  confidence  thus  displayed. 
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It  shall  be  my  aim  during  the  coming  twelve  moons  to  labor  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order  in  this  State  and  tor  the  welfare  of  this,  the  greatest 
Great  Council  in  our  whole  Order,  and  to  perform  all  the  duties  devolving 
upon  a  Great  Sachem  with  promptness  and  fidelity 

Brothers,  I  ask  your  generous  support  and  assistance,  and  I  believe  I  shall 
receive  the  same.  Did  I  think  otherwise  I  would  enter  upon  the  arduous, 
though  pleasant,  duties  with  a  clouded  horizon.  Do  not  expect  too  great 
things  of  your  Great  Sachem.  Judge  him  not  too  harshly,  and  be  not  too 
hasty  in  criticising  his  acts.  I  shall  make  mistakes,  but  they  will  not  be  of 
the  heart. 

I  ask  your  co-operation  and  assistance  in  advancing  the  interests  and 
enlarging  the  borders  of  our  Order.  Let  this  be  a  great  sun  of  honest  work,  and 
at  its  close  we  will  realize  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain.  There  will 
come  a  time  when  we  can  no  longer  work  for  our  Order's  welfare  and  the 
good  of  humanity.  Let  us  then  improve  every  golden  opportunity.  If  we  do 
this,  then  shall  we  be  able,  when  we  reach  the  river  that  flows  at  the  foot  of 
life's  labor,  to  look  back  with  feelings  of  gratification  that  we  did  what  we 
could  for  the  Order  we  profess  to  love  so  well.  If  the  principles  of  the 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  are  what  we  claim  them  to  be — if  they  are  so 
grand  and  ennobling— then  is  it  not  our  duty  to  spread  them  broadcast  and 
seek  to  have  others  enjoy  them?  Let  the  motto:  Freedom,  Friendship 
and  Charity  be  our  guiding  star  in  our  walks  among  the  pale-face  nations 
and  they  will  be  ready  to  accept  our  boastings  and  ask  to  be  numbered  with 
our  Tribes. 

It  is  pleasant  to  gather  each  great  sun  around  our  council  fire,  to  feel  the 
warm,  friendly  grasp  of  our  brothers'  hands,  aud,  when  the  labors  of  the  ses- 
sion are  concluded  and  we  return  to  our  various  trails  in  life,  to  carry  with  us 
fond  memories  of  the  pleasures  enjoyed  in  each  other's  society,  I  trust  the 
Great  Spirit  will  so  bless  us  all  that  when  the  nest  annual  council  fire  of  this 
Great  Council  is  kindled  we  may  be  permitted  to  be  present,  but  should  we 
not  be  so  privileged,  and  the  dark  warrior  shall  have  called  us  away  from  the 
scenes  of  this  life,  may  we  be  permitted  to  enter  the  celestial  wigwam  on  high. 

To  you,  Deputy  Great  Sachems  whom  I  am  about  to  appoint,  let  me  say  : 
Do  not  imagine  that  your  duties  end  when  you  receive  your  commissions. 
You  are  the  representatives  of  the  Great  Sachem,  not  merely  in  name,  but  in 
fact,  and  to  you  is  entrusted  the  care  of  the  Tribes  in  your  jurisdiction. 
There  is  much  for  you  to  do,  though  your  district  may  be  a  small  one.  In 
every  section  of  our  State  there  are  localities  where  new  council  fires  can, with 
but  little  labor,  be  lighted,  and  it  will  depend  greatly  upon  your  efforts 
whether  or  not  our  chiefs  and  warriors  take  possession  of  the  fruitful  fields. 
Correspond  frequently  with  the  Great  Sachem  aud  keep  him  informed  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  Tribes  under  your  care.  Honors  iu  our  Order  are  no 
longer  obtained  except  Oy  faithful  labor.  Do  your  whole  duty  and  you  will 
receive  the  merited  plaudits  of  your  brethren. 
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Brothers,  I  not  only  extend  congratulations  on  the  excellent  condition  of 
the  Order  in  this  State,  but  again  return  you  my  hearty  thanks  for  the  honor 
you  have  this  sun  conferred  upon  me.

P.  S.  Walter  B.  White,  No.  93,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  to 
prepare  engrossed  resolutions  for  P.  G.  S.  Charles  C.  Conley  re- 
ported that  the  committee  had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned 
them  and  had  the  same  present. 

Great  Sachem  Tanner,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Great 
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Council,  presented  the  preamble  and  resolutions,  handsomely  en- 
grossed and  framed,  to  Brother  P.  Gr.  S.  Charles  C.  Conley,  speak- 
ing as  follows  : 

Great  Chiefs  and  Past  Sachems  :  Permit  me  to  thank  you  for  your 
liberal  attendance  at  this  council  and  for  the  excellent  decorum  you 
have  maintained.  You,  Past  Sachems,  who  have  this  sleep  taken  upon 
yourselves  a  new  obligation,  I  trust  will  return  to  your  Tribes  with  re- 
newed zeal  and  with  a  determination  to  work  more  earnestly  for  the 
welfare  and  advancement  of  the  Order  than  you  have  ever  done  in  the 
past. 

I  come  to  you  with  words  of  good  cheer.  All  over  our  great  reser- 
vation the  interest  in  the  good  of  the  Order  is  on  the  increase.  Peace 
and  harmony  prevail  in  our  wigwams;  new  council  fires  are  being 
kindled  and  the  membership  of  the  Order  increased. 

Why  should  not  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  grow  ?  It  is  based 
upon  a  ritual  excelled  by  none,  and  with  Freedom,  Friendship  and 
Charity  as  a  cornerstone,  it  stands  upon  a  solid  foundation. 

The  pages  of  our  ritual  are  illuminated  with  sentences  that  shine 
with  the  brightness  of  the  most  precious  jewels ;  sentences  such  as 

you  shall  keep  our  secrets,  we  shall  keep  yours  ;"  "  you  shall  defend 
our  fair  fame,  we  shall  defend  yours  ;"  "honor  is  given  to  whom  honor 
is  due." 

Civil  history  is  filled  with  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  honored 
for  their  love  and  devotion  to  their  country  ;  so,  too,  is  it  recorded  in 
the  records  of  our  Order  from  the  time  the  first  council  fire  was  kindled 
that  members  have  had  honors  bestowed  upon  them  for  their  fidelity 
to  our  Order's  welfare,  and,  Brother  Conley,  the  Improved  Order  of 
Red  Men  of  Pennsylvania  has  honored,  deservedly  honored  you  ;  from 
the  very  lowest  rank  they  have  elevated  you  to  the  highest  position  in 
their  gift,  and  have  never  regretted  so  doing.  For  ten  great  suns  you 
filled  the  position  of  Great  Chief  of  Records  and  performed  the  duties 
of  that  chieftaincy  with  such  promptness  and  accuracy  that  when  you, 
of  your  own  accord,  refused  to  longer  fill  the  chieftaincy  of  Great  Chief 
of  Records  the  members  heard  your  decision  with  regret,  and  at  the 
last  regular  session  of  the  Great  Council,  as  you  are  aware,  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  testimonial  of  the  Great  Coun- 
cil's appreciation  of  your  valuable  services,  and  I  feel  proud,  as  the 
Great  Sachem,  to  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  same  to  you. 
Its  written  language  speaks  a  greater  praise  than  any  feeble  words  I 
may  utter. 

You  have  spent  the  greater  portion  of  your  life  with  this  Order. 
You  are  now  near  the  top  of  the  hill  of  life ;  ere  many  great  suns  shall 
come  and  go,  time  will  lay  its  heavy  hand  upon  you,  and  you  will  less 
frequently  visit  the  wigwam  of  our  Tribes,  and  when,  in  coming  great 
suns,  you  are  compelled  to  pass  your  breaths  in  your  private  wigwam, 
and  in  your  gloom  feel  that  you  are  forgotten,  look  upon  this  tes- 
timonial and  find  memory  will  again  exert  itself  and  bring  back  the 
faces  of  the  many  in  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  who  honored 
and  loved  you. 

Brother  Conley,  in  the  name  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 
accept  this  testimonial.  I  know  of  no  other  brother  to  whom  I  would 
rather  present  it  than  to  you. 
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Bro.  Conley,  in  accepting  the  testimonial,  said  : 

A  prophet  seldom  has  credit  in  his  own  country. 

This  sleep  it  is  the  reverse,  Great  Sachem  and  brother  Red  Men. 

There  are  times  in  a  man's  life  when  to  be  silent  is  to  be  eloquent. 

I  feel  as  if  this  moment  was  the  time  for  me  to  be  silent. 

But  if  I  remained  silent  now  there  might  seem  to  be  a  want  of  ap- 
preciation, on  my  part,  of  your  great,  very  great  kindness  and  par- 
tiality.

The  Great  Chief  of  Records  proceeded  to  read  the  records  of 
the  last  great  sun's  council  when,  on  motion  of  Rep.  Edwards, 
No.  113,  the  further  reading  was  dispensed  with  and  they  wore 
adopted  as  printed. 

The  records  of  the  special  councils  of  the  9th  Beaver  Moon, 
G.  S.  D.  397,  the  15th  and  18th  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  the 
15th  Worm  Moon  and  the  26th  Plant  Moon,  were  read  and,  on 
motion  of  Rop.  Fletcher,  No.  281,  adopted  as  read. 

Rep.  Maloney,  No.  87,  moved  that  the  Great  Council  take  a 
recess  until  the  second  run,  setting  of  the  present  sun.  Agreed 
to. 

A  recess  was  then  declared. 

RECESS.

The  Great  Council  reconvened  after  recess,  at  the  second  run, 
sotting  of  the  above  sun. 

D.  G.  S.,  Jones,  of  No.  249,  on  behalf  of  the  brothers  of  North- 
ampton County,  presented  to  Groat  Sachem  Thomas  D.  Tanner 
a  beautiful  monument  of  friendship,  which  was  accepted  by  the 
recipient  in  words  befitting  to  the  occasion. 

The  Great  Sachem  then  read  his  Long  Talk. 
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Great  Sachem's  Long  Talk. 

Allentown,  Pa.,  21st  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Brethren  :  By  the  will  of  the  Great  Spirit  we  are  again  per- 
mitted to  assemble  around  the  council  fire  in  Great  Sun  Council 
to  legislate  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order  in  this  great  jurisdiction. 
We  should  not  be  unmindful  of  the  many  and  continued  mercies 
bestowed  upon  us  by  the  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  universe  dur- 
ing the  great  sun  that  has  just  closed,  and  render  to  him  our 
grateful  thanks  for  his  loving  kindness  and  watchful  care  over 
us. 

During  the  past  great  sun  prosperity  has  attended  the  Order 
in  general,  and  while  we  are  not  permitted  to  report  as  large  an 
increase  of  members  as  we  had  hoped  for,  yet  wo  can  congratu- 
late you,  and  the  Tribes  you  represent,  upon  the  healthful  growth 
and  financial  solidity  of  the  Order  under  our  care. 

The  past  great  sun  was  filled  with  political  excitement,  attract- 
ing the  attention  of  many  members  from  the  council  fires  of 
their  Tribes,  and,  with  the  depressed  condition  of  the  mechanic 
and  laborer  in  many  portions  of  the  State,  tended  to  retard  the 
Order's  onward  march. 

When,  one  great  sun  ago,  the  emblem  of  authority  was  placed 
in  my  hands  I  received  it  with  fear  lest  I  should  fail  to  perform 
all  the  duties  required  by  the  obligation  then  administered.  It 
is  a  sacred  obligation,  and  he  who  assumes  it  must  realize  that 
he  should  be  the  Great  Sachem  of  the  whole  Order  in  this  State. 
This  I  have  endeavored  to  be. 

At  the  quenching  of  the  last  Great  Sun  Council  fire  in  looking 
forward  and  viewing  the  field  of  labor  before  me',  the  then  future 
loomed  up  as  a  mountain  almost  unsurmountable, and  barren  fields 
showed  themselves  all  over  the  State.  I  have  endeavored  to  re- 
move the  mountains  of  opposition  and  to  sow  the  barren  fields 
with  seed  that  it  is  hoped  will  yield  a  rich  harvest  for  our  Order, 
and  have,  to  a  certain  degree,  succeeded,  and  the  banner  of 
Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity  has  been  planted  in  new  hunt- 
ing grounds. 

I  have  realized  during  my  term  that  the  honors  you  had 
bestowed  upon  me  meant  more  than  mere  "  idle  glory,"  and  that 
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to  merit  your  approval  and  approbation  your  Great  Sachem 
must  put  on  the  whole  armor  of  work.  Whether  I  have  been 
successful  in  my  endeavors  or  not  you  are  to  be  the  judges. 

Brothers,  what  is  needed,  to  advance  the  Improved  Order  of 
Eed  Men  in  this  reservation  is  earnest  personal  activity  and 
work.  Your  Great  Sachem  expresses  the  hope  that  the  assemb- 
ling of  ourselves  together  here  may  result  in  fanning  to  a  greater 
blaze  the  fire  of  zeal  which  we  now  possess.  The  principles  of 
our  Order  are  worthy  the  earnest  consideration  of  any  pale-face,  ° 
and  we  should  not  hesitate  to  make  them,  and  the  healthy  con- 
dition of  our  Order,  known  to  the  world  at  large.  The  broth- 
erly love  and  charity  for  one  another  imparted  by  the  teachings 
of  our  principles  should  bind  us  together  as  members  of  one 
family  and  lead  us  to  a  realization  that  we  are  to  a  certain  de- 
gree "  our  brother's  keeper." 

Almost  my  first  official  act  upon  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
Great  Sachem  was  to  issue  the  commissions  to  the  various  Dep- 
uty Great  Sachems,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  all,  with  but 
few  exceptions,  have  proven  themselves  worthy  the  confidence 
reposed  in  them. 

The  duties  of  a  Great  Sachem,  while  in  very  many  respects 
are  pleasant,  are,  nevertheless,  arduous.  The  membership  of  the 
several  Tribes  is  composed  of  men  of  various  minds,  and  to  give 
judicious  answers  to  the  many  and  varied  queries  propounded 
requires  the  Great  Sachem  to  be  a  close  student  of  our  laws.  I 
have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  laws  of  the  Great  Council  in 
their  true  intent  and  meaning. 

The  correspondence  during  the  past  term  has  been  exceed- 
ingly voluminous.  Yet  I  have  striven  to  answer  all  communi- 
cations promptly  and  courteously. 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  visit  as  many  Tribes  as  possible,  still 
I  have  not  been  able  to  be  present  at  the  council  fires  of  a  large 
number  of  Tribes  that  have  asked  for  my  presence.  To  do  the 
field  work  alloted  in  the  term,  your  Great  Sachem  has  traveled 
nearly  twelve  thousand  miles. 

During  the  great  sun  twenty-one  new  Tribal  council  fires  have 
been  kindled. 

Three  Tribes  whose  council  fires  were  smouldering  for  great 
suns  were  reorganized  and  started  again  on  the  upward  trail  of 
prosperity. 

Three  Beneficial  Degree  Council  fires  were  also  kindled  and 
eighteen  Councils  of  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas  instituted. 

Brothers,  the  work  of  the  great  sun  is  now  to  be  reviewed, 
and  the  faithfulness  or  faithlessness  of  your  Great  Sachem  are 
to  be  considered.  Be  as  lenient  in  your  consideration  as  law  and 
justice  will  permit. 
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DECISIONS. 

During  my  chieftaincy  I  have  rendered  the  following  decisions  : 

No.  1  —On  the  21st  sua  Flower  Moon,  G.  S  D.  397,  I  received  from  Chil- 
lisquaqua  Tribe,  No.  152,  the  following  queries  : 

First.— Can  a  brother  bring  charges  against  another  for  a  crime  that  was 
committed  before  the  brother  became  a  member  of  the  Order  ? 

Answer. —  He  cannot. 

Second.— Which  shall  be  obeyed,  the  Constitution  or  Digest,  where  they 

conflict. 

Answer. — The  Constitution. 

No.  2. -On  the  28th  of  Flower  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Deputy 
Great  Sachem  George  W.  Ward,  of  Susquehanna  county  : 

Can  a  Tribe,  by  a  vote,  direct  the  C  of  R.  to  prefer  charges  against  a 
brother  for  conduct  unbecoming  a  Red  Man  ? 

Answer. — A  charge  against  a  brother  must  be  made  by  a  member,  and  can- 
not be  made  by  the  Tribe.  The  Great  Sachem  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the 
majority  of  the  Tribe  vote  to  instruct  the  C.  of  R.  to  prefer  the  charges,  that 
there  would  be  one  of  that  number  who  would  be  willing  to  assume  the  re- 
sponsibility without  instructing  the  C  of  R.  to  prefer  the  charges. 

No.  3—  On  the  28th  of  Flower  moon  I  received  the  following  from  Cone- 
wingo  Tribe,  No.  93,  for  my  decision : 

Whether  or  not  a  member  in  good  standing  was  legally  entitled  to  receive 
the  degrees,  he  being  afilicted  with  an  affection  of  the  liver,  and  liable  to 
become  unable  to  follow  the  hunt  at  almost  any  time.  Our  By-Laws,  in  re- 
gard to  benefits,  only  allows  a  brother  three  fathoms  for  each  seven  suns' 
sickness  or  disability,  unless  the  member  has  attained  the  Chief's  Degree, 
then  four  fathoms  ? 

Answer.— The  physical  disability  of  a  member  of  a  Tribe  paying  greater 
benefits  to  a  Chief  Degree  member  than  to  one  of  the  Adoption  Degree  would 
justify  the  Tribe  in  preventing  him,  by  ballot,  to  receive  said  degree. 

No.  4.,— On  the  4th  sun  Hot  Moon  I  received  the  following  query  from 
Conewago  Tribe,  No.  37,  of  York  : 

Reuben  K.  Allison,  a  former  member  of  our  Tribe,  who  was  expelled,  and 
at  a  council  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  some  great  suns  ago,  we 
asked  permission  to  reinstate,  and  when  the  said  brother  made  application 
for  reinstatement  the  committee  reported  unfavorable,  and  upon  a  ballot 
being  taken  he  was  rejected,  now  asks  for  a  dismissal  certificate,  which  we 
think  we  have  no  right  to  grant.    Are  we  compelled  to  grant  the  certificate. 

Answer. — A  Tribe  is  not  compelled  to  grant  a  dismissal  certificate,  and  in 
the  case  cited  above  the  Tribe  would  have  no  right  to  grant  one.  The  ex- 
pelled member  must  first  be  reinstated  to  membership  before  he  can  receive 
a  card  or  dismissal  certificate. 
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No.  5.—  On  the  IGth  of  Back  Moon  I  received  the  following  query  from 
D.  G.  S.,  R.  P.  Jones,  Jr.  : 

Can  a  Tribe  grant  a  dismissal  certificate  to  a  suspended  member  before  five 
great  suns  have  elapsed  since  the  member  was  suspended  ? 

Answer.— Yes,  provided  the  suspended  brother  desires  to  join  a  new 
Tribe  in  another  jurisdiction,  or  if  he  has  made  application  for  reinstatement 
in  his  Tribe,  and  been  rejected,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  the  Tribe 
may  grant  a  dismissal  certificate. 

No.  6.— On  the  16th  sun  Buck  Moon  I  received,  from  D.  G.  S  ,  G  W  Ward, 
on  behalf  of  Owatta  Tribe,  No  255,  the  following  for  my  decision  : 

One  brother  prefers  charges  against  another.  The  committee  is  appointed 
to  try  the  case.  They  meet  and  listen  to  the  evidence,  prepare  and  submit 
their  report.  Now  the  question  arises,  must  the  Tribe  accept  the  report,  or 
can  they  discharge  said  committee,  select  a  new  one  and  submit  the 
evidence,  as  prepared  by  the  committee,  to  the  new  committee,  and  then  take 
action  as  per  their  report  ? 

I  decided  as  follows:  If  the  old  committee  presented  a  report,  sustaining 
the  charges,  and  the  Tribe  refused  to  approve  of  the  finding  of  the  committee, 
then  the  committee  could  be  discharged,  a  new  one  appointed  and  the  de- 
fendant given  a  new  trial,  and  the  evidence  laid  before  the  first  committee 
could  be  presented  to  the  new  committee.  But  in  case  the  first  committee 
brought  in  a  report  not  sustaining  the  charges,  and  the  Tribe  refuses  to  ap- 
prove the  finding  of  the  committee  and  discharge  them,  then  no  new  com- 
mittee could  be  appointed  to  retry  the  case,  as  it  would  be  putting  the 
brother  in  jeopardy  twice  for  the  same  offence.  The  fact  that  the  prosecu- 
tor failed  to  make  out  a  clear  case  before  the  committee  is  no  grounds  that 
he  should  he  given  a  second  chance  to  punish  the  defendant. 

No.  7. — On  the  30th  of  Buck  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Ninesqua 
Tribe,  No  223 : 

Pottsville,  Pa.,  30th  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397, 

T.  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem  : 

I  have  been  requested  to  write  to  you  by  this  Tribe  in  regard  to  the  fol- 
lowing: A  question  arose  in  the  Tribe  whether  the  Digest  issued  by  the 
Imp'd  O.  R.  M.  was  constitutional  or  not,  or  whether  it  was  decisions  handed 
down  by  others.  What  the  Tribe  wants  to  know  is  it  law  or  not.  Hoping 
to  hear  from  you  soon,  I  remain,  yours  in  F.,  F.  and  C,

Answer.  —The  Digest  is  a  compilation  of  decisions  on  laws  rendered  by 
Great  Sachems  and  approved  by  the  Great  Council,  and  is  compiled  for  the 
information  of  members  of  the  Order  on  particular  points  of  law,  and  where 
there  is  no  constitutional  or  Tribal  laws  on  specific  points  the  Digest  governs. 

No.  8. — On  the  20th  of  Sturgeon  Moon  I  received  the  following  from 
Owatta  Tribe,  No.  255  : 
A  brother  was  suspended,  a  short  time  ago,  for  non-payment  of  dues.  At 
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our  last  Council  sleep  he  applied  for  reinstatement,  and  handed  to  one  of  our 
members  one  great  sun's  dues.  Some  of  our  members  are  of  the  opinion  that 
he  must  wait  one  great  sun  before  he  can  make  application  for  reinstatement  ? 

Answer.— A  brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  can  make  applica- 
tion for  reinstatement  at  any  council  of  the  Tribe,  and  if  he  has  not  been 
suspended  over  one  great  sun,  must  pay  the  amount  of  one  great  sun's  dues, 
and  if  he  has  been  suspended  over  one  great  sun  must  pay  such  fees  as  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Tribe  provide  for  pale-faces  of  the  same  age. 

No.  9. — On  the  23d  of  Sturgeon  Moon  I  received  the  following  query  from 
Wawasel  Tribe,  No.  172  : 
Has  a  Tribe  a  right  to  set  aside  one  council  in  each  moon  for  degree  work  ? 
Answer. — Yes,  unless  your  By-Laws  provide  otherwise. 

No.  10  —The  30th  of  Sturgeon  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Bro. 
I.  V.  Robbins,  late  a  member  of  Maneto  Tribe,  No.  257 : 

Having  been  granted  a  withdrawal  card  by  Maneto  Tribe,  can  I  visit  on  it, 
and,  if  so,  how  long  ? 

Answer.  —You  can  visit  on  a  withdrawal  card  so  long  as  you  are  in  pos- 
session of  the  U.  P.  W.    See  Digest,  page  139,  Sec.  767. 

No.  11. — On  the  3d  sun  Corn  Moon  I  received  the  following  queries  from 
Machemleck  Tribe,  No.  221 : 

First. — Must  withdrawal  and  traveling  cards  and  dismissal  certificates  be 
printed,  or  could  they  be  written  according  to  form  in  the  Digest  ? 

Answer. — Withdrawal  and  traveling  cards  and  dismissal  certificates  must 
be  in  form  as  prescribed  in  the  Digest,,  but  must  be  purchased  of  the  Great 
Chief  of  Records. 

Second.  —Suppose  a  brother  is  in  arrears  so  as  to  be  disqualified  from  re- 
ceiving benefits,  are  funeral  dues  to  be  reckoned  in  as  ordinary  dues,  render- 
ing a  brother  disqualified,  or  is  it  non-payment  of  monthly  dues  alone  that  is 
to  be  reckoned  ? 

Answer. — That  depends  upon  your  By-Laws.  If  they  contain  a  clause  that 
funeral  assessments  are  to  be  charged  as  dues,  and  with  the  addition  of  the 
funeral  assessment  to  the  regular  dues,  the  brother  would  owe  a  greater 
amount  than  the  By-Laws  prescribe,  then  he  would  not  be  entitled  to  benefits. 

Third. — In  case  a  suspended  brother  is  to  be  reinstated  under  the  heading 
which  reads  thus :  "Asa  pale  face,1'  does  that  mean  that  he  must  go  through 
degrees  which  he  may  have  had  and  pay  for  them  a  second  time? 

Answer. — No;  a  brother  when  reinstated  to  membership  is  reinstated  to  his 
former  rank  and  standing  without  going  through  any  of  the' ceremony  of  the 
private  work. 

No.  12. — On  the  22d  of  Corn  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Beaver 
Tribe,  No.  62 : 

At  our  last  Council  sleep  a  Chief's  Degree  member  was  nominated  for  the 
stump  of  Prophet,  is  he  entitled  to  be  elected  to  the  stump? 
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I  answered  as  follows :  The  Great  Sachem  is  unable  to  find  any  specific  law 
bearing  upon  the  question,  but  would  decide  that  a  Chief's  Degree  member 
cannot  be  elected  to  the  Prophet's  stump.  Should  the  Past  Sachems  of  the 
Tribe  refuse  to  be  candidates  for  that  Chieftaincy,  then  the  retiring  Sachem 
must  pass  to  and  fill  the  stump,  as  it  would  not  be  in  conformity  with  the 
ceremony  of  raising  up  for  a  brother  other  than  a  Past  Sachem  or  the  retiring 
Sachem  to  be  raised  to  the  Prophet's  stump. 

No.  13. — On  the  3d  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  from  Great  Senior 
Sagamore  "Wm.  G.  Meyers  a  letter  stating  that  when  he  visited  Pocahontas 
Tribe,  No.  5,  and  was  about  to  raise  their  Chiefs  he  was  handed  a  protest 
against  raising  the  brother  elected  to  the  stump  of  Chief  of  Records,  on  the 
grounds  that  he  being  a  former  Chief  of  Records  and  when  in  that  position 
had  embezzled  wampum  of  the  Tribe  and  was  forced  to  resign  the  stump. 
The  Great  Senior  Sagamore  decided  that  a  protest  having  been  entered  against 
his  being  raised  to  the  C.  of  R.  stump  he  could  not  be  raised  on  that  sleep, 
and  referred  the  whole  matter  to  me  for  my  decision.  The  question  involved 
no  little  amount  of  thought.  No  precedent  being  found,  I  ruled  as  follows : 
The  brother  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  was  the  choice  of  the 
Tribe  for  Chief  of  Records  and  was  entitled  to  be,  and  should  have  been 
raised  to  the  stump  notwithstanding  the  protest.  "  The  office  of  a  protest  is 
not  to  destroy  the  validity  of  any  act  done,  but  simply  to  enable  members  to 
place  upon  the  record  the  individual  sentiments  of  the  protestants  "  (See 
Digest  G.  C.  U.  S  ,  page  67,  Sec  395. ) 

No.  14.— On  the  22d  of  Travelling  Moon  I  received  a  query  from  D.  G.  S. 
John  Raab,  of  Cambria  county,  asking  "  If  a  Sachem  just  leaving  the  Sa- 
chem's stump  can  be  elected  and  raised  to  the  stump  of  Assistant  Chief  of 
Records  ?    Must  not  the  retiring  Sachem  take  the  Prophet's  stump  ?" 

I  answered  as  follows :  If  the  Tribe  fails  to  elect  a  Prophet  then  the  retir- 
ing Sachem  should  pass  to  that  stump,  but  I  find  no  law  whereby  the  retiring 
Sachem  would  be  debarred  from  being  elected  and  raised  to  the  stump  of  A. 
C.  of  R. 

No.  15.— On  the  2d  of  Beaver  Moon  I  received  the  following  fromPaxtang 
Council,  No.  2,  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  for  my  decision  : 

The  Council  was  instituted  one  great  sun  on  the  12th  of  Traveling  Moon, 
G.  S.  D.  397.  In  the  meantime  one  of  the  members  was  taken  sick,  prior  to 
the  above  date,  was  in  arrears,  paid  up  in  full  for  the  quarter,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  great  sun  was  in  good  standing,  but  still  unable  to  follow  the  hunt.  Was 
the  member  entitled  to  benefits  ? 

Answer. — If  the  member,  when  taken  sick,  was  in  arrears  over  three  moons 
for  dues,  was  not  entitled  to  benefits  during  that  sickness. 

No.  16.— On  the  7th  of  Beaver  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Wes- 
quensque  Tribe,  No.  177 :  A  brother  of  our  Tribe  was  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues  anc?  again  reinstated.    We  have  no  By-Law  specifying  when 
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a  reinstated  brother  would  become  beneficial,  but  nearly  all  of  our  members 
think  he  would  become  beneficial  at  the  expiration  of  one  great  sun. 

Answer.— In  the  absence  of  any  special  By-Law,  a  reinstated  brother  would 
be  governed  by  the  same  law  that  governs  other  members,  and  if  your  By- 
Laws  state  that  a  member  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  at  the  expiration  of 
one  great  sun  then  a  reinstated  member  would  also  be  entitled  to  benefits  at 
the  end  of  one  great  sun. 

No.  17.—  On  the  20th  of  Beaver  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Lecha 
Wonk  Tribe,  No.  201 :  At  the  council  of  the  Tribe  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  passed : 

'•  Resolved,  That  we  write  to  the  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania  and  ascer- 
tain who  shall  sigu  the  certificate  of  membership  for  charter  members. 

Answer.  -  The  certificates  of  membership  must  be  signed  by  the  Sachem 
and  Chief  of  Records  filling  the  stumps  when  said  certificates  are  issued  or 
granted. 

No  is.— On  the  5th  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  I  received  the  following 
from  Sankanac  Tribe,  No.  174,  of  Pen  Argyl : 

T.  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem. 

Sie  and  Brother  :  A  brother  by  the  name  of  Dawson  Lawrence  was  in 
these  hunting  grounds  selling  the  Red  Men's  Diploma  Legendary  and  Histor- 
ical Chart,  published  by  the  late  P.  G.  S.  Morris  H.  Gorham  and  copyrighted 
by  Wm  G  Hollis.  This  man  Lawrence  sold  about  forty  charts  and  informed, 
the  members  that  the  Chief  of  Records  would  put  the  seal  of  the  Tribe  on 
them  Have  I,  as  Chief  of  Records  of  this  Tribe,  the  right  to  put  the  seal 
on  these  charts  ?  By  answering  this  by  return  mail  you  will  greatly  oblige, 
Yours  fraternally  in  F.,  F.  &  C,

As  the  question  was  one  in  which  not  only  the  Tribes  in  this  jurisdiction, 
but  every  Tribe  in  the  United  States,  would  be  affected  by  a  decision,  and 
believing  that  a  ruling  on  the  subject  should  be  made  by  the  Great  Incohonee, 
I  addressed  him  as  follows:

Has  the  Chief  of  Records  the  right  or  power  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  Tribe 
upon  the  Diploma  Legendry  and  Historical  Chart  which  P.  S.  Wm.  G.  Hollis, 
as  successor  of  the  late  P.  G.  I.  Morris  H.  Gorham,  is  now  publishing  ?  An 
early  reply  will  greatly  oblige,

Pending  the  ruling  of  the  Great  Incohonee,  I  advised  Sankanac  Tribe  to 
withhold  its  seal  from  the  said  diplomas.

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To  the  Fraternity,  Greeting,  in  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity : 

Whereas,  Inquiries  have  been  made  by  members  of  the  Order,  and  also 
by  those  high  in  authority,  in  relation  to  diplomas  or  certificated  of  member- 
ship. And 

Whereas,  At  the  Great  Council  Fire  of  the  United  States,  kindled  in 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  on  the  15th  sun,  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D  396,  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Great  Council  hereby  revoke  all  former  concessions 
made  to  any  and  all  brothers  to  publish  a  diploma  or  certificate  of  member- 
ship. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  from  the  Great  Chiefs  of 
the  Great  Council  to  prepare  and  present  to  this  Great  Council  a  certificate  of 
membership,  the  said  certificate  to  be  the  only  authorized  one  to  be  used  by 
members  of  the  Order.  And 

Whereas,  Information  has  reached  us  that  application  has  been  made  to 
certain  Tribes  for  certification  under  seal,  that  the  are  diplomas  or  cer- 
tificates authorized  by  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States. 

Now  Knoxo  Ye,  That  I,  Thomas  J.  Francis,  Great  Iucohonee  ol  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States,  do  issue  this  my  Proclamation,  notifying  all 
Tribes  that  there  is  no  diploma  or  certificate  of  membership  authorized  by 
the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  And  I  do  hereby  forbid  all  Tribes 
or  Chiefs'  of  records  certifying  any  document  purporting  to  be  so  authorized.

No.  19.— On  the  7th  of  Cold  Moon  the  following  was  received  from  Tuska- 
willa  Tribe,  No.  4,  for  my  decision  : 

Last  November  we  made  a  change  in  our  By  Laws,  making  brothers  bene- 
ficial in  six  moons,  instead  of  one  great  sun.  The  question  has  now  arisen 
whether  those  who  were  adopted  prior  to  the  passage  ot  that  law  have  to  wait 
one  great  sun,  or  six  moons  after  its  passage  before  they  become  beneficial. 

I  decided  :  The  adoption  ot  the  amendment  to  your  laws  reduced  the  pro- 
bationary period  of  each  member  affected  by  said  law  six  mooos.  Members 
who  were  adopted  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  amendment  would  not  be  com- 
pelled to  wait  one  great  sun  before  becoming  beneficial.  For  instance,  a 
member  having  been  adopted  three  moons  before  the  amendment  was 
adopted  would  be  entitled  to  benefits  three  months  after  its  approval  by  the 
Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  / 

No.  20.— On  the  17th  of  Cold  Moon  I  received  an  appeal  from  D.  G.  S., 
J.  K.  Maurer,  of  Northumberlond  county,  appealing  from  the  action  of  Chil- 
lisquaqua  Tribe,  No.  152.  The  appeal  embraced  the  facts  that  on  the  6th  sun 
of  Beaver  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  Brother  Edward  Snyder,  a  suspended  member  of 
No.  152,  made  application  to  the  Tribe  for  a  dismissal  certificate.  On  motion, 
the  Tribe  granted  the  dismissal  certificate.  The  Chief  of  Records  not  haviug 
any  blanks  was  unable  to  fill  out  the  certificate.  Two  (2)  council  sleeps  fol-  ' 
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lowing  (27th  sun  Beaver  Moon),  the  Tribe  rescinded  its  action  and  refused 
to  grant  the  certificate. 

1  decided  as  follows:  The  Tribe  erred  in  rescinding  its  action  of  granting 
the  dismissal  certificate  [See  Digest,  Sec.  262,  page  51]  and  directed  the 
Tribe  to  grant  Bro.  Snyder  his  dismissal  certificate  upon  his  paying  the  re- 
quired fee.  • 

No.  21.— On  the  17th  of  Cold  Moon  I  received  the  iollowing  query  from 
Minooka  Tribe,  No.  247,  through  D.  G.  S  Williams,  of  Lickawanua  county  : 
In  the  case  of  the  trial  of  a  brother  against  whom  charges  have  been  prefer- 
red, can  the  Chief  of  Eecords  act  as  counsel  for  the  defence,  all  the  papers 
in  the  case  passing  through  his  hands  ? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  he  is  not  the  plaint  ff. 

No.  22.— On  the  24th  of  Snow  Moon  I  received  the  following  from  Special 
Deputy  Sachem  Wm.  Bromage :  On  the  23d  of  Beaver  Moon  a  proposition 
for  membership  was  received  in  Wyoming  Valley  Council,  No.  6,  D.  of  P. 
A  committee  was  appointed.  Objections  were  raised  that  the  applicant  was 
too  old.  A  motion  was  carried  that  not  having  the  By-Laws  that  no  candi- 
date be  proposed  who  is  over  45  years  old.  Our  laws  have  now  been  approved 
and  the  candidate  would  have  t  >  pay  ab jut  seventeen  fathoms.  The  investi- 
gating committee  presented  their  report  on  the  22d  inst.  and  'he  candidate 
was  declared  elected.  What  is  the  legal  fee  to  be  paid  by  said  candidate,  the 
one  at  the  time  the  proposition  was  received  or  the  one  provided  for  in  the 
approved  By-Laws? 

I  answered  as  follows:  The  Council  erred  in  posiponing  action  on  the 
proposition.  The  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  candidate  is  that  which  was  charged 
at  the  time  the  proposition  was  received 

No.  23. — On  the  7th  of  Worm  Moon  I  received  the  following  query  from 
Mecoponacka  Tribe,  No.  266 : 

If  a  brother  owes  1  fathom  6  feet  9  inches,  which  is  just  three  moons'  dues  , 
on  the  1st  of  Worm  Moon,  and  is  taken  sick  and  reports  to  the  Relief  Chiefs 
before  the  8th  sun  of  Worm  Moon,  is  he  entitled  to  benefits  ?  If  he  is,  how  is 
the  Sachem  to  enforce  Art.  24,  Sec.  5,  of  the  Constitution?  and  if  he  is  not 
entitled,  how  are  we  to  construct  Sections  113,274, 276  and  285  of  the  Digest? 

I  replied  as  follows  :  That  the  brother,  on  the  1st  sun  Worm  Moon  was  not 
over  three  moons  in  arrears,  and  having  reported  to  the  Relief  Chiefs  as 
unable  to  follow  the  hunt  before  the  kindling  of  the  Council  fire  on  the  8th, 
would  be  entitled  to  benefits. 

No.  24.— On  the  22d  of  Worm  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  I  received  the  following 
from  Miquon  Tribe,  No.  50  : 

Philadelphia,  18th  Sun,  Worm  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398. 
Thos.  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania : 

Respected  Chief:  At  the  council  of  Miquon  Tribe,  No.  50,  Improved  O. 
R.  M.,  held  on  the  sleep  of  the  15th  sun  of  this  moon,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  :

Resolved,  That  the  Chief  of  Records  of  this  Tribe  be  instructed  to  com- 
municate with  the  Great  Sachem,  Thomas  D.  Tanner  (under  seal)  asking  for 
a  clearand  unequivocal  interpretation  of  the  meaning  of  the  proclamation  of 
the  23d  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  and  that  he  be  x-equested  to  forward  the 
following  question  to  the  Great  Incohonee  lor  his  official  decision  : 

May  Tribes,  under  the  proclamation  of  the  23d  sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D. 
398,  attest  and  affix  their  seals  to  diplomas  or  certificates  of  membership  that 
do  not  purport  to  be  the  authorized  ones,  or  published  by  authority  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States.

[Extract  from  the  Records.] 

I  answered  on  the  same  date  as  follows:  It  would  be  unbecoming  and  in- 
judicious for  the  Great  Sachem  to  interpret  a  proclamation  issued  by  the 
Great  Incohonee  until  said  proclamation  has  first  been  passed  upon  by  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  We  are  all,  as  good  members  of  our 
Order,  in  duty  bound  to  obey  the  mandate  of  the  proclamation  until  other- 
wise directed  by  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States. 

Your  second  request  is  fully  answered  by  the  proclamation  you  refer  to; 
and  it  would  not  be  in  keeping  with  good  judgment  for  me  to  ask  the  Great 
Incohonee  to  put  a  construction  upon  his  own  document. 

No.  25. — On  the  25th  of  "Worm  Moon  I  received  the  following  from 
Ninesqua  Tribe,  No  223  : 

Pottsville,  Pa.,  25th  Sun,  Worm  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398. 
T.  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania  : 

Deak  Sie  and  Beo.  :  I  have  been  requested  to  write  to  you  by  this  Tribe 
and  ask  you  give  us  an  official  answer  to  the  following,  viz.  : 

About  two  moons  past  Bro  Lawrence  visited  this  Tribe  and  showed  us 
some  Gorham  charts,  and  took  orders  from  some  of  the  brothers.  In  the 
meantime  the  question  arose,  have  we,  as  Chiefs  of  this  Tribe,  a  right  to  sign 
and  seal  such  charts?  Now  Bro.  Lawrence  did  not  represent  them  the  charts 
to  be  those  issued  by  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.  or  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  but 
merely  Tribal  charts  or  certificates  of  membership.  Now  what  we  want  to 
know  is,  dare  the  Sachem  sign  them  as  such  and  have  the  C.  of  R.  put  the 
seal  and  his  name  on  legally?    Please  answer  by  return  mail.

I  answered,  the  same  sun,  as  follows:  The  Great  Sachem  is  of  the  opinion 
that  if  the  charts  offered  for  sale  by  Bro  Lawrence  are  the  ones  under  dispute 
before  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  and,  if  so,  are  fully  covered  by 
the  proclamation  of  Great  Incohonee  Francis,  and  Tribes  have  no  right  to 
affix  their  seal  to  them.  The  Great  Sachem  would  advise  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Tribe  to  withhold  their  signatures  and  the  seal  until  the  restriction  is  with- 
drawn by  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S. 

No.  26.  —On  the  28th  of  Worm  Moon  I  received  the  following  query  from 
Yaatonnais  Tribe,  No.  256 :  Has  the  Sachem  the  right  to  vote  at  the  election 
of  Tribal  Chiefs  or  must  he  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie  ? 

Answer.  -The  Sachem  has  a  perfect  right,  if  in  good  standing,  to  vote  for 
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Tribal  Chiefs,  and  can  only  give  the  casting  vote  when  twigs  or  ballots  are 
not  used.    In  case  of  a  tie  vote  on  Tribal  Chiefs  a  new  ballot  must  be  taken. 

No.  27. -On  the  2d  sun  of  Plant  Moon  I  received  the  following  query  from 
Caughnewago  Tribe,  No.  228:  We  have  a  brother  in  auother  hunting  ground 
who  is  unable  to  follow  the  hunt  and  whom  we  have  placed  under  the  care 
of  another  Tribe.  The  laws  of  the  latter  Tribe  provide  for  the  hiring  of  a 
nurse,  while  the  laws  of  this  Tribe  do  not,  but  that  two  members  shall  sit  up 
with  a  sick  brother.  Is  it  constitutional  for  a  Tribe  to  send  in  a  bill  of  this 
kind? 

I  answered  the  same  sun  as  follows :  If  a  Tribe  places  a  brother  under  the 
keeping  of  another  Tribe  without  any  restrictions,  and  the  Tribe  employs  a 
nurse,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Tribe  of  which  the  brother  is  a  member 
would  in  justice  be  bound  to  pay  the  bill.

Dear  Chief  and  Bro.  :  Yours  of  the  29th  of  last  moon  received,  and 
would  say  to  you  that  there  has  been  no  form  adopted  by  the  Great  Council 
of  the  United  States  for  public  raising  up  of  Chiets  of  Pocahontas  Councils.

I  accordingly  refused  to  grant  the  permission  prayed  for. 

CHARTERS    SURRENDERED    AND    TRIBES  REOR- 
GANIZED. 

When  I  assumed  the  stump  of  Great  Sachem,  and  looked  over  the  reserva- 
tion and  made  inquiries  through  the  several  Deputy  Great  Sachems  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  several  Tribes  under  their  care,  I  was  pained  to  learn  that  in 
several  instances  Tribes  had  not  kindled  their  council  fires  for  a  long  time, 
and  in  some  instances  they  had  virtually  became  defuuct,  and  their  charters 
should  have  been  recalled  by  my  predecessors.  How  to  remedy  the  con- 
dition of  these  Tribes,  and  to  place  them  on  a  solid  footing  again,  caused  no 
little  anxiety  of  mind,  but  considerable  thought,  resulting  in  great  labor. 

Mohawk  Tribe,  No.  14,  of  Philadelphia,  was  beyond  resuscitation,  and  I 
directed  Great  Senior  Sagamore  Meyers  to  collect  the  property  and  place  it 
in  the  keeping  of  the  Great  Chief  of  Records. 

Yobah  Tribe,  No.  205,  located  at  Yohogany,  Alleghany  county,  was  in  a 
manner  defunct.  I  issued  a  dispensation  for  its  removal  to  Boston,  Alle- 
ghany county,  and  for  its  reorganization,  which  was  effected,  and  the  follow- 
ing Chiefs  raised  up:  Sachem,  James  Black;  Sen.  Sag.,  T.  C.  Moss;  Jun. 
Sag.,  Henry  Reihl;  C.  of  R.,  G  W.  Stiveson  ;  K.  of  W.,  George  Smith; 
Prophet,  D.  H.  Pinkerton.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  removal  of  the 
Tribe  proved  beneficial,  and  that  it  bids  fair  to  become  a  prosperous  Tribe. 

Red  Cloud  Tribe,  No.  150.— This  Tribe  was  located  at  Roxbury,  Franklin 
county.  After  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to  instill  new  zeal  in  the  mem- 
bers, and  failing  to  effect  a  reorganization,  I  directed  D.  G.  S.,  W.  A.  Hun- 
stine  to  proceed  to  Roxbury,  collect  the  private  work,  books  and  parapher- 
nalia, to  sell  the  furniture  (the  property  of  the  Tribe)  and  forward  all  the 
effects  to  the  G.  C.  of  R. 

Sauquehanna  Tribe,  No.  131.— This  Tribe  is  located  at  Newville,  Cumber- 
land county,  but  had  become  so  weak  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  members 
to  keep  the  council  fire  burning  I  advised  them  to  reorganize,  which  advice 
they  accepted,  and  their  council  fire  was  relit  by  D.  G.  S.  Ewing,  and  the 
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following  Chiefs  raised  up  :  Sachem,  J.  S.  Thompson  ;  Sen.  Sag.,  Jas.  Jeffries ; 
Jun.  Sag.,  J.  W.  Bloser ;  C.  of  R.,  G.  L.  Gussman ;  K.  of  W.,  D.  N.  Thompson. 

Erie  Tribe,  No.  252,  of  Erie,  having  virtually  become  defunct,  was,  on  the 
14th  of  Snow  Moon,  consolidated  by  Great  Chief  of  Records  Donnalley,  with 
No.  167,  and  the  books  of  No.  152  placed  in  the  Great  Council  office. 

Owassa  Tribe,  No.  270,  of  Montrose,  for  two  great  suns  has  been  defunct, 
but  the  charter  and  effects  have  not  yet  been  forwarded  to  the  Great  Council 
office,  as  D.  G.  S.  Ward,  of  Susquehanna  county,  is  making  efforts  to  remove 
the  Tribe  to  New  Milford  and  have  it  reorganized  on  a  solid  basis. 

Winona  Tribe,  No.  75,  ot  Pottstown.  -This  Tribe  has  ceased  to  kindle  its 
council  fire  for  several  great  suns,  while  their  reports  have  been  forwarded 
now  and  then  to  the  G.  C.  of  R.  I  have  had  considerable  correspondence 
with  the  members  of  the  Tribe,  and  at  their  request  have  not  called  in  the 
charter.  The  prospects  are  that  the  council  fire  of  this  Tribe  will  again  be 
burning  brightly. 

No.  57.— The  private  work  and  charter  of  this  Tribe  was  surrendered 
during  the  term  of  my  predecessor,  but  no  record  of  the  fact  was  made  in  his 
report  to  this  Great  Council.

In  the  case  of  Brother  Frederick  Moll  vs.  Mineola  Tribe,  which  was  re- 
ferred back  to  the  Tribe  by  the  last  Great  Council  for  a  rehearing,  I  received 
an  official  notice,  on  the  16th  of  Beaver  Moon,  trom  the  Tribe,  that  they  had 
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given  Bro.  Moll  a  rehearing  in  accordance  with  the  rulings  of  the  Great  Coun- 
cil and  that  Bro.  Moll  was  suspended  from  membership  on  the  18th  of  Buck 
Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  and  requested  that  the  $12  placed  in  the  hands  of  Great 
Keeper  of  Wampum  George  W.  Kreamer  by  Great  Sachem  Morton  be  re- 
funded to  the  Tribe,  which  request,  on  the  17th  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  directed 
Great  Keeper  of  Wampum  Kreamer  to  comply  with,  as  Bro.  Moll  had  neg- 
lected to  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Tribe  within  the  time  specified  by  our 
laws. 

WEST  VS.  HIAWATHA  TRIBE,  No.  36. 

On  the  2d  sun  of  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  a  package  of  docu- 
ments from  Hiawatha  Tribe,  No.  36,  in  the  case  of  P.  S.  Joseph  S.  West  vs. 
said  Hiawatha  Tribe.  No  appeal  accompanied  the  documents.  I  at  once 
wrote  to  the  C.  ofB.  of  said  Tribe,  and  after  receiving  the  following  com- 
munication, forwarded  all  documents  in  my  possession  to  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals : 

Philadelphia,  June  5,  1888. 

Thomas  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem  : 

Your  communication  just  received,  and  in  reply  would  say  that  all  papers 
in  our  possession  bearing  on  the  "  West "  case  have  already  been  forwarded  to 
you. 

You  mention  the  fact  of  there  being  no  attested  copy  of  the  appeal  among 
them  The  only  paper  that  could  be  construed  to  be  such  was  a  small  piece 
of  paper  that  West  sent  us  notifying  us  that  he  had  appealed.  We  had  no 
other  served  on  us.  Since  the  session  of  the  G  C.  of  Pa.  I  have  gone  to  con- 
siderable trouble  to  get  to  the  bottom  of  this  case,  and  I  have  seen  the  Sachem 
and  C.  of  R.  who  occupied  the  stumps  at  that  time,  and  they  both  say  they 
never  signed  or  sealed  anything  that  could  be  construed  to  be  an  appeal,  or  a 
copy  of  an  appeal.  Now  I  interpret  the  law  to  be  such  that  either  the  appeal,  or 
a  copy  of  it,  must  be  signed  by  the  Sachem  and  the  C.  of  R.,  and  have  the  seal 
of  the  Tribe  on  it.  This  they  are  willing  to  make  affidavit  was  never  done. 
Neither  of  them  signed  it,  or  in  fact  no  such  paper  as  an  appeal  was  ever  pre- 
sented to  the  Tribe  to  have  the  impression  of  the  seal  upon  it.  At  any  rate,  all 
papers  (as  I  said  before)  that  could  in  any  way  bear  upon  the  case  have  been 
forwarded  to  you.  When  the  Appeal  Board  meets  to  act  upon  the  case,  I  can 
then  produce  the  hooks  of  the  Tribe  that  were  kept  by  West  as  C.  of  R.  for  their 
inspection.  Yours,  in  P.,  F.  and  C,

On  the  2d  sun,  Buck  Moon,G.  S  D.  397,  I  received  an  appeal  from  Brother 
West,  appealing  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  sustaining  the 
action  of  Hiawatha  Tribe  in  expelling  him  (West)  from  the  Order.  The  docu- 
ment will,  at  the  proper  time,  be  piesented  to  the  Great  Council. 

HOLLIS  VS.  PEQUOD  TRIBE,  NO.  18. 
On  the  23d  of  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397, 1  received  an  appeal  from  P.  S.  Wm.  G. 
Hollis,  from  the  action  of  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  in  the  case  of  Hollis  vs.  Don- 
nalley.  The  documents  presented  by  Brother  Hollis  were  quite  voluminous, 
and  after  carefully  considering  them, concluded  that  Brother  Hollis  had  no 
standing  before  the  Board  of  Appeals,  and  it  was  within  the  provi  nce  of  the 
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Great  Sachem  to  pass  upon  the  case.  Brother  Hollis  preferred  charges  in 
Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  against  P.  G.  S.Thomas  K.  Donnalley.  The  charges 
were  investigated,  and  the  committee  found  them  not  sustained.  The  Tribe 
approved  the  finding  of  the  committee,  and  from  that  action  Brother  Hollis 
appealed.    The  appeal  embraced  six  points,  viz.  : 

First—  Undue  haste  on  the  part  of  the  committee  in  hearing  the  case, 
sufficient  time  not  being  given  the  plaintiff  for  going  on  with  his  side  and 
having  counsel  present. 

Second—  In  the  ruling  out  by  the  committee  and  refusing  to  receive,  or 
have  read,  competent  evidence. 

Third— In  that  the  committee  admitted  irrelevant  and  improper  testi- 
mony, to  which  objections  were  raised  by  the  plaintiff. 

Fourtfi,m  —Because  the  committee  allowed  more  than  one  witness  for  the  de- 
fendant to  be  in  the  room  at  once. 

Fifth— In  that  the  finding  of  the  committee  was  contrary  to  the  positive 
evidence  submitted  by  the  plaintiff. 

Sixth.-Tha,t  the  committee,  being  duly  notified  that  the  charges  were  with- 
drawn and  the  case  abandoned,  erred  in  presenting  areportto  any  other  effect. 

I  decided  the  case  as  follows : 

.First.— The  plaintiff  should  have  been  fully  prepared  to  have  prosecuted 
his  case  when  he  preferred  the  charges. 

Second.  -The  committee  appointed  to  try  the  case  were  competent  judges 
as  to  the  relevancy  or  irrelevancy  of  the  evidence  offered. 

Third.— Answered  bv  decision  Second. 

Fourth.— The  committee  had.a  perfect  right  to  allow  more  than  one  wit- 
ness in  the  room  at  the  same  time. 

Fifth—  The  committee  could  not  permit  the  charges  to  be  withdrawn  and 
the  case  abandoned.    See  Digest,  Sec.  155. 

Sixth.—  The  principal  point  at  issue  is  whether  the  prosecutor  has  a  right 
to  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Tribe  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  com- 
mitteee  "  not  sustaining  the  charges."  We  are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
plaintiff  has  no  right  to  appeal,  or  have  grounds  for  grievance  from  the  action 
of  the  Tribe  in  deciding  the  brother  innocent.  The  committee  (jury)  found 
a  verdict  of  not  guiity,  and  the  Tribe  (the  Court)  having  approved  of  the 
finding,  the  plaintiff  is  barred  the  right  of  appeal.  Had  the  brother  been 
found  guilty  he  could  have  appealed. 

There  is  no  practice  in  our  code  (or  civil)  law,  permitting  the  prosecutor  to 
appeal  from  the  verdict  of  the  committee  (jury)  in  case  of  acquittal  in  a 
criminal  case.  The  defendant  having  once  been  tried  and  acquitted,  cannot 
be  tried  again  for  the  same  offense.  I  decided  that  the  plaintiff  had  no  case, 
and  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Under  date  of  23d  sun,  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  a  complaint  from  Brother 
Michael  Beggs,  of  Tribe  No.  146,  that  the  Tribe  had  withheld  his  benefits.  I 
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wrote  to  the  brother  to  send  a  proper  appeal,  but  failing  to  hear  from  him,  I 
dismissed  his  complaint. 

In  the  case  of  Brother  S.  A.  Lake  vs.  Caughnewago  Tribe,  No.  228,  which 
was  referred  to  me  by  the  Great  Council  at  York,  after  writing  several  times  to 
the  Tribe  I  received  an  official  notice  that  they  had  settled  with  the  brother 
and  I  dismissed  the  case. 

On  the  28th  of  Worm  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  I  received  an  appeal  from  Brother 
Merritt  Tompkins  from  the  action  of  Winola  Tribe,  No.  265,  in  refusing  to 
pay  funeral  benefits  upon  the  death  of  Milo  M.  Thompson,  a  deceased  mem- 
ber of  said  Tribe  The  appeal  not  having  been  taken  in  accordance  with  Sec. 
2  of  Art  XXV.,  I  dismissed  the  appeal. 

APPEAL  FOR  AID. 

On  the  26th  of  Flower  Moon  I  received  an  appeal  from  Tobyhanna  Tribe, 
No.  274,  to  be  circulated  for  aid  for  distressed  children  of  a  deceased  brother. 
Having  examined  into  the  case,  and  believing  the  object  to  be  a  worthy  and 
deserving  one,  I  granted  permission  to  circulate  the  appeal  among  the  Tribes 
in  this  Reservation. 

RESIGNATIONS  AND  APPOINTMENTS. 
DEPUTY  GREAT  SACHEMS. 
On  the  17th  of  Traveling  Moon  I  received  the  resignation  of  W.  A.  Byars  as 
Deputy  Great  Sachem  of  Westmoreland  county,  and  appointed  Past  Sachem, 
John  A.  Finfrock  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

While  the  laws  governing  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas  places  the  Councils 
under  the  direct  control  of  the  Great  Sachem,  I  found  that  it  was  impossible 
for  me,  in  connection  with  my  other  official  duties,  to  give  the  attention  to  the 
Councils  in  Luzerne  county  that  was  required,  and  I  appointed  Past  Sachem 
William  Broutage,  of  Wyoming  Valley  Council,  No.  6,  my  Special  Deputy  in 
Luzerne  county,  to  look  after  the  welfare  of  the  several  Councils,  and  to  raise 
their  Chiefs,  the  right  to  render  decisions  and  grant  dispensations  still  being 
reserved  by  me. 

On  the  26th  of  Hunting  Moon  I  received  the  resignation  of  P.  G.  S.  Wm. 
Aten  as  Deputy  Great  Sachem  for  Montour  county,  which  I  accepted,  and 
appointed  P.  S.,  J.  D.  Williams,  of  No.  77,  to  fill  the  vacancy.  On  the  22d  of 
Cold  Moon  I  appointed  P.  S.,  E.  F.  Johnston,  of  No.  185,  D.  G.  S.  for 
Wyoming  county. 

COMMITTEE  TO  PREPARE  THE  TICKETS  TO  BE  VOTED  FOR 

IN  WORM  MOON. 

On  the  10th  sun  of  Cold  Moon  I  appointed  Past  Sachems  Jos.  H.  Edwards 
No.  50;  B.  T.  Brown,  No.  51;  Jos.  F.  Edwards,  No,  113,  a  committee  to 
arrange  the  names  of  the  nominees  for  Great  Chiefs  and  Representatives  to 
the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  on  the  tickets,  in  accordance  with  Art. 
XVI.,  By-Laws  of  this  Great  Council. 
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ELECTION  BOARD. 

On  the  9th  sun  Plant  Moon,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  3,  A.rt.  XVI.,  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council,  I  appointed  the  following  Past  Sachems  to 
open  and  count  the  returns  of  the  election  held  in  Worm  Moon  last,  for  Great 
Chiefs  of  this  Great  Council  and  Representatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  the 
United  States  :  Henry  M.  Greenwood,  No.  29,  Judge  ;  Theo.  H.  Gilbert,  No. 
38,  and  George  W.  White,  No.  1,  Tellers  ;  Charles  Seider,  No.  45,  and  David 
Conn,  No.  236,  Clerks. 

OLD  MAN'S  HOME. 

The  laudable  ambition  of  the  brothers  of  our  Order  to  estab- 
lish a  Home  for  the  aged  and  indigent  members  of  the  Improved 
Order  of  Red  Men  should  receive  the  approbation  of  the  entire 
Brotherhood,  and  the  advance  so  far  made  should  commend  said 
corporation  to  every  individual  member.  An  act  of  incorpora- 
tion has  been  secured  from  the  Courts  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  Board  of  Directors  elected,  and  they  are  now  prepared 
to  locate  a  place  and  erect  a  building,  which,  in  the  near  future, 
will  be  a  monument  to  the  ennobling  principles  of  Freedom, 
Friendship  and  Charity.  I  would  recommend  the  same  to  the 
favorable  consideration  of  the  brothers  throughout  our  reserva- 
tion. 

OCTORORA  TRIBE,  No.  91. 

Having  received  intelligence  that  the  Chief  of  Records  of  Oc- 
torora  Tribe,  No.  91,  was  false  to  his  trust,  accompanied  by  the 
G.  G.  of  R.,  I  visited  the  Tribe  on  the  sleep  of  the  23d  sun, 
Plant  Moon,  and  regret  to  report  that  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Tribe  was  deplorable — every  inch  of  wampum  gone,  books 
manipulated,  and  valuable  papers  destroyed.  Notwithstanding 
this  condition  of  affairs,  we  found  the  brothers  determined  to 
carry  out  the  principles  of  our  Order  and  keep  the  council  fire 
of  No.  91  burning  brightly.  I  granted  them  a  dispensation  to 
suspend  the  payment  of  benefits  for  six  moons,  and  would  re- 
commend that  the  per  capita  tax  for  the  term  ending  Worm 
Moon  be  remitted. 

ELECTIONEERING. 

It  is  a  worthy  ambition  that  prompts  any  member  to  seek  an 
elevation  to  a  chieftaincy  when  that  ambition  is  prompted  by 
pure  motives,  and  the  desire  to  be  the  successful  candidate,  when 
proper  measures  are  adopted  to  gratify  that  desire,  should  be 
commended  ;  but  when  candidates  seek  to  be  elevated  to  posi- 
tions within  the  gift  of  the  Order  by  means  calculated  to  bring 
odium  upon  the  Order  and  to  defame  the  character  of  their  op- 
ponents, then  such  methods  and  plans  should  be  condemned. 
During  the  recent  election  for  Great  Chiefs  circulars  libelling 
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the  character  of  one  of  the  elective  Chiefs  of  this  Great  Council 
were  spread  broadcast  throughout  the  State,  and  certain  rumors 
were  put  in  circulation  that  had  a  tendency  to  bring  this  Great 
Council  in  disrepute  before  the  pale-face  vYorld.  One  of  the  ru- 
mors, to  the  effect  that  there  was  crookedness  in  the  office  of  the 
Great  Chief  of  Records,  having  reached  the  ear  of  the  Great 
Sachem,  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Great  Chiefs,  at  the 
Great  Council  office,  for  an  investigation,  and  am  most  happy  to 
state  that  we  found  the  rumor  groundless.  As  a  result  of  the 
said  meeting  the  following  was  issued  :

To  the  Members  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Sirs  and  Brothers  :  Whereas  rumors  are  in  circulation  that  there  is  crook- 
edness in  the  management  of  the  business  in  the  office  of  the  Great  Chief  of 
Records,  we,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Great  Council,  hereby  declare  that  the  said  rumor  is  without  the  slightest 
foundation.  The  business  of  the  office  of  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  was 
never  better  managed  than  during  the  great  sun  under  Great  Chief  of  Records 
Thomas  K.  Donnalley.  We  have  examined  the  hooks,  &c.,  every  moon  and 
have  always  found  them  to  be  properly  kept  in  every  particular  and  every  inch 
of  wampum  received  by  him  has  been  punctually  paid  over  to  the  Great 
Keeper  of  Wampum.  We  have  regularly  reported  the  same  to  his  securities. 
The  business  of  the  office  lias  greatly  increased  during  the  great  sun,  and  we 
take  pleasure  in  commending  the  G.  C.  of  R.,  for  his  excellence  in  the  system 
of  book-keeping.  In  justice  to  a  brother  and  faithful  Chief,

The  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum  takes  pleasure  in  endorsing  the  above  state- 
ment as  presented  by  1  he  Finance  Committee,  and  fully  believes,  which  is 
confirmed  by  facts,  that  all  moneys  are  faithfully  accounted  for  and  promptly 
paid  over  to  the  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the 
Great  Council.  As  a  clerical  clerk  of  the  Order  I  can  recommend  his  abilities 
by  a  personal  examination  of  his  books.

Brethren:  Owing  to  the  action  of  certain  members  of  the  Order  in  this 
State  in  spreading  broadcast  rumors  that  the  affairs  of  the  Great  Chief  of 
Records'  office  are  not  properly  conducted  and  said  rumors  having  reached  the 
ears  of  your  Great  Sachem,  we  called  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Great  Chiefs 
and  Finance  Committee,  at  the  Great  Council  office,  on  the  first  of  the  present 
moon,  to  investigate  said  rumors,  and  are  most  happy  to  state  that  we  found 
said  rumors  to  be  groundless  and  the  business  of  the  office  not  only  honestly 
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and  systematically  conducted,  but  the  books  accessible  for  inspection  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  at  any  time.    T.  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem.

Brothers,  permit  me  to  urge  upon  you  the  great  importance 
of  conducting  the  campaigns  for  the  various  chieftaincies  in 
brotherly  love,  void  of  enmity  and  malice. 

THE  G-KEAT  SPIRIT'S  CALL. 

While  prosperity  and  happiness  has  attended  our  ways  in  a 
great  degree  during  the  past  twelve  moons,  and  while  we  have 
enjoyed  the  smiles  of  the  Great  Spirit,  the  dark  warrior  death 
has  entered  the  wigwams  of  many  of  our  members  and  bore 
away  from  the  scenes  of  this  life  the  spirits  of  some  who  have 
sat  with  us  around  the  Great  Council  fire  and  colabored  with 
their  brothers  in  legislating  for  the  welfare  of  our  Order.  Promi- 
nent among  those  who  have  yielded  to  the  last  call  of  Him  who 
doeth  all  things  well  are  : 

PAST  GREAT  SACHEM  DANIEL  m'GOWAN, 

Of  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  died  at  his  home  in  Philadel- 
phia, on  the  15th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  897.  I  would  re- 
commend that  a  special  committee  of  three  Past  Great  Sachems 
be  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  memorial  to  his  memory,  to 
be  spread  upon  the  records. 

PAST  SACHEM  JOHN  L.  HOLTZWORTH, 

Of  Cayugas  Tribe,  No.  31,  passed  from  the  scenes  of  life  on  the 
9th  of  Snow  Moon.  For  several  great  suns  he  was  a  regular  at- 
tendant at  the  sessions  of  this  Great  Council  and  was  well  known 
to  a  large  portion  of  our  membership.  I  would  suggest  that 
suitable  action  be  taken  by  this  Great  Council. 

PAST  SACHEM  AND  EX-REP.  TO  G.  C.  OF  D.  S.  JOHN  FRIEDRICK, 

Of  Cornplanter  Tribe,  No.  61,  of  Harrisburg,  was  summoned 
by  the  Great  Spirit  on  the  6th  of  Worm  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398. 
Bro.  Friedrick  was  known  to  veiy  many  members  of  our  Order 
and  in  great  suns  past  was  an  active  member  of  this  Great 
Council. 

PAST  SACHEM  JOHN  D.  LOWERY. 

We  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Past  Sachem  John  L>. 
Lowery,  of  Oceola  Tribe,  No.  11,  which  occurred  on  the  21st 
of  Plant  Moon.  Bro.  Lowery  was  admitted  a  member  of  this 
Great  Council  in  G.  S.  D.  392  and  has  been  a  regular  attendant 
at  the  sessions  of  this  Great  Council  ever  since,  tie  was  the 
founder  of  Wa  Wa  Tribe,  No.  245. 
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SPECIAL  COUNCILS. 

I  directed  G.  C.  of  E.  Donnalley  to  issue  a  call  for  a  Special 
Council  of  the  Great  Council,  to  be  held  at  Industrial  Hall, 
Philadelphia,  on  the  9th  of  Beaver  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397.  The 
council  was  the  largest  Special  Council  that  it  has  ever  been  the 
privilege  of  the  Great  Sachem  to  attend,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
records.  The  Committee  on  Testimonial  to  the  late  retiring  Great 
Chief  of  Keeords  Charles  C.  Conley,  presented  a  preliminary  re- 
port, and  it  was  my  great  pleasure,  in  afeeble  manner,  to  present 
the  testimonial  on  behalf  of  the  Great  Council. 

Special  Councils  for  the  admission  of  Past  Sachems  and  exem- 
plification of  the  unwritten  work  were  held  at  Erie,  on  the  15th 
of  Snow  Moon  ;  at  Mifflintown,  on  the  18th  of  Snow  Moon  ;  at 
Altoona,  on  the  15th  of  Worm  Moon,  and  at  Philadelphia,  on  the 
sleep  of  the  26th  of  Plant  Moon.  At  all  ot  these  Special  Coun- 
cils a  large  number  of  Past  Sachems  received  the  Great  Council 
Degree. 

VISITATIONS. 

While  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  pay  official  visits  to  a  con- 
siderable number  of  Tribes,  still  I  have  not  visited  as  many  as 
I  desired  to,  and  the  only  excuse  I  can  offer  is  the  want  of  time 
and  a  pressure  of  official  duties.  During  my  chieftaincy  1  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  sitting  around  the  council  fires  of  Tribes 
Nob.  3,  17,  20,  72,  73,  87,  91,  105,  120,  125,  127,  128, 154,  156,  170, 
173,  174,  178,  201,  204,  217,  248,  249,  257,  263,  265,  273,  274,  283 ; 
District  Councils  at  Chester,  Norristown,  West  Philadelphia  and 
Manyunk,  and  Degree  of  Pocahonts  Councils  Nos.  3,  4,  6  and  8. 
Upon  a  number  of  visitations  I  had  the  pleasure  of  being  ac- 
companied by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Great 
Chiefs  and  a  number  of  members  of  various  Tribes. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

DEGREE  OF  POCAHONTAS. 

The  branch  of  our  Order  known  as  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas. 
ha.8  been  almost  entirely  placed  under  the  control  of  State  juris- 
dictions so  far  as  legislating  for  their  welfare. 

During  the  past  great  sun  eighteen  councils  have  been  institu- 
ted, and  I  believe  ere  long  this  branch  will  be  a  powerful  and 
influential  auxiliary  to  our  Order. 

The  terms  for  Chiefs  to  serve  are,  however,  in  the  opinion  of 
your  Great  Sachem,  too  long.  Some  of  the  councils  meet  every 
seven  suns,  others  twice  each  moon,  all  but  one  are  beneficial 
Councils,  and  the  labors  performed  by  the  Chiefs  are  equal  to 
those  of  Tribes.    I  would  recommend  that  the  rules  governing 
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the  Degree  of  Pocahontas  in  this  State  be  amended  by  adding 
after  the  word  "  Moon,"  in  the  second  line  of  Rule  8,  the  words 
"  and  Corn. Moon."  I  would  also  recommend  that  Councils  pay 
a  per  capita  tax  of  four  inches  every  six  moons  for  each  member 
upon  their  books,  as  it  will  require  fully  this  amount  to  cover 
the  expenses  entailed  upon  the  Great  Council  to  attend  to  the 
welfare  of  the  Councils. 

SALARY  OF  THE   G.  C.  OF  R. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  present  salary  of  the  Great 
Chief  of  Records  is  not  sufficiently  large  enough  to  reimburse 
that  Chieftain  for  the  labors  he  is  expected  and,  if  a  faithful 
Chief,  must  perform.  The  present  law  cannot  be  amended  until 
the  next  Great  Sun  Council.  I  would  recommend  that  an  amend- 
ment be  offered  at  this  council  raising  the  salary  of  the  G.  C.  of 
E. 

GREAT  SACHEM'S  EXPENSES. 

At  the  last  session  the  appropriation  to  the  Great  Sachem  was 
increased.  Your  Great  Sachem  has  used  the  amount  as  eco- 
nomically as  possible  and  to  the  best  advantage.  The  calls  upon 
his  private  belt  have  been  numerous.  The  appropriation,  in  the 
estimation  of  the  Great  Sachem,  is  still  too  small.  The  time 
has  arrived  when  a  brother  filling  the  position  of  Great  Sachem 
must  devote  a  greater  portion,  if  not  all,  of  his  time  to  the 
chieftaincy  to  which  he  has  been  elevated  ;  and  while  the  honor 
in  being  elevated  to  the  stump  of  Great  Sachem  is  by  no  means 
insignificant,  yet,  if  he  is  compelled  to  earn  them  by  labor,  he 
should  not  be  compelled  to  purchase  them  by  expending  his  pri- 
vate wampum  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order. 

TO  ORGANIZERS. 

A  resolution  of  this  Great  Council  gives  to  the  organizer  of 
each- Tribe  ten  fathoms.  Your  Great  Sachem  has  found  that  this 
sum  has  not  been  a  very  tempting  offer  to  brothers  or  pale-faces 
to  interest  themselves  in  organizing  Tribes.  The  amount  should 
be  increased.  And  if  we  desh*ethat  the  Improved  Order  of  Red 
Men  should  keep  pace  with,  if  not  lead,  other  societies  of  a 
kindred  nature,  we  must  unloosen  the  belt  strings  and  be  more 
liberal,  not  lavishly  so,  but  sufficiently  to  reimburse  the  workers. 
The  wampum  properly  invested  will  return  to  the  Great  Council 
belt  tenfold  in  per  capita  tax  on  new  members  secured. 

PROCLAMATIONS. 

During  the  great  sun  I  issued  proclamations  to  Deputy  Great 
Sachems,  one  of  congratulation,  and  the  following  in  relation  to 
the  yellow  fever  sufferers  : 
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Office  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  ) 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men,  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity.  > 
Philadelphia,  27th  Sun,  Traveling  Moon,  G-.  S.  D.  397.  ) 
To  the  Various  Tribes  of  Pennsylvania  : 

Whereas,  our  sister  Tribes  in  the  Reservation  of  Florida  have  suffered 
grievously  by  the  yellow  fever  scourge,  which  has  carried  many  to  the  happy 
hunting  grounds  of  the  Great  Spirit,  and  which,  as  it  is  still  raging,  is  bring- 
ing great  suffering  and  privation  to  those  who  are  unable  to  pursue  the  hunt 
or  provide  either  for  their  own  families  or  those  of  their  departed  brothers, 
being  in  great  need  of  financial  aid. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Thomas  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem  of  the  Great  Council 
of  Pennsylvania,  by  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  me,  call  upon  the  sev- 
eral Tribes  throughout  this  great  reservation  to  promptly  render  such  aid  to 
our  suffering  brothers  in  Florida  as  the  Wampum  Belts  of  their  Tribes  will 
permit. 

Forward  all  wampum  to  Great  Chief  of  Records  Thomas  K.  Donnalley,  928 
Race  street,  Philadelphia,  who  will  immediately  return  receipt  for  the'same 
to  the  Tribes  donating. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania 
the  sun  and  moon  above  given.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  a  generous  and  liberal 
response  on  behalf  of  the  Tribes,  and  the  Great  Chief  of  Records 
will  give  an  account  of  the  donations  and  disbursements  in  his 
report. 

HONORABLE  MENTION. 

In  the  performance  of  my  official  duties  I  have  been  greatly 
aided  by  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  Great  Senior  Saga- 
more Meyers,  who  was  ever  active  in  doing  the  work  assigned 
him;  Great- Chief  of  Records  Donnalley,  who  not  only  replied 
promptly  to  all  communications  from  me,  but  was  ever  ready  to 
respond  to  the  call  of  duty,  and  thrice  he  trailed  to  the  western 
portion  of  our  reservation,  as  the  representative  of  the  Great 
Sachem,  on  special  duties.  Great  Keeper  of  Wampum  Kreamer 
has  always  been  ready  to  lend  a  "  helping  hand."  Great  Junior 
Sagamore  McCully  has  faithfully  performed  his  duties.  Great 
Sannap  Conley,  Great  Mishenewa  Ludwig,  G.  G>  of  W.  Brashear 
and  G.  G.  of  F.  Swain  have  been  efficient  Great  Chiefs,  and  all 
the  above  have  my  thanks. 

Nearly  all  of  the  fifty-six  Deputy  Great  Sachems  have  been 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  have  not  only  very 
frequently  corresponded  with  the  Great  Sachem,  but  have  kept 
him  informed  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Tribes  under  their  care, 
for  which  I  thank  them. 

To  Special  Deputy  William  Bromage  and  Past  Chief  Sister 
Mrs.  Charles  Gabel,  of  Luzerne  county,  and  the  members  of 
Wyoming  Valley  Council,  No.  6,  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  I  desire 
to  especially  extend  my  thanks  for  the  assistance  they  gave  me 
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in  the  institution  and  care  of  the  several  councils  in  Luzerne 
county. 

To  the  members  of  the  various  committees,  who  have  been 
prompt  and  attentive  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  I  return 
my  thanks. 

CONCLUSION. 

My  brothers,  the  tomahawk  of  authority  placed  in  my  hands 
and  the  insignia  of  official  distinction  with  which  you  decorated 
your  Great  Sachem  one  great  sun  ago  will,  in  a  few  runs,  pass 
to  the  keeping  of  my  successor.  I  have  endeavored  to  be  faith- 
ful in  every  degree  to  the  trust  confided  in  me  and  to  carry  out 
every  promise  made  when  raised  to  this  stump.  I  ask  for  my 
successor  the  united  support  of  every  member  of  the  Order  in 
this  State  and  the  same  uniform  kindness  you  have  shown  me. 
I  trust  that  peace  and  harmony  will  prevail  during  our  delibera- 
tions, and  when  the  Great  Council  fire  is  quenched  and  we  return 
to  our  respective  Tribes,  may  we  cherish  the  great  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  we  have  legislated  well  for  the  Improved  Order 
of  Red  Men  of  Pennsylvania. 

We  know  not  when  the  roll  of  the  Great  Council  will  be  called 
for  the  last  time  ;  we  know  not  who  of  us  will  be  called  by  the 
Great  Spirit  to  try  the  realities  of  another  world  before  the  next 
Great  Sun  Council  fire  is  kindled,  but  I  trust  that  our  lives  will  be 
such  that  at  last  our  frail  barks  may  be  landed  where  we  may 
enjoy  blessings  of  a  happy  eternal  life.

Rep.  Hollis,  No.  50,  moved  that  so  much  of  the  Long  Talk  as 
referred  to  Hollis  vs.  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  be  referred  to  a  spe- 
cial committee  of  three. 

The  Great  Sachem  ruled  the  motion  out  of  order,  as  the  law 
defined  the  committee  to  whom  it  should  be  referred. 

The  Great  Senior  Sagamore  reported  as  follows : 
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Report  of  the  Great  Senior  Sagamore. 

Philadelphia,  10th  Sun,  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398. 
TJwmas  D.  Tanner,  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania : 

Eespected  Chief  :  I  herewith  transmit  my  report  as  Great  Senior  Saga- 
more and  Dep.  Great  Sachem  of  Philadelphia,  and  desire,  through  you,  to 
thank  the  brothers  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  me  during  the  past  great  sun. 

During  the  first  six  moons  of  my  term  as  Deputy,  the  excitement  in  the 
pale-face  world  seemed  to  draw  away  the  attention  of  the  brothers  from  their 
Tribes,  but  since  the  1st  of  Hunting  Moon  the  brothers  in  the  Philadelphia 
District  have  been  striving  to  do  all  that  lay  in  their  power  to  increase  the 
membership. 

Under  instructions  from  yourself,  I  officiated  at  the  relighting  of  the  fol- 
lowing council  fires : 

Minnehaha,  No.  Ill,  at  Branchtown,  on  the  7th  of  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397. 

Itah  Tribe,  No.  115,  on  the  19th  of  Hot  Moon,  at  Philadelphia. 

Apachee  Degree  Council,  No.  8,  on  the  7th  of  Beaver  Moon,  at  Philadel- 
phia. 

Tohickon  Tribe,  No.  176,  on  the  25th  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  at  Phila- 
delphia. 

Lamokin  Tribe,  No.  80,  on  the  29th  of  Worm  Moon,  G.S.D.  398,  atLamokin. 

Hepanna  Tribe,  No.  12,  on  the  4th  of  Plant  Moon,  at  Philadelphia. 

Iroquois  Degree  Council,  No.  10,  on  the;10th  of  Hunting  Moon,  397,  at  Nor- 
ristown. 

Menno  Degree  Council,  No.  11,  on  the  31st  of  Cold  Moon,  398,  at  Philadel- 
phia. 

On  the  27th  of  Hunting  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  you  authorized  me  to  trace  up 
the  effects  of  Mohawk  Tribe,  No.  14,  whose  council  fire  had  ceased  to  burn  in 
Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397.  I  authorized  Bro.  P.  G.  S.  Jos.  P.  Young  to  de- 
mand and  receive  all  effects  of  Mohawk  Tribe.  In  Worm  Moon  I  received  the 
enclosed  letter  from  Brother  Young : 

To  William  G.  Meyers,  Deputy  Great  Sachem,  Philadelphia  District  : 

Respected  Great  Chief  :  Yours  of  January  14th,  1889,  duly  received  and 
contents  noted.  In  complying  with  your  request  to  obtain  possession  of  the 
effects  of  Mohawk  Tribe,  No.  14,  I  learned  that  the  Tribe  had  disbanded  in 
Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397.  After  their  dissolution  their  effects  remained  in 
the  wigwam  for  some  time,  but  were  eventually  removed  by  parties  unknown. 
After  diligent  search  I  succeeded  in  recovering  the  following  articles,  viz.  : 

C.  of  R.  books,  charter,  16  elective  and  appointed  Chiefs' hashes,  29  Chiefs' 
Degree,  9  adoption  and  14  Past  Sachems'  sashes. 

All  of  these  articles  have  been  forwarded  by  me  to  the  Great  Chief  of 
Records. 

The  ritual,  seals,  costumes,  and  about  twenty  dollars  in  cash  I  have  been 
unable  to  trace,  and  would  respectfully  suggest  that  you  direct  a  cominunica- 
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tion  to  the  last  Sacheui  of  No.  14,  calling  his  attention  to  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  June  26th,  1883,  requiring  him  to  turn  over  to  the  Great  Sachem  all  the 
effects  of  the  disbanded  Tribe.  Until  such  a  demand  has  been  made,  no  action 
can  be  taken  under  that  law.  . 
Hoping  mv  actions  in  this  matter  will  meet  with  your  approbation,  I  remain 
v   s  Yours,  in  F.,  P.  and  C, 

Joseph  P.  Young. 

And  on  the  1st  of  Plant  Moon  I  wrote  to  Brother  Jacob  Gluck,  of  No.  14, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  last  report  as  their  Sachem,  demanding  from  him 
all  books,  papers,  seals,  costumes,  paraphernalia  and  wampum  that  was  in 
possession  of  the  Tribe  when  he  was  Sachem.  On  the  1st  of  Plant  Moon 
Brother  Gluck  called  to  see  me,  and  showed  me  his  Withdrawal  Card,  show- 
ing that  he  had  left  the  Tribe  before  its  final  quenching  of  the  council  fire,  and 
promised  to  let  me  know  who  was  the  last  Sachem. 

About  the  11th  of  Plan*--  Moon  Brother  P.  S.  Gluck  called  and  told  me  that 
he  could  not  learn  what  had  become  of  the  last  Sachem,  and  stated  that  he 
had  made  inquiries,  and  all  that  was  of  any  use  had  been  delivered  up  to 
Brother  Young.  He  thought  that  Mohawk,  No.  14,  might  be  rekindled  as  an 
English  Tribe,  but  never  as  a  German  Tribe. 

I  therefore  submit  the  following :  That  all  has  been  recovered  that  was 
possible  of  the  effects  of  No  14,  and  great  credit  should  be  given  to  P.  G.  S. 
Jos.  P.  Young  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  performed  the  duties  assigned 
him.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  next  Deputy  of  that  District  to 
try  and  rekindle  the  council  fire  of  No.  14. 

DECISIONS. 

1st  sun,  Hot  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  397,  Piute  Tribe,  No.  251,  asks  the  following 
question : 

A  brother  of  the  Tribe  who  is  in  good  standing,  and  has  been  drawing 
benefits,  dies  at  the  next  regular  council  of  the  Tribe.  The  Belief  Chiefs  re- 
port on  the  sick  brother  and  report  the  brother's  death.  It  is  moved  and  sec- 
onded that  the  report  of  the  Belief  Chiefs  be  received,  and  orders  be  drawn 
for  those  entitled.  The  motion  is  carried  and  the  Sachem  declares  the  sick 
brothers  entitled  to  their  benefits,  giving  amounts,  and  also  declares  the 
widow  of  our  deceased  brother  entitled  to  sixty-five  fathoms  funeral  benefits. 

Question.— Has  the  Sachem  the  power  to  declare  death  benefits  in  this  way? 
Some  of  the  Tribe  claim  that  a  motion  to  draw  an  order  for  sixty-five  fathoms 
should  be  made  in  New  Business. 

Answer.— The  Belief  Chiefs  having  made  their  report,  and  a  motion 
adopted  to  receive  their  report  and  orders  to  be  drawn  for  those  entitled.  The 
Sachem  decla  ring  the  widow  entitled  to  funeral  benefits  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary.

Question.— Can  the  Tribe  adopt  a  blind  man  who  is  otherwise  sound  and 
healthy  ? 

Answer. — A  Tribe  has  not  the  right  to  adopt  a  blind  man. 
On  the  5th  of  Traveling  Moon  Yuba  Tribe,  No.  278  : 

First.— Is  a  brother  in  arrears  if  lie  owes  three  moons'  wampum  at  the 
quenching  of  the  council  fire  at  the  last  sleep  of  the  quarter? 

Second.— If  such  is  the  standing  of  a  Past  Sachem,  am  I  justifiable  in  for- 
warding his  name  to  the  Great  Council  as  being  in  good  standing? 

Answer  to  First.— A  brother  is  not  in  arrears.  He  must  owe  over  three 
moons'  wampum. 

Answer  to  Second.— Not  being  over  three  moons  in  arrears  you  are  compelled 
to  return  him  as  being  in  good  standing  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

On  the  18th  of  Cold  Moon,  398,  Gawanese  Tribe,  No.  281  : 

Question.— What  is  the  proper  position  for  a  Sachem  in  addressing  the 
Tribe  or  in  making  remarks  to  the  Tribe,  should  it  be  a  standing  or  sitting 
position  ? 

Answer.— It  is  not  necessary  for  the  Sachem  to  rise  when  stating  a  question, 
but  he  should  do  so  when  putting  it  to  a  vote.  If  he  desires  to  make  any  re- 
marks, debate  or  offer  a  motion,  he  must  place  the  Tribe  under  the  charge  of 
the  Senior  Sagamore. 

On  the  1st  sun,  Plant  Moon,  398,  Wissinoming  Tribe,  No.  133  : 

Question.— Is  a  brother  over  three  moons  in  arrears  allowed  to  speak  on  any 
subject  brought  up  in  the  Tribe? 

Answer.    He  is  allowed  to  speak,  but  not  to  vote  on  any  question. 

On  the  23d  of  Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  398,  the  following  appeal  from  P.  S. 
Edward  Weckerly,  John  Harper  and  Samuel  Goodwin,  of  Penobscot  Tribe, 
No.  70  : 

On  the  23d  of  Plant  Moon  I  received  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  Penobscot 
Tribe,  No.  70,  in  the  case  of  raising  up  the  Keeper  of  Wampum-elect,  he  hav- 
ing refused  to  give  security,  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Tribe,  signed  by 
Past  Sachems  Edward  Weckerly,  John  Harper  and  Samuel  Goodwin,  of  said 
Tribe. 

The  appeal  was  sustained  for  the  following  reasons  : 

First.— The  K.  of  W. -elect  having  refused  to  comply  with  the  law  of  the 
Order  by  furnishing  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  Chieftaincy, 
the  Deputy  Great  Sachem  was  correct  in  refusing  to  raise  him  up  to  his  stump. 

Second.— The  Tribe  erred,  at  a  subsequent  Council,  in  directing  the  Sachem 
to  appoint  a  P.  S.  to  raise  up  the  K.  of  W. -elect. 

Third.— The  Past  Sachem  who  acted  as  D.  G.  S.  and  raised  up  the  K.  of 
W. -elect,  violated  not  only  the  law  of  the  Order,  but  also  the  raising  up  cere- 
mony. 
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Fourth.— The  K.  of  W. -elect  having  refused  to  give  the  security  as  laid 
down  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Tribe,  the  Sachem  should  have  declared  the 
Chieftaincy  of  K.  of  W.  vacant,  and  the  Tribe  held  an  election  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

In  view  of  the  above,  I  therefore  declare  the  Chieftaincy  of  K.  of  W.  of 
Penobscot  Tribe,  No.  70,  vacant,  and  direct  them  to  proceed  to  elect  a  qualified 
brother  to  the  position.

Report  of  the  Great  Chief  of  Records. 

Aixentown,  21st  Flower  Moon,  G.  8.  D,  398. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  : 

Brothers  :  In  presenting  this,  my  first  Report  as  your  Great  Chief  of 
Records,  I  am  more  than  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  that  the  past  great 
sun  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity,  though  not  to  the  extent  that  we 
had  looked  for.  Designed,  as  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  is,  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  a  fund  to  relieve  the  wants  of  humanity,  teaching 
and  promoting  fraternal  love,  and  forming  social  relations,  all  of  which  has 
a  tendency  to  make  us  more  perfect  in  our  knowledge  of  the  pledge  of  honor 
that  we  took  upon  ourselves  at  the  altar  of  our  beloved  Prophet.  Our  coun- 
cil fires  have  increased,  and  the  arrows  of  our  hunters  have  not  been  spent 
in  vain,  and  we  have  the  hope  that  the  future  of  our  Order  is  bright,  and 
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the  ennobling  principles  of  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity  will  be-taught 
in  every  section  of  our  reservation. 

YELLOW  FEVER  SUFFERERS. 


In  response  to  an  appeal  from  our  brothers  of  Florida,  for  aid  in  the  dread 
run  of  their  extremity,  occasioned  by  the  terrible  scourge,  yellow  fever,  the 
Great  Sachem  issued  a  proclamation,  and  the  appeal  was  not  in  vain.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  the  Tribes  who  responded,  with  the  respective  amounts 
attached  :

Paid  to  Great  Chief  of  Records  of  U.  S.  Charles  C.  Conley,  100  fathoms, 
leaving  a  balance  of  388  fathoms 

Brother  Conley  having  informed  us  that  the  brothers  of  Florida  had 
notified  him  that  they  needed  no  more  wampum,  the  balance  was  paid  over 
to  G.  K.  of  W.  George  W.  Kreamer,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  same 
be  placed  in  some  "saving  fund,"  where  interest  would  be  received,  and 
that  the  Great  Chiefs  be  given  authority  to  draw  from  said  fund,  whenever 
relief  is  asked  for  by  any  of  our  brothers  under  similar  circumstances. 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  resolutions  fixing  the  appropriations  for  the  Great  Sachem  as  regards 
his  expenses  for  the  great  sun,  and  that  to  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  for 
supplies  from  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  are  so  worded  that 
neither  of  those  Great  Chiefs  can  draw  any  orders  upon  the  Great  Keeper  of 
Wampum  only  once  in  every  three  moons,  and  then  bills  must  be  presented 
and  the  same  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  This  necessitates  these 
Great  Chiefs  to  pay  their  bills  out  of  their  own  private  fund,  and  wait  for 
two  moons  or  more  before  they  can  be  reimbursed.  This  is  unfair  to  the 
incumbents,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  appropriations  be  made  so 
that  the  Great  Sachem  can  draw  upon  the  G.  K.  of  W.,  and  that  for  sup- 
plies from  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  be  separate  from  that  for 
postage  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  G.  C.  of  R.,  and  said  Chief  have  full 
power  to  draw  upon  the  G.  K.  of  W.  to  pay  for  supplies,  and  I  would  ask 
for  an  appropriation  so  that  the  Great  Chiefs  can  procure  furniture  greatly 
needed  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  books  and  papers. 

ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

In  our  official  visits  to  the  Tribes  in  the  various  sections  of  our  reservation, 
more  especially  in  the  western  and  northwestern  districts,  we  found  our 
brothers,  though  earnest  and  desirous  of  increasing  our  strength,  somewhat 
handicapped  by  other  organizations  having  engrafted  in  their  laws  the  in- 
surance or  endowment  feature.  The  queries  propounded  by  the  intelligent 
pale-face,  "  Have  you  an  insurance  attached  to  the  Improved  Order  of  Red 
Men  ?"  "  What  do  you  pay?"  "  How  many  members  have  you  connected 
with  the  fund  ?"  these  and  many  more  have  a  tendency  to  retard  the  ener- 
gies of  our  members,  because  the  law  enacted  by  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.,  and  its 
small  membership  in  the  fund  does  not  have  a  tendency  to  increase  our 
strength.  We  believe  that  if  a  "State  organization"  was  established  in  this 
reservation  to  pay  a  benefit  upon  the  death  of  a  member,  with  a  small 
assessment,  thousands  of  pale-faces  would  attach  themselves  to  the  Improved 
Order  of  Red  Men,  instead  of  connecting  themselves  with  other  societies 
merely  because  they  have  the  endowment  feature  attached.  I  would,  there- 
fore, suggest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  at  this  great  sun's  council,  who 
shall  at  once  prepare  rules  for  the  government  of  a  "  Benefit  or  Endowment 
Fund  "  within  our  own  reservation. 

FISCAL  GREAT  SUN. 
Art.  XXII.,  Sec.  2d,  By-Laws  of  Great  Council  reads  as  follows  : 

"A  correct  report  of  each  Tribe,  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  must  be 
prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  within  seven  suns 
after  the  first  council  of  each  term,  together  with  the  amount  of  tax  due,  and 
a  list  of  the  Past  Sachems  of  the  Tribe  not  more  than  three  moons  in  arrears." 
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This  law  is  plain,  and  will  only  allow  one  construction,  and  while  in  a 
majority  of  cases  is  strictly  carried  out  by  the  Tribes,  yet  there  are  a  few  who 
are  always  derelict,  and  through  this  neglect  the  G.  C.  of  R.  cannot  make 
a  final  report  of  the  financial  and  numerical  standing  of  the  Order.  The 
fact  that  Representatives  desire  to  make  a  full  report  as  to  the  business  of 
the  Great  Council  almost  compels  the  G.  C.  of  R.  to  present  a  printed  re- 
port, and  a  complete  one  cannot  be  given  if  the  Tribes  fail  to  carry  out  the 
above  law,  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  fiscal  great  sun  of  the  Great 
Council  commence  on  the  1st  of  Flower  Moon  and  end  on  the  30th  Plant 
Moon  of  each  and  every  great  sun,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  G.  C.  of  R. 
to  open  and  close  his  books  for  the  great  sun,  in  accordance  with  the  above, 
and  any  Tribe  failing  to  have  their  reports  and  per  capita  tax  by  the  30th 
Plant  Moon,  shall  be  debarred  from  representation  in  the  Great  Council. 

COUNCIL  BRAND. 

This  organ  of  our  Order  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  us  in  spreading  the 
principles  of  our  Order  in  sections  of  our  reservation  where  no  council  fires 
were  burning.  Hundreds  of  copies  at  intervals  have  been  mailed  by  the 
editor,  Brother  T.  D.  Tanner,  to  pale-faces,  and  the  result  has  been  good 
fruit,  and  we  would  suggest  a  renewal  of  the  appropriation  made  one  great 
sun  ago. 

PROPER  PROTECTION  OF  THE  REPORTS  OF  TRIBES,  &o. 

The  six  moons'  reports  of  the  Tribes  for  many  great  suns  have  been  bound 
in  book  form,  each  term  by  itself,  and  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
can  easily  be  examined,  and  in  case  the  books  of  an  extinct  Tribe  have  never 
been  surrendered,  the  standing  of  any  of  the  members  can  be  ascertained. 
These  books  have  accumulated  to  a  considerable  extent  during  the  past 
fifteen  great  suns,  so  much  so  that  we  have  not  the  proper  receptacles  for 
their  security.  We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  have  an  additional  desk  for  the  G.  C,  of  R,  arranged  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  papers  will  be  convenient  and  safe. 

PRINTING  OF  RECORDS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

In  accordance  with  Sec.  1st,  Art.  19th,  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council, 
proposals  were  asked  for  the  printing  for  the  use  of  the  Greal  Council  and 
its  Chiefs.  Only  one  was  received,  and  that  was  opened,  as  provided  for  in 
the  law,  and  awarded  to  Brother  Thomas  D.  Tanner,  of  Easton. 

The  number  of  copies  of  the  Record  printed  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demand,  and  the  G.  C.  of  R.  has  been  compelled  to  refuse  copies  to 
members  of  the  Order.  We  should  have  at  least  twelve  hundred  copies,  so 
that  all  who  ask  can  receive,  and  yet  be  a  sufficient  number  to  supply  the 
members  present  at  the  ensuing  great  sun's  council. 
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DEGREE  OF  POCAHONTAS. 
This  branch  of  our  Order  has  been  of  incalculable  advantage  to  onr 
progress,  for  wherever  a  Council  has  been  established,  the  Tribe  has  in- 
creased in  -warriors,  wampum  and  wisdom. 
Number  of  Councils,  21 ;  membership,  1,262.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men  : 

Your  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  present  the  following  report  of  their 
actions  for  the  past  great  sun  : 

We  have  had  presented  to  us,  for  action,  148  amendments  to  By-Laws,  from 
the  following  Tribes  :  Nos.  4,  15,  18,  22,  37,  38,  43,  47,  50  ,  56,  67,  69,  71,  77,  87, 
104,  105,  119,  126.  139,  144,  145,  151,  152,  154,  156,  166,  167,  171,  172,  174,  178, 
18l!  189,  202,  203,  207,  213,  225,  230,  235,  238,  242,  243,  244,  253,  256,  261  and  272, 
and  Councils,  Degree  of  Pocahontas,  Nos.  2  and  3,  which  were  approved. 

We  have  also  had,  for  our  consideration,  full  codes  of  By-Laws  from  the  fol- 
lowing Tribes:  Nos  17,  35,  60,  72,  111,  112,  131,  141,  154,  170,  174,  176,  177,185, 
196,  201,  204,  208,  210,  216,  230,  239,  265,  278  and  282,  and  Councils  of  Degree 
of  Pocahontas  Nos.  3,  4,  5,  6,  8,  9,  10  and  12,  which,  after  some  modifications, 
were  approved. 

Tour  committee  would  call  attention  of  Great  Council  to  the  Tribes  incor- 
porating articles  of  the  Constitution  in  the  By-Laws  which  we  were  compelled 
to  strike  out. 

Your  committee  refused  tc  approve  a  By-Law  allowing  a  brother  to  go  to 
work  one  day  and  still  draw  benefits  two  days  and  deduct  for  same,  and  three 
days  and  be  declared  off  the  Tribe.  Our  laws  say  that  benefits  cannot  be  paid 
for  part  of  one  week,  (No.  105  Digest.)  Also  disapproved  of  a  By-Law  to 
allow  a  Tribe  to  make  a  contract  with  a  brother  who  is  permanently  disabled 
to  pay  him  a  low  rate  of  benefits. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  Tribes  working  In  the  Ger- 
man language  direct  their  communications  written  in  German,  and  not  in 
English,  thereby  causing  them  to  be  returned  for  translation,  entailing  delays 
that  may  be  injurious  to  the  Tribes,  also  double  expense  for  postage,  &c. 
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We  have  had  a  number  of  By-Laws  sent  us  for  approval  which  have  not  ItadJ 
the  seal  affixed.  Your  committee  were  compelled  to  return  them.  Your  com- 
mittee only  know  that  said  By-Laws  are  authentic  and  legal  when  accom- 
panied with  seal.

19th  Hot  Moon,  398.— Appeal  of  Bro.  Joseph  V.  S.  West  vs.  Hiawatha 
Tribe,  No.  36.  Referred  to  the  Board  hy  the  Great  Council  on  mandamus  from 
Common  Pleas  Court  of  Philadelphia. 

Bro.  West  entered  the  following  objections: 

1st:  That  upon  the  receipt  of  the  appeal  the  Tribe  failed  to  send  all  the  papers 
appertaining  to  the  case  to  the  Great  Sachem  until  over  two  great  suns  there- 
after. 

2d.  The  appellant  raised  the  point  that  while  the  Great  Sachem,  Thomas 
D.  Tanner,  ordered  the  Tribe  to  deliver  all  papers  appertaining  to  the  case,  the 
Tribe  failed  to  do  so. 

The  Board  rendered  the  following  decision  : 

"  That  the  action  of  the  Tribe  be  sustained  in  expelling  Bro.  Joseph  V.  S. 
West,  as  per  charges."    (Unanimous  decision.) 

19th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  398.— Appeal  of  Bro.  Frederick  Young  vs.  Red  Jacket 
Tribe,  No.  44. 
The  Board  rendered  the  following  decision: 

"  That  the  Tribe  be  directed  to  pay  Bro.  Young  the  benefits  claimed,  it 
being  evident  that  the  brother  intended  to  commit  no  fraud  on  the  wampum 
belt  of  the  Tribe."    (Unanimous  decision.) 

9th  Sud,  Sturgeon  Moon,  398.— Appeal  of  Bro.  S.  Rush  vs.  Sakima  Tribe, 
No.  9. 

This  case  was  satisfactorily  settled  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.

The  Board  rendered  the  following  decision  : 

"  That  the  action  of  the  Tribe  be  sustained,  as  the  brother  has  not  appealed 
in  accordance  with  the  law."  (Unanimous.) 

11th  Sun,  Travelling  Moon,  398.— Appeal  of  Bro.  Richard  James  vs.  Da- 
kota Tribe,  No.  207. 
The  Board  rendered  the  following  decision : 

"That  the  Board  directs  Dakota  Tribe,  No.  207,  to  reinstate  said  Bro. 
Richard  James  to  membership,  and  that  the  appeal  be  sustained."  (Unani- 
mous.) 

25th  Sun,  Travelling  Moon,  398.— Appeal  of  P.  S.  William  Wallace  vs. 
Machemleck  Tribe,  No.  221. 

The  Board  rendered  the  following  decision  :

It  is  with  regret  that  this  committee  is  obliged  to  report  that  Tribes  Nos.  75 
and  96  have  not  the  requisite  number  of  members  to  hold  their  charter. 

We  heartily  commend  the  new  form  of  six  moons'  report  prepared  by  the 
G.  C.  of  R  ,  believing  that  a  faithful  compliance  on  the  part  of  Chiefs  of 
Records  will  enable  the  Great  Council  to  obtain  better  statistics  in  regard  to 
the  Order.  We  regret  thefailure  of  some  Tribes  to  properly  fill  up  the  blanks, 
especially  in  regard  to  members  of  the  different  degrees. 

We  would  earnestly  urge  this  Great  Council  to  take  some  definite  action  in 
regard  to  the  dereliction  of  C.  of  R.'s  in  sending  in  reports  and  per  capita 
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tax,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  suggestion  of  the  G.  C.  of  R.  in  rela- 
tion to  the  establishment  of  a  fiscal  great  sun,  thereby  making  it  imperative  on 
Tribes  to  send  their  reports  within  specified  time  or  abide  by  the  penalty.  By 
this  negligence  on  the  part  of  C.  of  R.'s,  not  only  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Returns  and  Reports  is  retarded,  but  an  additional  expense  to  this 
Great  Council  is  incurred,  and  great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  to  the  Past 
Sachems  of  the  Tribe  is  caused  thereby. 

If  properly  within  the  province  of  your  Committee  on  Returns  and  Reports, 
we  would  suggest  that  the  Representatives  from  this  Great  Reservation  to  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States  be  instructed  to  vote  for  a  reduction  of  pet- 
capita  tax  to  that  body. 

We  congratulate  the  Order  upon  the  excellent  increases,  during  the  past 
great  sun,  not  only  in  membership,  but  also  in  the  total  funds  of  the  Tribes, 
believing  that  the  last-named  will  have  a  weightier  influence  upon  the  pale- 
face world,  when  brought  to  their  notice,  than  any  increase  in  membership 
would. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  desire  to  return  their  sincere  thanks  to  G.  C. 
of  R.  Thos.  K.  Donnalley,  for  the  courteous  and  gentlemanly  treatment 
accorded  this  committee  whilst  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.

Your  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Long  Talk 
of  the  Great  Sachem,  would  report  on  the  decisions  of  the  Great  Sachem  that 
they  approve  of  the  following  and  that  they  are  in  accordance  with  law : 
Decisions  Nos  1,  3,  4,  5,  7,  8,  9,  *0,  11.  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  23,  24, 
25,  26  and  27. 

Decision  No.  2.— Your  committee  disagrees  with  the  Great  Sachem,  in  that 
the  Tribe  can  instruct  any  of  its  members  to  bring  charges  against  a  brother 
if,  in  their  opinion,  the  charges  are  serious  enough  to  warrant  it. 

Decision  No.  6.— Your  committee  differs  with  the  Great  Sachem,  inasmuch 
that  if  the  Tribe  refuse  to  approve  of  the  finding  of  the  committee  to  try  a 
brother  on  charges  and  a  new  trial  be  ordered,  the  testimony  submitted  before 
the  first  committee  cannot  be  given  to  the  second  committee.  The  trial  must 
be  proceeded  with  according  to  the  laws  governing  trials  as  though  it  was  the 
first  and  only  trial. 

No.  12.— Strike  out  the  word  "pass  "  in  the  fifth  line,  page  278,  Long  Talk, 
and  insert  "  elected."    The  law  says  the  Prophet  must  be  elected. 

No.  22.— Your  committee,  while  approving  of  the  decision,  would  request 
this  Great  Council  to  make  a  special  ruling,  and  by  a  separate  and  distinct 
vote,  endorsing  the  decision. 

We  also  endorse  and  approve  of  the  decisions  of  the  Great  Senior  Saga- 
arnore,  as  being  correct  and  in  accordance  with  the  law,  especially  so  in  the 
case  of  Penobscot  Tribe,  No.  60,  as  the  constitution  at  present  in  force  com- 
pels the  K.  of  W.  to  give  security  before  being  raised  up.

Your  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Long  Talk 
of  the  Great  Sachem,  would  make  a  special  report,  on  so  much  of  it  as  refers  to 
decision  No.  18.  Your  committee  have  read  over  very  carefully  the  Long 
Talk  referring  to  the  disputed  subject  of  diplomas,  and  suggest  that  as  the 
Great  Council  of. the  Unite  1  States  is  the  fountain  head  of  the  Order  from 
whence  emanates  all  laws,  rituals,  cards,  &c,  in  use  by  the  Order,  that  as  such 
they  have  an  inherent  right  to  either  authorize  a  diploma  to  be  sold  by 
properly  authorized  brothers  or  by  the  body  itself,  and  such  being  the  case  any 
brother  or  brothers  who  may  interfere  in  such  right  or  privilege  violates  his 
obligation— and  furthermore  that  as  the  Great  Incohonee  is  the  duly  elected 
executive  head  or  chief  of  the  Order  during  its  recess  between  councils,  there- 
fore his  mandate  or  proclamation  on  any  vital  question  should  be  at  once 
complied  with,  and  must  be  ooeyed  until  the  next  coming  council  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  when  it  can  either  be  ratified  or  set  aside. 

We  therefore  commend  Great  Sacnem  T.  D.  Tanner  for  his  faithful  com- 
pliance with  duty,  and  for  having  recollected  that  the  Great  Incohonee  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States  was  his  supreme  chief 

Your  committee  would  further  add  that  it  should  be  the  sense  of  this 
Great  Council  that  they  are  opposed  to  this  Great  Council  favoring  a 
monopoly  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  any  brother.

The  suspensions  overshadow  all  the  extra  efforts 
of  the  Great  Chiefs  in  kindling  council  fires. 

The  most  noted  increase  in  membership  is  in  the  Great  Council  of  Nevada. 
Total  membership,  93;  increase,  1;  number  of  Tribes,  3.  This  Great  Council 
should  be  notified  to  increase  their  membership  fourfold  in  the  next  great  sun 
or  surrender  their  charter.  During  three  great  suns— 394,  396,  397— the 
amount  of  wampum  paid  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  for  per 
capita  tax  and  supplies  was  53  fathoms  4  feet;  amount  drawn  by  their  Rep- 
resentative for  mileage  and  per  diem,  769  fathoms  5  feet  3  inches.  Iu  395 
they  were  not  represented  on  the  floor  of  the  Great  Council  iu  Detroit,  Mich- 
igan. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Order  is  sound  and  the  increase  in  Tribal

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The  largest  increase  in  Tribes  is  in  Illinois.  37  ;  the  next  is  Massachusetts, 
30;  the  next  is  New  Jersey,  13  ;  the  next  is  New  Hampshire,  9  ;  and  Penn- 
sylvania is  fifth  in  line,  7 ;  Georgia,  Ohio  and  Virginia  ties  Pennsylvania,  7 
each.  Pennsylvania  is  losing  her  prestige  in  the  Order,  and  unless  there  is  a 
determined  effort  made  by  the  young  Past  Sachems  of  the  Order  in  Penn- 
sylvania to  suppress  and  stamp  out  all  misrepresentation,  whether  by 
ambiguity,  exaggeration,  false  coloring,  base  innuendoes,  suggestions  of  false- 
hood and  suppression  of  the  truth  in  printed  circulars,  sent  broadcast  through- 
out the  State  on  the  eve  of  an  election  for  Great  Chiefs,  the  membership  will 
decrease  as  it  did  some  fifteen  great  suns  ago,  from  18,000  to  13,000,  which  was 
caused  chiefly  by  the  agencies  above  quoted. 

BENEFICIARY  FUND. 

The  Great  Incohonee,  in  his  Long  Talk,  presented  at  the  commencement  of 
the  two  last  great  sun  councils,  follows  in  the  footsteps  of  his  predecessors  in 
devoting  considerable  space  to  the  Beneflciary  Fund.  Beautiful  composition, 
based  on  theory  and  superficial  reasoning,  will  not  make  this  fund  a  success" 
The  word  "  if "  destroys  the  effectiveness  of  all  the  choice  sentiments  contained 
in  the  written  manuscripts  and  speeches  delivered  on  this  subject.  "If 
the  members  would  join,"  that  is  the  trouble.  They  will  not  join,  notwith- 
standing that  during  the  past  great  sun  200  fathoms  was  spent  in  for- 
warding documents,  circulars  and  blanks  to  every  Tribe,  and  to  five  thousand 
brothers  in  addition,  it  resulted  in  nine  brothers  joining  the  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  this  Fund,  for  the  past  great  sun,  show  that 
there  were  calls  for  ten  assessments.  On  the  last  assessment  there  was  col- 
lected from  127  members,  showing  a  loss  of  104  members  since  last  report. 
The  average  age  of  the  membership  is  52  great  suns.  This  is  the  shoal  on 
which  the  Beneficiary  Fund  is  stranded.  It  will  soon  become  a  Last  Man's 
Club,  and  legislation  on  part  of  it's  admirers  will  not  save  it,  hence  Pennsyl- 
vania should  organize  a  cheap  insurance  for  the  Order  in  this  State,  to  com- 
pete with  all  the  other  different  Orders  in  this  Reservation  that  at  present 
have  Death  Relief  Funds. 

chieftain's  league. 

At  the  session  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  held  in  Detroit, 
Michigan,  395,  this  branch  of  the  Order  was  organized  by  creating  laws  for 
its  government.  The  legislation  at  the  session  in  Wilmington  and  Chicago, 
in  reference  to  Leagues,  is  spasmodic  and  erratic.  The  cause  of  this  is  that  the 
Representatives  doubt  the  feasibility  of  the  organization  of  this  branch  of  the 
Order,  and  many  think  that  it  will  become  a  burden  on  the  Great  Council  of 
the  United  States  financially,  and  the  creation  of  Past  Great  Sachems  and 
Past  Sachems  to  an  honored  few,  with  little  or  no  labor  for  the  honors  that 
takes  years  of  service  and  toil  to  obtain  in  the  Tribes  and  State  Great  Coun- 
cils. 
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DIPLOMA  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

At  the  session  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  held  in  Wilming- 
ton, Corn  Moon,  396.    The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Business  dissensions  having  arisen  in  the  Order  between  broth- 
ers regarding  the  publication  and  sale  of  Certificates  of  Membership.  There- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Great  Council  hereby  revoke  all  former  concessions 
made  to  any  and  all  brothers  to  publish  a  Diploma  or  Certificate  of  Member- 
ship. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  from  the  Great  Chiefs  of 
this  Great  Council,  to  prepare  and  present  to  this  Great  Council  a  Certificate 
of  Membership  ,  said  certificate  to  be  the  only  authorized  one  to  be  used  by 
members  of  the  Order. 

Resolved,  That  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  be  directed  to  issue  a  circular  to 
members  of  the  Order  embodying  these  Resolutions.

To  the  Great  Couneil  of  the  United  States,  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  : 

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Great  Council,  to  prepare  a  diploma 
of  membership,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  the  matter 
due  consideration,  and  performed  their  duty  and  agreed  upon  a  sketch  ,  but 
before  recommending  its  adoption,  would  say  that  they  have  had  interviews 
with  Bro  P.  S.,  W.  G.  Hollis,  who  now  is  the  owner  of  the  diploma  formerly 
owned  by  P.  G.  I.,  Morris  H.  Gorham  and  approved  by  the  Great  Council  of 
United  States  and  he  has  agreed,  that  with  the  consent  of  the  Great  Council 
he  will  eDter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States, 
to  pay  into  the  wampum  belt  15  inches  as  a  royalty  lor  each  certificate  issued, 
and  that  the  Great  Council  shall  have  the  benefits  of  all  improvements  he 
may  make  in  the  diploma  which  he  contemplates  doing  at  great  expense  and 
that  he  will  make  returns  of  all  sales  every  three  moons,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  each  great  sun  have  the  books  examined  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States  The  brother  also  agrees  to  withdraw  all 
legal  proceedings  against  a  brother  or  brothers  for  infringement  of  copyright 
of  said  diploma,  and  amicably  settle  all  differences  now  existing  between 
himself  and  said  brother  or  brothers.  The  committee  would  respectfully 
offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Special  Committee  on  Diploma  be  instructed  to  accept 
the  proposal  from  Brother  P.  S.,  Wm.  G.  Hollis,  and  to  have  the  necessary 
papers  legally  prepared  and  executed.

A  motion  was  made  that  the  report  be  received  and  the  Resolutions  com- 
plied with.  This  motion  was  debated  at  some  length  and  varied  in  character. 
One  of  the  representatives  from  Pennsylvania,  held  that  this  Great  Council 
should  not  create  a  private  monopoly  for  the  publication  and  sale  of  those 
diplomas.    That  the  Great  Council  should  publish  and  issue  them,  and 
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thereby  receive  a  revenue  that  would  reduce  the  taxation  on  State  Great 
Councils,  and  if :  his  Great  Council  declined  to  enter  into«the  sale  and  manu- 
facturing of  those  Diplomas,  it  should  leave  the  business  free  to  all  who  had 
a  desire  to  engage  in  the  same.  That  the  Great  Council  approving  of  the 
Diploma  in  dispute  19  great  suns  ago  did  not  give  the  brother  who  copy- 
righted the  same  for  self  protection  the  power  of  transmission  to  heirs  and 
assignees  forever.  The  power  that  created  this  monopoly  could  revoke  the 
same  at  their  pleasure  pending  discussion. 

P.  G.  L,  Litchman,  of  Massachusetts,  moved  that  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three  to  report  at  this  sesssion.

This  is  the  legislation  of  the  Great  Council  on  the  Diploma  without  cross- 
ing a  "t"  or  dotting  an  "i."  Past  Sachem  W.  G.  Hollis  was  bound  in  honor 
to  have  awaited  the  next  meeting  of  the  Great  Council  for  their  action,  and 
report  of  Special  Committee,  but  he  failed  to  do  so.  He  pressed  his  suit  for 
consequential  damages  and  failed.  He  sent  agents  through  the  counties, 
cities,  towns  and  boroughs,  who  declared  that  the  Diploma  that  they  offered 
for  sale  was  authorized  by  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  He 
threatened  the  Great  Senior  Sagamore  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Great  Chief 
of  Records  of  the  United  States  with  arrest  and  imprisonment  if  either  of 
them  should  deny  this  fact,  hence  the  issuing  of  the  mandate  by  the  Great 
Incohonee,  Thomas  J.  Francis,  that  has  caused  such  acrimonious  discussions. 
Brethren,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  present  to  you  an  unbiased  statement  in 
reference  to  this  Diploma  controversy.  Eemember  that  none  but  Representa- 
tives  have  a  voice  on  the  floor  of  the  Great  Council.  Past  Great  Incohonees, 
Past  Great  Sachems  (unless  Representatives)  have  no  vote,  neither  have  the 
Great  Chiefs  a  vote.  The  Representatives  are  responsible  for  all  legislation 
that  emenates  from  the  Great  Council.  Open  your  batteries  of  declamation, 
verbal  and  written,  on  them,  but  not  on  the  Great  Chiefs.  They  are  only 
the  agents  that  execute  the  laws  and  decrees  made  by  the  Representatives  of 
the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  hence  if  any  member  feel  aggrieved 
at  the  action  of  the  Great  Council,  at  their  last  session,  place  the  responsibility 
where  it  belongs — on  the  Representatives— not  the  Great  Chiefs  of  the  Great 
Council  of  the  Uuited  States,  or  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania. 

Your  Representatives  would  further  respectfully  suggest  that  while  they 
have  reported  the  action  of  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.  on  this  subject,  for  your  in- 
formation, it  would  be  out  ot  place  to  take  any  action  on  the  subject  olher 
than  to  instruct  your  representatives  to  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.  as  to  what  action 
they  shall  take  in  the  interestof  the  Order,  and  the  rigJi's  of  all  brethren  who 
may  have  engaged  in  the  business  ou  their  own  account,  or  by  reason  of  any 
rights  or  privileges  acquired,  or  supposed  to  be  acquired,  by  reason  of  any 
previous  action  taken  by  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.

Respected  Great  Chiefs:  In  conformity  with  Sec.  6,  Art.  IV.,  of  the 
Constitution,  we,  your  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order,  after  having  care- 
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fully  examined  that  portion  of  the  G.  S.  "  Long  Talk  "  referred  to  them,  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  we  note  the  continuous  pros- 
perity vouchsafed  our  Order  throughout  this  reservation  during  the  past 
great  sun,  and  take  pleasure  in  congratulating  our  present  G.  S.  upon  the 
magnificent  results  attained  during  his  administration. 

We  find,  upon  examining  the  various  reports,  that  21  new  Tribal  Council 
fires  have  been  kindled,  together  with  3  Tribal  fires  whose  smouldering  re- 
mains have  been  rekindled,  producing  an  increase  of  membership  of  our 
order  to  the  number  of  1,737,  and  that  about  51.500  fathoms  has  been  ex- 
pended for  the  relief  of  brothers. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  announce  the  fact  that  the  old  Keystone  State 
still  maintains  the  lead  in  tribal  members,  and  membership.  Yet  there  re- 
mains a  grand  opportunity  for  a  still  greater  work  in  the  future,  as  the  seed 
that  has  been  sown  in  new  fields  during  the  last  great  sun  has  taken  deep 
root,  and  gives  evidence  of  a  rich  and  abundant  harvest. 

We  call  i  he  attention  of  the  Representa  tives  to  this  G.  C.  to  that  portion  of 
the  G.  S.  "Long  Talk"  wherein  he  expresses  a  hope  for  an  added  and  more 
earnest  interest  in  inculcating  the  ennobling  principles  of  our  order. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  interest  taken  in  the  Degree  of  Pocahontas. 
18  new  councils  having  been  instituted  during  the  past  great  sun,  and  we 
trust  the  same  interest  will  continue  in  this  branch  of  the  order. 

Onr  G.  S.'s  reference  to  the  home  for  aged  and  indigent  members  of  the 
order  is  pertinent  and  is  a  project  worthy  of  the  serious  consideration  of 
every  brother  of  the  order. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  profound  regret  that  we  are  called  upon  to  refer  to 
the  visit  of  the  Great  Spirit,  who,  in  His  infinite  wisdom  removed  from  these 
"  Happy  Hunting;  Grounds"  Brothers  P.  G.  S.,  Daniel  McGowan,  No.  51 ;  P 
S.,  John  S.  Holtzworth,  No.  31 ;  P.  S.,  John  Frederick,  No.  61 ;  P.  S. ,  John 
D.  Lowery,  No.  11;  P.  S.  Albert  D.  Smith,  No.  73,  and  we  would  recommend  that 
three  P.  G.  S.  be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  of  condolence  in  case  of  P.  G. 
S.,  McGowan,  or  such  action  as  they  deem  wise. 

That  portion  of  the  G.  S.  "  Long  Talk  "  wherein  he  refers  to  the  organiz- 
ers of  new  tribes  would  suggest  that  the  amount  be  increased  from  10  to  25 
fathoms. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  commendable  action  taken  and  substantial  sym- 
pathy expressed  during  the  past  great  sun  to  the  members  of  the  order  in  the 
reservation  of  Florida,  who  were  suffering  from  yellow  fever  scourge. 

Our  attention  is  called  to  a  recommendation  of  our  G.  C.  R.,  touching  upon 
the  propriety  of  introducing  an  Endowment  Fund  in  connection  with  our 
order,  we  would  recommend  that  a  special  committee  of  three  lie  appointed 
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to  formulate  a  plan  to  be  submitted  at  the  next  meeting  of  Great  Council,  and 
take  such  action  in  regard  to  the  same  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.

That  in  our  judgment  the  answers  to  each  of  the  six  questions  were  made 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  believe  that  there  is  no  practice  in  our  code 
(or  civil  law)  permitting  the  prosecutor  to  appeal  from  the  verdict  of  the 
committee  in  case  of  an  acquittal  in  a  criminal  case. 

By  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee,  P.  G.  Sachem  Frank  C. 
Knipe,  as  an  interested  party,  we  present  this  report  without  his  action.

2d.— Is  it  the  duty  of  the  C.  of  R.  to  accept  the  report  of  election  of  offi- 
cers, or  should  he  verify  them  by  the  ballots  ? 

Truss  Connkll,  Rep.  No.  30. 
Answer  to  No.  l.-The  C.  of  R.  of  the  Tribe  is  the  custodian  of  the  papers 
and  documents  of  the  Tribe,  therefore  the  ballots  should  be  placed  in  his  pos- 
session. 

Answer  to  No  2,-The  C.  of  R.  must  accept  the  report  as  announced  by 
the  tellers. 

A  dispensation  being  granted  to  a  tribe  in  another  reservation  to  adopt  pale 
faces  residing  in  this  reservation,  does  said  dispensation  continue  in  force 
unlil  revoked,  or  should  a  new  dispensation  be  granted  each  great  sun  ? 

T.  J.  HiGSOiv,  Rep.  No.  2G4. 

Answer.-  There  are  no  general  dispensations  granted  to  give  tribes  in 
other  reservations  the  privilege  to  adopt  pale  faces  residing  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion, a  dispensation  must  be  asked  for  in  each  case. 

At  what  time  does  a  Representative  elect  become  a  Representative  in  fact? 

Chas.  H.  Newell,  Rep.,  No.  34. 

Answer.— If  at  the  time  of  election  he  be  a  member  of  the  Great  Council, 
he  becomes  Representative  at  once,  if  not  a  member,  he  becomes  a  Represen- 
tative only  after  his  admission. 
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In  answer  to  queries  propounded  by  P.  S.,  Potter,  No.  191,  the  Great 
Sachem  made  the  following  ruling: 

A  Tribe  would  not  legally  have  the  right  to  elect  a  brother  to  a  Chieftaincy, 
who  was  indebted  to  an  amount  that  would  bring  him  more  than  three 
moons  in  arrears,  and  a  brother  so  elected  his  election  would  be  null  and 
void. 

The  A.  C.  of  R.  must  be  a  member  of  the  Chief's  Degree. 
Queries  from  No.  135  and  D.  G.  S  ,  Maurer,  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Law  and  Usage. 

The  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  reported  as  follows:

We  regret  very  much  to  be  compelled  to  take  notice  of  the  report  of  our 
G.  S.,  where  he  refers  to  the  manner  of  seeking  popularity  at  the  expense  of 
competing  candidates,  an  action  as  unworthy  and  unbecoming  as  a  brother 
Red  Man  could  well  be  guilty  of.  It  not  only  guarantees  to  belittle  the 
author  of  such  a  document,  but  reflects  on  the  character  of  any  aspiring  can- 
didate, when  he  should  have  the  good  advice  and  support  of  his  colleagues, 
and  thereby  put  into  practice  one  of  the  mottoes  of  our  Order,  viz. :  charity. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  the  successors  to  our  present  G.  S.  will  not  be  com- 
pelled to  give  council  to  an  audience  of  such  a  nature,  but  that  on  the  con- 
trary peace  and  harmony  will  reign  supreme  throughout  the  entire  reserva- 
tion, and  that  the  burden  of  our  Great  Sachem  during  the  coming  great  sun 
will  not  be  arduous,  but  rather  one  of  delight  and  satisfaction. 

We  trust  that  the  next  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  will  not  find  a  like 
reference.  Any  candidate  who  may  hereafter  aspire  to  any  office  will  do 
well  by  improving  their  time  in  bringing  forth  their  fitness  for  the  office,  and 
bear  in  mind  that  it  is  well  to  remember  the  rafter  in  our  eye  before  we  rush 
to  pull  the  splinter  out  of  our  brother's  eye.

After  having  heard 
the  evidence,  they  shall  reduce  their  opinion,  as  to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of 
the  accused,  and  the  punishment,  if  any,  the  offense  would  justify,  to  writing, 
and  report  the  same,  together  with  their  journal  and  the  testimony,  to  the' 
Great  Council,  at  its  next  great  sun's  council,  giving  notice  to  the  accused 
and  accuser,  through  the  Great  Chief  of  Records,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to 
the  session,  that  the  report  will  be  presented  at  that  time.  Upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  report,  tne  Great  Council  shall  consider  and  determine  the  case. 
Should  the  accused  feel  aggrieved  by  the  decision  or  action  of  the  Great 
Council  on  said  report,  he  may  appeal  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States  at  any  time  within  four  seven  suns  after  being  notified  by  the  Great 
Chief  of  Records.  A  copy  of  such  appeal,  with  the  grounds  thereof,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Great  Sachem. 

Sec.  12.  No  member  or  members  of  the  Order  shall  institute  pro- 
ceedings at  law  or  in  equity  against  the  Great  Council,  as  to  any 
matter  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Order,  or  the  legislation  of  the 
Great  Council  of  this  State,  or  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States, 
but  shall  be  confined  to  such  remedy  as  may  be  had  in  presenting  his  or  their 
objection  to  the  Great  Council  in  session  for  its  action  thereon,  with  the  right, 
of  appeal  only  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States.
